While the dinner was announced for 7:30, the 
members and their friends began to arrive much ear- 
lier. Some, in fact, were on hand before seven in 
order that they might more fully enjoy the informal 
reception which annually precedes these affairs. This 
preliminary reunion of old friends and the cultivation 
of new acquaintances has very properly come to be 
regarded as one of the very pleasant features of a 
thoroughly jolly occasion. 

After the party had adjourned to the banquet-hall, 
Retiring-President Taylor briefly expressed his ap- 
preciation of the assistance that the members had lent 
him during the term he was about to close. He 
hoped for and was assured that the same loyal support 
would be accorded his successor, Mr. Pitcairn. 

Reference to the latter’s name provoked rounds 
of hand-clapping that were accompanied by cheers 
when he arose to speak, and it was a couple of min- 
utes before the gathering quieted enough to permit his 
voice to be heard. Then Mr. Pitcairn very judicicus- 
ly expressed his disinclination, at that critical moment, 
to measure popularity with the food, and said that he 
would defer his remarks until after their sharpened 
appetites had been satisfied This piece of epicurean 
diplomacy increased—if such a thing were possible— 
the popularity of the new presiding officer, and the 
banquetters proceeded to direct their closest atten- 
tion during the next hour or more to the interior con- 
sideration of a splendidly-prepared menu 

Jollity reigned supreme during the progress of the 
dinner. There were frequent exchanges of repartee, 
recitals of anecdotes peculiarly appropriate to the oc- 
casion, and singing. The latter started in a balcony 
at one end of the rnom, where two young men with 
rich and resonant baritone and tenor voices rendered 
the verses of numerous popular songs. They were 
not obliged to exert themselves very greatly on the 
choruses, for the banquetters early betrayed a thorough 
familiarity with the words and melodies, and an 
equally keen desire to give their lungs wholesome ex- 
ercise. This general disposition ‘to indulge their 
happy feelings soon dissipated whatever reserve 
might have been occasioned by the mingling of em- 
ployer and employee. As President-elect Pitcairn 
very aptly and gracefully put it: ‘‘ We meet here to- 
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‘cessors in the office of president. 


night on a level basis,” and the demonstration which 
greeted this expression indicated that Mr. Pitcairn’s 
opinion was shared by his listeners. 

Coincident with the distribution of coffee and 
cigars the addresses began. Before introducing the 
first speaker, President-elect Pitcairn took occasion to 
emphasize his pleasure at the privilege of presiding 
at the banqnet, and said he would do his level best to 
maintain the high standard established by his prede- 
‘There are at 
present,” he continued, ‘‘six hundred and seventy- 
five men in the association, and they are six hundred 
and seventy-five of the finest fellows in the world. 
They constitute the greatest selling staff that repre- 
sents any class of manufacture.” 

Mr. Pitcairn referred further to the value of com- 
petent salesmen, compared to whom the perfection of 
the factory or office system was quite insignificant. 
In closing, he paid a nice compliment to Messrs. 
O’Gorman and Mirrielees, particularly, for their un- 
selfish labors in behalf of the organization. 

The first of the invited speakers introduced was 
Chas, A. Finlay, president of the Aetna National 
Bank He requested the ‘‘indulgence and pity” of 
his auditors on the ground that the committee had 
at the last moment changed the subject assigned to 
him. Said he: 

“When I was invited to be your guest it was 
clearly stated that I was privileged to select my own 
subject. Three weeks ago I decided that ‘Success’ 
would prove an appropriate topic, and I feel more cer- 
tain than ever right now that it would have met with 
your approval because you all look like ready money. 
Carlyle said that some meu have a letter of credit on 
their faces. Your president has two of them. But 
to get back to my complaint After carefully pre-. 
paring myself on the subject of ‘success,’ your com- 
mittee this afternoon advised me that I would be ex- 
pected to discuss ‘Our Neighbors.’ But J am rebel- 
lious, and Jintend to talk about success, no matter 
what happens. 

Let us be serious for a moment and consider what 
success is Success follows intelligent effort. It 
means doing the right thing at the right time. He 
who gives to his customers the fullest value for the 
dollar that he takes will prove the successful man of 
the future. Successis attained only through honesty. 
Contrast the honest and the dishonest man. The for- 
mer is like an open-faced watch—he has nothing 
toconceal. He speaks the truth without evasion or re- 
straint. Thelattertells a lie when the truth would 
serve the purpose even better It culminates at last in 
the deceiver deceiving himself. The worst-fooled man 
in the world is the one who fools himself Literally 
speaking, he picks his own pocket. In fact, the dis- 
honest man daily commits commercial suicide. Tobe 
permanent and of a quality to bring contentment and 
felicity, effort must be honest and intelligently direct- 
edz”

“marks by an allusion to the manner in which President 


Pitcairn had introduced Mr. Finlay: ‘‘He stated that 
Mr, Finlay had met some of you under other condi- 
tions Ican say truthfully that I never before saw 
any of you under other conditions.” The laughter 
that greeted this sally proved that the fame of the 
magistrate and his West Side court had previously 
reached the attention of the salesmen. Then Mr 
Whitman referred to the change in the subject of 
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his toast: ‘‘It was originally ‘The City of New York,’ 
but I notice by the programme that i: ‘has been 
changed to ‘Town Topics’ Now, let me assure you 
before proceeding further that these subjects won't 
harmonize ‘Town Topics’ may stand for the city of 
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glorious morning the English gave it up to the Ameri- 
cans And the Americans have been giving up ever 
since.

“Tt’s an old saying that New York never fights 
and always-surrenders to the other and gets the mon- 
ey. Remember how the English turned New York 
over to the. Dutch; how the Dutch, in turn, handed 
it back to the English; and how first the English and 
then the Dutch surrendered its possession until one

not only the biggest town in the United States, but 
also just a little better than any other that the sun 
shines on. Weare not afraid of the immigrant here 
in New York. On the East Side you will find men 
who not only do not understand a word of English, 
but who do not even seem capable of appreciating 
what an interpreter is endeavoring to say to them. 
But go into a public school in the heart of the district 
and hear the chorous of little voices ring out ‘The 


Star Spangled Banner,’ and you will not be afraid 
that these children of the immigrants will ever hand 
New York over to anarchy, It isin such schools that 
you hear more about Washington and Lincoln than 
was ever heard in any of the ‘little old red school- 
houses on the hill ’ 

‘Conditions in New York are not at all bad. The 
state of things socially, politically and financially 
here every year not only does not become worse, but 
positively better. In a speech not long ago a famous 
ecclesiastic said that the terrible evil of divorce bo ded 
the destructiou of the home, and referred to the sim: 
ple life of our forefathers, saying that in their time 
separation and divorce meant social ostracism. Now, 
I will read a letter written by a gentleman to his son 
from London, England, in December, 1765: ‘My 
Dear Son—One hears nothing nowadays but the sep- 
aration of men and tieir wives There are many 
such cases that do not surprise me, and there are 
other marriages that I wonder at because of the fact 
that the couples continue to live together.’ 

There is a sample of the simple life of our fore- 
fathers. We are not growing worse. The city 
is improving socially, morally, politically and finan- 
cially. The East and West'sides are growing better 
every day. But I’m not so sure about Fifth avenue.” 


“If I could only turn the energies of you gentle- 
men into the church,” began Rev S. Parkes Cadman, 
whose topic was Crockery and Human Life,’ “I feel 
sure that we would redeem New York in short order. 
The only warmer affair of which I entertain a recol- 
lection was a colored camp meeting that I once at- 
tended.” He then continued: 


‘‘The laudation of New York a few minutes ago 
by a fellow-speaker was truly inspiring. The way 
we arrogate things to ourselves is very satisfactory 
if they only had existence in fact. Take, for instance, 
the average Philadelphian. He will solemnly assure 
you, if questioned, that the Schuylkill runs through 
Philadelphia. Yet everybody knows that nothing 
ever ran throuzh Philadelphia. Let the average 
New Yorker be asked while in Bostou what is the 
best thing about that city, to his way of thinking. 
Invariably he will reply: ‘The 5:40 train for New 
York!” 


Another quip by the speaker before settling down 
to business was the following: 


‘‘A man of my calling had been ministering to 
the spiritual wants of the father of a house, and re- 
turned one morning to learn that the man had died. 
The deceased’s young son met the clergyman at the 
doot. ‘What were your father’s last words ?’ inquired 
the minister. . ‘He didn’t have any,’ was the boy's r.- 
ply; ‘mother was with him up to the last minute ’’ 


Dr. Cadman stated that he was born in the heart 
of the pottery district of Staffordshire and had lived 
among potters for many years—in fact, his family had 
contained.an artist of distinction in the line. After 
referring to the influence of beautiful pottery upon 
the taste of the community and comparing the produc- 
tions of to-day with those of fifty years ago, he contin- 


ued: 

“The men who are responsible for the ceramic 
creations that delight our sense of beauty are what 
Thomas Carlyle described as ‘unaccredited heroes’ 
They have buried themselves in the Dresden and 
Staffordshire factories and have never been heard of. 
But the artistic instincts they have imparted to a sus 
ceptibe clay have wielded a powerful influence in bet- 
tering our idea of the higher and purer things in life. 
When I wander through a china and glass store and 
observe the multitude of designs and the skilfulness of 
execution I think of the men behind them who have 
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‘to our children. 


bread to eat of which the millionaire who dines off 
those plates knows nothing. The daintiness of shape 
and the harmonious blending of color demonstrate the 
soul of the man who is responsible for them. Then I 
think of the rubbish heap, where the ‘seconds’ or im- 
perfect wares find refuge. In that pile are the pieces 
that have failed to come up to the standard. They 
bear testimony of wasted workmanship. One little 
fissure, perhaps has been responsible for their rele- 
gation to this heap. And isn’t it, after all, the same 
with human life? None of us is stronger than our 
weakest part. The making of pottery ought to fur- 
nish a lesson to all of us. We are all clay at the bot- 
tom, and we amount to just what we make of our- 
selves.” 

In closing, Dr Cadman declared that if he were 
paid all of the commissions to which he was entitled 
for lauding the pottery industry the ‘‘auto” in which 
he had come to the banquet would scarcely prove large 
enough tohold them. He touched upon the sacrifices 
to the ceramic art of Palissy and Wedgwood, and 
closed with the applause- provoking declaration: ‘‘You 
gentlemen represent nobility as well as business.” 

In the absence of Judge Thos C O Sullivan, who 
was prevented from attending by illness, President 
Pitcairn called upon ex-Corporation Counsel John J. : 
Delany to respond to the absentee’s toast, ‘Sessions 
Other Than General.’ While unprepared for a talk, 
Mr. Delany proved more than equal to the situation 
He verbally painted his conception of a judge sitting 
on the criminal bench as follows: 


‘*Justice covers him like a robe of ermine, and he 
is conscious all the while of the equality of man. He 
recognizes that He who had made him had also made 
the poor unfortunates arraigned before him The 
weakness of human nature, the turpitude of mankind, 
and man’s inhumanity to man are paraded before 
him day after day and year in and year out, and yet 
he never permits the milk of human kindness to sour 
in his breast. That. briefly, is my idea of a judge 
interpreting justice.’’ 


Then Mr. Delany went on to point out the wi. 
dom of applying this sam2 element of kindness to one 
another in the routine of business He found much 
to endorse and approve of in social reunions of the 
character of the banquet, for they afforded an oppor- 
tunity to not only renew acquaintances of olden days, 
but to also correct the unavoidable errors and mistakes 
that developed in business and to eradicate the sting 
that accompanied them. 

Mr. Delany then directed his attention to the 
suggestion that we should save ourselves from an- 
archy by the prevention of so great an influx of popu- 
lation from European countries: 


“The country is entirely capable of absorbing 
all that are deemed fit to land on our shores The- 
danger never comes from without. It can only come 
from within. Be guided solely by sterling principles, 
whether the question presenting itself concerns either 
the business world, the political sphere or the domes- 
tic cirele. The prevalence of these high ideals and 
the fixity of these principles is undisputed in a large 
proportion .of the American people. The evils that 
we sow we reap, ur else we transmit them as a heritage 
You men must acquire and retain 
that spirit, and transmit to the newcomer, whether 
socially above or below you, the imperishable prin- 


‘ciple of right.” 


Another extemporaneous speaker was Judge

James J. FitzGerald, who, like Mr. Delany, was 
none the less interesting because of his lack of prepar- 
ation. The fact that he had turned down an appoint- 
ment at the Tammany headquarters in order to at- 
tend the banquet, Mr. FitzGerald declared, was suffi- 
cient proof of his interest in the association. Politics 
and the crockery and glassware business were similar 
in some respects, according to his opinion, but they 
differed in the matter of profits and losses. ‘‘In your 
business,” he said, ‘‘you have both profits and losses. 
In politics there is only a division of finances. The 
profits go the bosses and the people pocket the losses.” 
Mr. FitzGerald expressed his gratification at the 
statement of President Pitcairn that the association 
had a handsome cash balance - ‘‘But I have noted 
with some alarm that Mr. Finlay, a bank president, 
I hope the balarce is still 
with us”’ He then took up the serious thread of his 
discourse: 


‘‘Individual endeavor, without too great depend- 
ence upon the assistance of our friends, is what spells 
success in these progressive days. Relatives of mine 
once operated a brick-making plant. They had a 
colored employee named Henry Moore whose capa- 
city for work was considered remarkable. No one 
cared to work in the same gang with him because of 
his rushing, driving style of doing things. He reign- 
ed supreme until] one day another gentleman of color 
came along and applied for ajob. When the newcomer 
heard of Henry Moore he at once requested that he 
be placed in the same gang with him. ‘Henry can’t 
phaze me,’ said he, ‘for I’m here to work, and I'll do 
my bit.’ And, gentlemea, he was as good as his word. 
That poor, ignorant fellow, in his humble way, voiced 
a sentiment that comes home tous. He did his ‘bit’, 
and that’s all that can be expected of any of us. 
Don’t lack self-reliance. , 

‘*The imperishable principle of honesty and integ- 
rity should ever guide you in your business. Always 
be on the level. It pays in the long run, and the 
short one, too, for that matter. The merchant forgets 
the bargains of other days, but he never forgets the 
day he was stuck. Our children learn from us, and 
the good, old-fashioned Yankee way of doing busi- 
ness must be perpetuated.”

SAMPLE DISPLAYS ON THE ROAD. 


Spa salesmen, as a general rule, give too 

little attention to the artistic arrangement of 
the temporary sample-rooms which they establish on 
the road. The white linen provided by the hotel 
management for the display on the improvised tables 
is not the very best background for the purpose, and 
the indiscriminate positioning of the samples with 
an eye principally to the exhibition of as many items as 
possible is another drawback. Yet in the headquarters 
of their firms these same saiesmen are usually most 
exacting in their insistence that the wares be dis- 
played in the most alluring fashion. What is respon- 
sible for this contrast of attitude ? It is unreason- 
able, of course, to expect the order-bookers to prepare 
as pleasing exhibits on the road as in the house or 
factory. They have neither the time, stock nor facil- 
ities at their convenience; but they are not so serious 
ly handicapped as to prohibit the employment of 
something more pleasant to the vision than plain 
white cloth and the inartistic and inconsistent hnd- 
dling together of the samples, 
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Not all of the travelers are indifferent in this re- 
gard. We have several in mind who unhesitat- 
ingly declare that many of their best orders have 
been landed largely as a result of the inviting char- 
acter of their displays. They know this because of 
the sentiments expressed by the buyers thus favoring 
them with business. One of the salesmen in question 
represents a French china house. He carries one 
trunk filled with maroon-colored plush, the lower 
edge of which is trimmed with gold fringe. The 
rich effect produced by the maroon-clothed tables and 
mantels, on which the china pieces are placed with 
quite as much good taste, may easily be imagined | 
Yellow fringe may satisfactorily be substituted for 
the gold should the salesman be inclined to economize 
in this particular. And should the p!ush or velvet be 
deemed too expensive, maroon-colored cloth of a less 
costly texture might be used. A certain domestic 
pottery salesman employs the latter in the dressing of 
his sample-room, and it has been fonnd highly desir- 
able. 

But maroon is not the only color that may be 
utilized to advantage. Another road salesman has 
found nile green a delightful companion for the china 
samples that he displays. The cut glass salesmen in- 
variably carry black velvet to properiy show off the 
beauty of their offerings on the road, for it is abso- 
lutely imperative that they display their goods on 
something forming a stronger contrast to the glass 
than white linen. 

The selection of a color in harmony with the 
goods does not represent the only detail worthy of the 
salesman’s attention, either. He should be just as 
careful in his manner of placing them. The liberal 
use of racks not only economizes space, but also en- 
ables the visitor to obtain a more thorough and com- 
prehensive idea of the display. 

The wisdom of making an attractive exhibit of 
samples has already been pretty exhaustively treated 
in these columns; but the arguments heretofore have ~ 
been directed towards demonstrations in the whole- 
sale, retail, importing and commission houses. If it 
is judicious for the heads of such establishments to 
arrange fine displays it is fully as advisable for the 
road salesmen to do likewise. The object desired in 
each instance is the same—to please and interest the 
buyer.

NON-BREAKABLE POTTERY. 


NEW German patent has just been granted to 
Heller & Baumgartal, of Teplitz, for the com- 
bination of metal and pottery by which cooking uten- 
sils will become non-breakable The procedure is 
described as follows: The pottery is made in the 
regular way, with the exception that it is only glazed 
on the inside. After being burnt, an enamel coating 
is put.on the outside consisting of three parts of .cop- 
per, two parts brass and one-eighth part gold, mixed 


with borax. This mixture is subjected to a heat of 


about 1,200 degrees Fahrenheit. After fritting, this 
frit is mixed with one part borax and one part of any 
commercial enamel, and applied on the pottery, and 
burnt to about 800 degrees Fahrenheit. After cool- 
ing, the pottery will have a metal coating on the out- 
side, andthe ware is now putinto a galvanizing bath; 
the metal coating ‘then can be made any thickness. 
It‘is claimed that pottery so made is practically In- 
destructible.

HISTORY OF THE TEDDY BEAR. 


Wher than twenty years ago a poor crippled girl 

living in Germany, being forced to earn a live- 
lihood, went to the proprietors of some textile mills 
near her home and begged odds and ends and clip- 
pings, which with a deft hand she fashioned into small 
animals stuffed with cotton. These she sold to her 
neighbors and friends, who at first bought them as a 
matter of charity. Later the storekeepers in the 
vicinity found a profitin them as quick-selling arti- 
cles, and then the wholesale men arranged with her 
for supplies Sh soon exceeded her own ability to 
turn out sufficient quantity, and engaged help among 
the young girls in her neighborhood. The business 
thrived and grew untilin a few years she was employ- 
ing sixty-five hands. Later on she erected a factory 
and increased her help to five hundred. 

Among her productions was a bear, and at the 
close of the Russian-Japanese War this became pop- 
ular for gifts and souvenirs by the returning Russian 
soldiers, At about this time the American demand 
also began to increase. The Nimrod of the White 
House had just veni, vidi, vici’d a grizzly, and the | 
little bundle of fuzziness, promptly christened ‘‘Ted- 
dy,” became a fad The demand grew enormously, 
and another factory had to be erected. 

This, by the way, is built of glass bricks, and pre- 
sents a very peculiar appearance.

REVIVAL OF DEMAND FOR 
GLASS. 


IRIDESCENT 


HERE is a marked revival of the manufacture and 
sale of high ciass iridescent glass. About a quar- 
ter of a century ago iridescent glass came into vopular 
favor on the heels of the vanishing craze for blue 
glass which was set in motion by*an essay by Gen. 
Pleasanton upon the beneficial features that accrued 
from placing delicate and ill persons within sunlight 
streaming through blue glass window panes. This 
led to such absurdities as blue glass lamp chimneys, 
which obscured fifty per cent of the light, and for a 
time blue glass constituted a part of everything made 
for sale in the trade. 

Then came advocates for iridescent window 
glass for the rooms of invalids, and this was followed 
by the running of iridescent glass into the ground 
through an excess of articles proffered to the public, 
mainly in stridently vulgar forms, by men who were 
in the making of glass with no idea of service to art, 
and whose ethics were on a plane with those of the 
sausage-maker. 

The present revival of iridescent glass has come 
from the higher classes of art workers in glass, and 
is based upon fidelity to the sound teachings of fabri- 
cation and form that belong to the best schools of to- 
day. 

There is no foundation for the common belief 
that the ancients made iridescent glass. The superb 
examples of this sort which are to be seen in art mu- 
seums were made as nearly like the clear glass of to- 
day as was possible to the workers in days of old. 
The colorations which afterward developed into iri- 
descence were effected by Father Time, who on a 
number of well-known examples put in not less than 
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a thousand years. Glass exposed for many years to 
atmospheric influences becomes iridescent, as may be 
seen in the old bull’s-eye crown glass which has sur- 
vived for upward of a century in old homes in the sea- 
board States. ' 

In the possession of the Vanderbilt famlly in New 
York is a wine jar found in Pompeii which, as the re- 
sult of its deposition in hot ashes and the following 
chemical action, became beautifully iridescent. This 
jar cost $10,000, and bears two inscriptions—probably 
scratched upon the vessel about the time of the calam- 
ity. The upper one is in a light feminine hand, and 
reads: ‘I have been a faithful wife ten years. To- 
day I asked my husband totakemeto the games. He 
refused. Now he fills this jar with costly wine, that he 
may feast his worthless and drunken political friends.’ 
Underneath this is scratched in a heavy masculine 
hand: ‘‘ The best woman for a hundred leagues about 
—but never satisfied, except when she is petted hke 
a baby.” 

Modern iridescent glass is largely a product of 
chemicals, and is based upon the knowledge of a 
branch of optics that relates to what is technically 
named ‘‘interference’—which is a result of refrac- 
tion and reflection acting simultaneously, the effect be- 
ing to eliminate a fixed proportion of waves of ether 
in the sum of the white light, whereby colored light 
is made predominant. In making iridescent glass the 
deposition of a thin film of silica and earthy silicates 
imparts a brilliant iridescence, accompanied by a sil- 
ver sheen. Some exquisite effects in the making of 
this glass are produced by treating the film-like de- 
position with hydrofluoric acid and fluorid of calcium. 
—Commoner and Glassworker. 


MELTING FIRE CLAY WITH SUN’S RAYS. 


N apparatus has been invented which concentrates 
the rays of the sun from move than six thousand 
small mirrors on a spot about seven inches in diameter. 
The heat generated is about 7,000 degrees Fahren- 
heit. Iron can be meltedin less than a minute and 
fire clay fused in about three minutes by this machine. 
Magnesia, one of the hardest things to melt, requir- 
ing a heat of about 6,400 degrees Fahrenheit, can be 
reduced to a molten state in twenty minutes. For 
the benefit of those who wish to forget the name of 
this instrument, it has been christened the pyrhelio- 
phor.

FEWER FAILURES IN_ 1906. 


OMMERCIAL failures during the year 1906 were 
10,713 in number and $120,578,961 in amount of 
defaulted indebtedness, according to preliminary re- 
turns to R. G. Dun & Co., against 11,520 failures in 
1905, when liabiiities were $102,676,172. The figures 
for the last few days of 1906 are estimated 1n this 
statement, but are approximately correct. In view 
of the large increase in number of firms in business 
the decrease in number of failures is most gratifying, 
no other period making such a good showing in recent 
As the 
amount of capital involved has also increased rapidly 
of late, itis not necessarily a bad sign to find liabilities 
about 18 per cent. larger than last year, especially 
when there is a substantial decrease in comparison 
with the two years 1903 and 1904. Moreover, the in- 
crease over the amount of money involved in the 
failures of 1906 as compared with the previous year 
was confined almost wholly to the third division, 
which embraces real estate, insurance, brokerage and 
similar concerns, where losses in connection with 
speculation or the San Francisco fire are not represent- 
ative of the general business situation. 

In the manufacture of “glass, earthenware and 
brick,” as the report classifies our industry, there 
were g1- failures in 1906 representing liabilities of 
$2,423,388. The 1905 failures totalled 88, with ag- 
gregate liabilities of $1,760,541. Buta better show- 
ing in some respects has been made among the dealers 
in the same commodities The 1906 record of failures 
among traders in “furniture and crockery” presents 


years with the single exception of 1899 


164 firms, whose liabilities teached $1,208,986. In 


1905 the number of defunct firms was 1go and the 
liabilities $1,155,342.

THE CONDITION OF BUSINESS. 


While New York’s wholesale district is 
New York only just beginning to take on an air 
of activity, many of the-concerns rep- 
resented here have for a couple of weeks been experi- 
encing the benefits of the early and snappy spring 
season, The mails have contained not only an en- 
couraging proportion of orders, but also inquiries as 
to when samples will be ready for exhibition —thus 
evidencing not only a need for goods, but an interest 
in the new lines that bodes well for the 1907 trade, 
The buying done so far has been mote spirited than 
usual at this early period. The visitors have very 
largely represented the smaller mercantile interests; 
but their purchases, while of rather unimportant di- 
mensions, have been. numerous enough to keep cer- 
tain houses in the District reasonably busy. 

The rush from out-of-town points is not expected 
before the end of the month But conditions will not 
remain: sluggish and inert during the interim. In 
fact, a’very pronounced revival is looked for next 
week; now’that so many of the import houses have 
announced the completion of their sample exhibits. 
It will be February 1 before a few of these import 
lines will be-ready in their entirety, but the majority 
will be fully prepared on and after next Monday for 
the trade’s arrival. A large delegation is looked for 
late in February from Trunk Line Association terri- 
tory, the rst of the Merchants’ Association excursions 


being scheduled to leave that section for New York 
on and after the 23d of next month. 


Reports that are somewhat conflicting come from 
Pittsburgh, where the glass exhibit is in progress. 
But there seems to prevail a unity of opinion in so 
far as visiting buyers are concerned. They are said 
to be fewer in number than in former years and not 
quite as much disposed to ‘“‘get busy” in a purchasing 
way as heretofore. Various reasons are advanced 
for this state of things. First of all, many of the 
larger wholesalers were called upon before the be- 
ginning of the year, and this fact, together with their 
natural inclination to’ let the’ manufacturers carry 
stock for them; is probably sufficiently explanatory. 
Certainly, there is no cause*for uneasiness. The fac- 
tories have never started out under more thoroughly 
satisfactory circumstances. 


The potteries in the East and West are already 
operating in a manner suggestive of mid season, 
Some of this activity is, of course, inspired by the de- 
sire to prepare as much reserve stock as possible. 
But real orders are the principal incentive in most 
cases. The traveling’ salesmen for these factories 
are nearly all out, and report that little or no objec- 
tion to the slight advance in the selling prices on 
white goods is heard from their customers, who seem 


tobe fully aware of the fact that the increased cost 
of raw materials has made the raise imperative. 


With February will come the ‘‘special sales’’ in 
the china, glass and housefurnishing departments. 
While the retail merchant usually finds little vigor in 
any other department at this season, these lines seem 
to respond with a little booming. Housewives, re- 
covering from their expenditures for holiday presents 
and early-in the-year bills, invariably direct their at- 
tention at this time to the selection of necessities for

JOBBERS AND THE CATALOGUE HOUSES, 


ApS the fight against catalogue and mail-order 

houses is to be waged in relentless fashion is 
evidenced by the activity of the Home Trade League 
Literary Bureau, which has headquarters in Chicago 
The avowed purpose of this organization is to enlist 
the support of retailers, jobbers, manufacturers and 
trade journals in the campaign against these houses. 
Pamphlets containing numerous and sundry reasons 
why such institutions should te exterminated are 
regularly issued The most recent copy at hand 
includes the following arraignment of the Chicago 
jobbers who sell to such houses: 


‘-There is no doubt whatever that the jobbers and 
manufacturers would hail with delight the day when 
the catalogue and mail-order houses are closed up 
for alltime. They are loud in their condemnation of 
the whole system; yet continue to sell to these mail- 
order concerns, giving as a reason that if they did 
not, Milwaukee, Cincinnati, St. Louis and New York 
would get the trade Yet the sales to these concerns 
are not more than 5 per cent of their entire business. 
The other 95 per cent is with the regular retailers all 
over the land. Let the retailers divert their trade to 
other citzes, and how long before these jobbers will 
begin to feel the loss of some of the other 95 percent? 
What then? They will get together and havea heart- 
to-heart taik and decide that ’tis better to have their 
full 95 per cent of the trade of the retailers, and will 
unite in a bcdy and cut out the catalogue and mail- 
order concerns. The demand of al] the consumers 
would then be supplied by the small retailers, and 
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the volume of the jobbing houses would be just as 
Oeatas 


When one carefully reviews the system of business 
under which these mail order houses operate, he can- 
not but be impressed with the conviction that the 
jobbers are really largely responsible for their exist- 
ence. Many of the most widely-advertised catalogue 
concerns carry no stocks whatever. They don’t 
find it necessary. Upon receipt of an order they 
merely take it to the jobber, and he, no matter how 
small the order may be, fills it at the lowest jobbing 
prices. Thus the jobber helps along a menac: to the 
retailer—and any factor that imperils the future of 
the retailer just as plainly threaters the manufactur- 
er, and even the jobber himself If one is affected, 
all must, as a natural result, be equally endangered. 

The solution of the present mail-order problem 
rests entirely with the jobbers. They can rid the 
trade of this incubus by absolutely refusing to con- 
tinue further commercial relationship with such con 
cerns as we have referred to. It is to their own interests 
to do this, for under prevailing conditions many of 
their most desirable customers among the retailers 
must eventually find it impossible to remain in busi- 
ness. As suggested by the Home Trade League, 
if the retailers in the immediate vicinity of Chicago 
divert their patronage to the jobbers in St. Louis, 
New York, Cincinnati and other cities, the Chicago 
jobbers will perhaps come to realize that there is am- 
ple justification for the present agitation. The ad- 
vice has already been followed by some, and it will 
be interesting to note the result.

SENATOR SCOTT ON CHILD LABOR. 
SENATOR SCOTT, of West Virginia, is opposed to 
the restriction of labor by children under sixteen 
years of age. There is pending in the Senate a bill 
to prohibit the employment in the District of Colum- 
bia of minors under sixteen years. 
the bill Senator Scott said: 


In speaking of 


__ “Many boys I have known had to make their own 
living before they were sixteen years old, and many a 
boy has to support his aged mother and younger child- 
ren. People may talk about the morals of the boys 
and girls under sixteen being ruined by labor. What 
possible legislation could be passed that would lead to 
more direct immorality on the part of girls and boys 
than being compelled by this law to remain idle?’ 


Mr. Scott says that as president of the Central 
Glass Works of Wheeling he has educated four boys at 
night school. Two were orphans and the-others had 
to support widowed mothers. 

“One of them was for seven years the manager 
of the factory until he died, about a year ago. He 
was earning $3,000 a year when he died He educa- 
ted his family and established himself in a comfortable 


home The present manager of my factory is a 
German boy whom I sent to night school, who cared 


for three orphan sisters and one brother. He was 
only eleven years old when he came to me, and to day 
he is caring for and managing the factory, which 
employs between 750 and 800 people. It is due to his 
own exertions and his education at night school that 
he is able to occupy his present place. If by legisla- 
tion he had been compelled to remain idle on the 
streets, in all probability he would have been a loafer, 
unable to care for himseJt and family. The pending 
bill would do to the children the greatest injustice the 
Senate could inflict.”

WINDOW GLASS BY MACHINERY. 


HE manufacturing of window glass is one of the 
few arts which seems to have resisted all efforts 
of the keenest mechanical intellects to raise it above 
a handicraft which involves much costly and cumbrous 
human labor tothe dignity of an automatic process, 
Ever since panes of glass have been used in buildings, 
but three manufacturing methods have been employed, 
viz., the crown process, the hand-blown cylinder pro- 
cess which displaced it, and the machine-blown cylin- 
der process, 
The hand-blown cylinder method, by which the 
bulk of window glass is made at the present time, is 
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1 


a ball of glass is inflated to a cylinder, which is usual- 
ly from four to eight feet in length, accordiny to the 
desired dimensions of the finished sheet 

In order to produce the ordinary flat window 
glass the cylinder is cracked from the blowpipe, and 
the neck severed from the cylinder proper with a 
thread of red hot glass (Fig 17) The cylinder is 
next cracked lengthwise witha hot iron (Fig. 1¢) and 
placed in an oven where it is heated, flattened (Fig. 1/), 
and annealed. It is then washed and cut. 

Ever since machinery became a potent factor in 
modern industries manufacturers have endeavored to 
create a practical process for drawing glass sheetwise 
from the molten material. The supreme obstacle was

not only simple, but almost primitive in its crudeness, 
notwithstanding that it requires considerable skill 
and strength on the part of the workmen By re- 
peated gatherings a workman, technically known as 
a gatherer, collects a ball of plastic glass on the end 
of a blowpipe, as shown in figure 1a. The gatherers 
pass the balls to workmen known as blowers and 
snappers, who block and shape the mass. By the 
sheer force of his lungs the blower inflates and shapes 


the glass untilit forms a sphere of some size (Fig. 10) ; 


and then elongates the bubble while swinging it in 
the swing hole (Fig. 1c) until it has chilled. This 
partially-completed cylinder is now reheated, and by 
repeated blowing and manipulation is finally brought 
to its desired shape and length. The lower end of 
the cylinder is then warmed and blown open. Thus 


the dfficulty of maintaining the width of the sheet as 
it was drawn from the pot or working chamber, Mol- 
ten glass, like all viscous substances, tends to narrow 
down to a thread as it is drawn, and all attempts to 
maintain the width by gripping the edges of the glass 
with clamps or pinchers as it emerged from the mass 
proved impracticable. Somewhat more ingenious, so 
far as holding the width of the sheet is concerned, but 
unsuccessful as a whole, was the scheme which is 
roughly illustrated in Fig. 2. It consists in forcing 
the glass through a slit in the bottom of a fireclay 
vessel and drawing it upward. 

By far the most systematic and painstaking study 
which has been made of the whole problem we owe to 
Irving W. Colburn, of Franklin, Pa. He has attacked it 
on every conceivable side, expended large sums in ex- 


. 


perimenting, built and destroyed machine after mach- 
ine, and after eight years has produced the first com- 
mercially successful apparatus for drawing sheet glass 
of any reasonable width and of desired thickness, sur- 
face and polish. Naturally, his first thought when 
assailing the problem was to pass the plastic glass be- 
tween heated rollers ( Fig. 3), but it was soon found 
that while it was possible thus to produce sheets of 
desired width and thickness, the glass was not mar- 
ketable because its surface chilled on coming in con- 
tact with even the most fervid rollers, so that instead 
of exhibiting the limpid transparency and high fire 
polish so much desired, it resembled frosted glass in 
appearance. The effect was produced by infinitesmal 
surface marks, or cracks. 

After a series of failures Mr. Colburn finally suc- 
ceeded in constructing what is probably the best cyl- 
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Colburn hit upon the method illustrated in Fig 5. In 
this plan spheres of fireclay are employed, carried on 
the ends of long arms which are immersed in the 
glass and which are made to revolve upwardly and 
outwardly, and away from the two edges of the sheet. 
These spheres impart an outward motion to that por- 
tion of the surface of the molten mass lying adjacent 
to the edges of the sheet, thereby counteracting that 
tendency to shrink and draw to a thread which is the 
property of all such materials, and which has render- 
ed the problem of devising a sheet machine so difficult 
of solution. By this means he was enabled to draw 
continuously sheet glass of any desired width andof a 
thickness varying at the will of the operator from 1-16 
to 4% ofaninch. Complete success was not, however, 
immediate. Ribs or wave like lines or striz were 
formed upon the surface of the finished product in

inder machine thus far invented This dispenses 
with the ladler, the glass being kept at a constant 
level in the drawing pot, by being continually fed 
from the melting furnace. How this is accomplished 
may be seen in Fig. 4. The pot is formed with a 
central cone of fireclay, upon the apex of which the 
tapering end of a cylinder is ultimately held. By 
means of a blast flame, the comparatively thin glass 
band that ties the cylinder in the cone is melted 
away, and thus the pollution of the molten glass in 


the working pot by fragments of glass is avoided, 


making it possible to continue the drawing of succes- 
sive cylinders from the same pot—a feat which has 
not been heretofore accomplished 

Efficient as this method of producing cylinder glass 
is,it falls far short of a machine by means of which glass 
can be drawn out incontinuous sheets. Returning to 
the task of inventing a machine which would produce 
glass without first blowing it into a cylinder form, Mr. 


‘absolutely necessary to remedy it 


some unaccountable way. These were very minute, 
but still perceptible enough to distort the visual rays 
and to produce unpleasant refraction. Although the 
use of the spheres had overcome the difficulty of main- 
taining the width of the sheet, still the presence of 
the wave-lines was so serious a defect that it became 
Mr. Colburn 
found that by placing near and on each side of 
the sheet a rotating fireclay cylinder D, slightly im- 
mersed in the molten mass (Figs. 6 and 7), and at the 
same time superheating remote portions of the glass, 
the difficulties were overcome. A film of plastic 
glass adheres to these rollers and is carried upward 
and over the rollers, chilling slightly in the chamber 4, 
because of the presence of the water jackets Etc, 
which are inserted one on each side of the emerging 
sheet of glass. These jackets are not designed to 
chill or thicken the sheet, but merely to screen off the 
heat radiating from the revolving white-hot clay rolls. 


The plastic film of glass on the roller melts off entire- 
ly in the superheating chambers 4 Z, | 

As the sheet of glass is drawn from the mass of 
glass lying between the rollers, and as the spheres 
impart an outward movement to that portion of the 
surface of the mass lying immediately adjacent to 
the edges of the sheet, the following effects are ob- 
served: the molten glass at and just beneath the sur- 
face adjacent to the edges of the sheet moves out- 
‘wardly and away from the central line of the sheet, 
thus serving to hold the sheet to its full width. As 
the sheet moves upward there is drawn into it some 
of the surface portion of the molten mass immediate- 
iy adjacent to its two faces, and also some of the mol- 
ten glass beneath the surface. The skin or surface 
portion of the glass in the working chamber adjacent 
to the sides of the sheet being drawn, becomes the 
skin or surface of the finished drawn sheet Simul- 
taneously the two rollers on opposite sides of the sheet 
of glass skim some of the surface portion of the mol- 
ten glass lying between the rollers and the sheet of 
glass away from the sheet. ~The result of the com- 
bined action of the drawing of the sheet and the 
movement of the rollers is a constant skimming of 
the molten glass lyipg between the two rollers, so 
that a fresh portion or a new surface is constantly be- 
ing exposed to the cooling effect of the atmosphere, 
which has not time to form wave lines on its surface 


before it has passed into the drawn sheet or over the . 


revolving rollers, Furthermore, the rollers serve to 
bring a supply of fresh and uniformly heated molten 
glass into the area lying between the rollers and the 
sheet. The glass which is skimmed from the surface 
by the rollers and carried over them is subjected to 
the superheating action in the chambers & B, as al- 
ready explained, and is melted down so as to free the 
rollers from the adhering film, and restore the film 
itself to a proper working condition. 

Operated by three shifts of men, of eight hours 
each, three men to a shift (one man filling in the 
batch to the continuous glass-melting tank furnace, 
one man watching the operation of the sheet-drawing 
apparatus, and one man cutting off the glass into 


sheets and removing them as the sheet emerges from 


the end of the annealing lehr), this machine will pro- 
duce sheet glass continuously, month in and month 
out, twenty-four hours a day, stopping only for re- 
pairs. The glass leaves the machine at an approxi- 
mate rate of from fourteen to twenty-eight inches a 
minute (depending upon whether thick or thin glass 
is being drawn), and uniform quality of glass is main- 
tained regardless of the speed at which the glass is: 
drawn. Glass much thicker than the heaviest double- 
strength window-glass, as well as the single-strength, 
can be produced with perfect ease, the quality being 
midway between the best hand-blown and plate glass. 
_ The surface presents a most beautiful fire polish. | 
After the sheet has been formed it passes from a 
vertical to a horizontal travel over an idler or bend- 
. ing roller into an annealing lehr. The glass is rend- 


ered sufficiently flexible at the bending point by a 
series of gas flames as illustrated in Fig. 7.—Sczentific 
American.

THE STEREOGRAPH AS A FIRST AID. 


New York, Jan. 21, 1907. 
Editor CROCKERY AND GLass JOURNAL. . 

Sir:—In a recent issue of the JourNnaL you kindly 
made mention of the fact that I was introducing the 
commercial stereograph as a first aid to travelers on 
the road. Since that paragraph appeared I have had 
a number of conferences with gentlemen in the trade, 
who with one accord have pronounced the work and 
its results to be something akin to the marvelons—all ~ 
of which is very pleasant and gratifying, as indicating 
unanimous appreciation of a good thing. 

In going about the District I find that there is 
an impression that it is an entirely new idea, and I 
want to correct that notion through the JourNnaL by 
stating that what was probably the first stereograph 
taken commercially was a. champagne glass imported 
by O.A..Gager, fully twenty-five years ago, and F. P. 
Abbot recalled it instantly the moment he saw the 
1906 stereograph. 

The picture of the champagne glass was a very 
different article from that which is presented to-day, 
and yet it contained the germ of the idea. The trou- 
ble with the work at that time was that I could not 
get anyone to correct the faults and bring the pic- 
tures to a satisfactory state of development. 

Eight months ago I saw some splendid stereo- 
graphs in a private house and instantly concluded 
that the problem of twenty-five years ago was solved. 
**All ye got to do is jist’—you know the rest. I 
never struck such a continuous performance of disap. 
pointing drag as followed for days and weeks, and 
then months, until it seemed as though history was 
determined to repeat itself. 

But it came around all right, and I may say that 
the work which has recently appeared is as nearly 
perfect as I ever hope to get it. 

Like all mundane things, the stereograph has its 
limitations, and its use should he confined to such 
articles as cannot be readily or safely carried on the 
road; and in that field alone it will have enough to do. 

Hoping that I have not encroached too far on your 
valuable space, and thanking you again for your kind-

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TO TEST ANTI-GRAFT LAW. 


\ GREAT deal of public interest, especially among 
l owners of department stores and others who em- 
ploy buyers or purchasing agents, has been attracted 
to the arrest of Solomon Ballin, a shirt manufacturer 
at 508 Broadway, this city, on a charge of violating 
the Saxe anti-tipping law. Ballin was accused of hav- 
ing offered a commission of five per cent to J. W. 
McGuinness, buyer for the Fourteenth Street Depart- 
ment Store. The offer was made by letter, and McGuin- 
ness, after acquainting his employers with the effort 
to involve him in this tender of ‘‘graft,” was advised 
by the latter to make a purchase from Ballin’s firm. 
He did so, and in return, he says, two checks amount- 
ing to $56 were sent to him as his commission on the 
transaction. Ballin pleaded guilty last Monday, and 
was fined $50. i 

This is the first time the act has been brought to 
a test in court. 
fication it is to be hoped that the law will be more 
strictly enforced in the future. 

The prevalerce of this type of ‘‘graft” in busi- 
ness is pretty generally recognized. And, unfortu- 
nately,the crockery, glass and housefurnishing lines are 
not exempted from suspicion. In fact, the disposition 
ot certain buyers in our particular business to accept 
gratuities of one kind or another is quite well known. 


The advances are made usually through the traveling 


But for the sake of commercial puri- 
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salesmen, and, while the solicitations are often dis- 
guised und-r the garb of ‘‘loans’ and ‘‘marks of ap 
preciation,” they represent a species of “graft” quite 
as dishonorable and criminal as if the solicitor were 
to have asked for a cash remuneration in exchange 
for his patronage 

The majority of the gentlemen occupying buyers’ 


‘positions ‘to-day, however, are thoroughly reputable 


and irreproachable, and would gladly welcome the 
enactment and rigid, enforcement of a national law 
designed to prohibit ooraft” of this kind, They can- 
not but feel uncomfortably cognizant of the fact that 
the unscrupulousness of others n the same line of 
business places them under more or less suspicion. 
In order that no doubt or uncertainty may attach itself 
to their absolute honesty in this respect, some of 
them even go so far as to decline the proffer of 
friendly little attentions by visiting salesmen, and 
also positively prohibit their salespeople from accept- 
ing any gift, no matter how inexpensive, from men 
who call on them with the idea of selling goods. 

It is, of course, the privilege of every buyer to 
be as exacting as he pleases in the matter of declin- 
ing courtesies from salesmen. Bui there is a limit 
even to this. There cannot possibly be a suggestion 
of “graft” in the case of a purchasing agent who 
accepts, say, an invitation to lunch with a salesman. 
Actual friendship and a desire to cultivate a warmer 
bond of intimacy with the buyer is usually the spirit 
that prompts an act of that sort. 

The situation is instantly changed, however, if 
the buyer makes it apparent that he expects such at- 
tention and will be less liberal in his patronage un- 
less he isso favored. We have in mind the case of one 
who has always made it plain to visiting salesmen that 
he ‘ felt the need of a bracer” or was so hungry that 
he ‘‘could do justice to a good dinner.” That man is 
a “grafter” of a type quite as dishonest as he who bare- 
facedly insists upon a financial commission. 

Such men are traitors to their employers. They 
buy without regard to the advantage their concerns 
might enjoy by purchases from other competitors. 

Buying on friendship is entirely pardonable, but 
should not be carried to such an extreme that the 
interests of the purchasing agent’s employer are ig- 
nored.

HE recent arrest in Philadelphia of Wm. Fowler 
Thompson, president of the Standard Glass Co., 

has disclosed what is represented as having been a 
swindle of huge proportions. It is alleged that a 
quarter of a million dollars was secured by Thomp- 
son upon representations that his company would put 
up a factory to manufacture a reputed non-refillable 
bottle of his own invention. In order to interest in- 
vestors in his scheme Thompson visited various cities 
in Pennsylvania, where he put up at the leading

hotels. He kept his room stocked with liquor and 
cigars and received visitors with much cordiality. 


He also gave demonstrations of how the bottle could 


not be refilled. Evidently these demonstrations and 
Thompson’s verbal picture of the factory that he

know their business, ‘‘ He is afraid to make large 
profits for fear of an investigation on the part ofthe 
government,” continued the speaker. ‘‘ We have 
heard about how prosperous the past year has been. 
It has been so in volume, but not what it should have 
been in profits, compared with other industries, which 
took advantage of the times while we were trying to 


outwit our competitors for trade when there was 


enough for all at more profitable figures than we ob- 
tained. We are living in a prosperous age, and it is 
Thirty or 
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forty years ago it was the custom for manufacturers in 
this district to meet once a week and compare notes, 
and all were benefitted. The manufacturer who does 
not attend meetings and conventions is selfish, and is 
the first to condemn the motives of those who would 
improve his condition with their own.” 

B. W. Jacobs was called upon to respond to the 
toast, ‘‘The Traveling Salesman” He said that the 
traveling salesman was an ambassador of commerce 
and a diplomat. He made the distinction between 
the mere traveling man and the salesman by stating 
that while the former pushed his card at a firm to get 
orders, the salesman won business through his own 
personality. 

W. C. Lynch, spoke of the difference between

PENNSYLVANIA’S GAIN 
MANUFACTURE. 


IN GLASS 


REPORT recently issued by the Census Bureau on 
the manufacture of glass products in the United 
States for 1905 shows that about 400 establishments 
in twenty-one States are represented in its production 


with a total capital of $89,389,151 and manufactured 


products to the value of $79,607,998. These concerns 
employed 63,969 workmen, who were paid $37,288,148 
in wages, and consumed materials valued at $26,145,- 


522. 
Compared with the totals for this industry at the 


census of 1900, these figures represent an increase of 
12.4 per cent in the number of establishments, 47.2 
per cent in capital, 21.1 in wage workers, 56.3 per 
cent in cost of materials, and 40.8 per cent in value of 
products. 
Pennsylvania took the lead in the manufacture 
of glass, with 34.8 per cent of the total value of pro- 
ducts; Indiana second, with 18.5 per cent; Ohio third, 
with 11.3; New Jersey fourth, with 8.1, and’ Hlinois

fifth, with 7.1. The remaing sixteen States combined 
had products valued at only 20.2 per cent of the totah. 

Bottles and jars, manufactured to the value of 
$33.631,063, were the most important products of the 
glass industry. Of this class beer, soda and mineral 
water bottles were manufactured at a value of $7 927,- 
287; prescription vial and druggists’ ware valued at 
$6,638,508, and liquor bottles and flasks valued at $5,- 
555,815. Second in importance was blown glass, 
with a value of $21,956,158.

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A LOST OPPORTUNITY. 


B their decision to abandon the suggested exhibit 
of domestic pottery at the Jamestown Exposi 
tion the manufacturing potters of this country have 
sacrificed another splendid opportunity to demon- 
strate the progress of their industry. Itisa cause 
for genuine regret that they should have in this man- 
ner so completely repudiated the action of the con- 
vention at Washington early in December. On that 
occasion, it will be recalled, the recommendation of 
the Art and Design Committee relative to an exhibit 
at Jamestown was unanimously endorsed. So apyar- 
ently enthusiastic were the manufacturers that the 
committee was encouraged to obtain an option on a 
prominent and desirable space Jocated along the 
centre aislé of the Manufactures and Liberal Arts 
Building. The cost for this space was about $600, 
Designs and estimates for glass-covered show-cases 
and fixtures, representing an expense of about $900, 
It was proposed, too, to expend 
about $1,000 for the services of an attendant and ap- 
This 
outlay would have been fully covered by the payment 
of $100 by each of twenty-five exhibitors. Yet, des- 
pite the comparative inexpensiveness of the proposi- 
tion, and the incalculable benefit that would, in all

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No really extensive display of American pottery 
has been made in public since the World’s Fair in 
Chicago. The exhibits at Washington during the 
past two years have been very pleasing, but they have 
not been larze nor representative enough; and, fur- 
thermore, public interest was not sufficiently attracted 
to them in the daily newspapers. ‘ The Jamestown 
project, therefore, seemed to offer a means for the 
demonstration of the industry's advancement in qual- 
ity and artistic merit on this side of the water that 
should not have been ignored. The mere display of 
wares was not the only purpose of the exhibit. It 
was intended 'to have as attendant a gentleman thor- 
oughly acquainted with the business who would an- 
swer all questions 1nd also volunteer information to 
interested visitors on his own account. He was not 
expected to solicit orders, but was merely to explain 
away the prejudices of many people who believe that 
no really meritorious wares are being produced in this 
country 

That such prejudices exist is an admitted fact. 
If there are any manufacturers unacquainted with 
this condition they should consult their salesmen or 
any convenient merchant True, the American 
stamp on pottery is not now accepted so generally as 
a mark of inferiority as it was in former years; but 
the sentiment on this point has not been entirely 
eradicated. An exhibit from, say, twenty-five factor- 


‘ies, each represented by from a dozen to twenty _ 


pieces, would have been a revelation to not only those 
holding such opinions, but likewise to those who 
pride themselves upon being familiar with the pres- 
ent standard of American-made goods.

NO EXHIBIT AT JAMESTOWN. 


O exhibit of American-made pottery is to be made 

in conjunction with the Jamestown Exposition, 
after all. The unexpected indifference of most of 
the manufacturers to the plan has prompted I B. 
Pope, chairman of the Art and Design Committee of 
the United States Potters’ Association, to advise its 


abandoment. A few weeks agoa circular letter was 


sent to all of the pottery manufacturers in the United 


States, outlining the character, purpose and expense 
of the proposed exhibit. But ten replies were received, 
and nine of this number expressed their unwilling- 
ness.to participate. This, too, in spite of the fact 
that prior to the issuance of the circulars the signa- 
tures of thirteen manufacturers had been placed to an 
agreement favoring the exhibit. One reason advanced 
for the lack of interest in the scheme on the part of 
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the Western manufacturers is the fact that the Ohio 
State University is inviting all of the Ohio potters to 
exhibit under its auspices without any expense at- 
tached. Had they concluded to display their pro- 
ducts at Jamestown it would have represented an ex- 
penditure of $100 by each firm.

As an errand boy for 
Clark, Adam & Clark he had frequent occasion to go 
to Pierce's, and he remembered distinctly the first 
time Mr. Robertson spoke to him. He had never 
heard the Scotch burr before, and it fascinated him. 
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The friendship then formed had never been broken. 


He then spoke of the difference between the honor 
able record of Mr. Robertson and that of others whose 
selfishness had brushed aside conscience for the sake 
of gain. 

Robt. Slimmon said he, too, was a Scot, but had 
been in this country so long that he had lost the burr 
on his tongue, He was glad as aclansman to meet 
with others and honor a man whom he had known for 
twenty-five years, and concerning whom he had never 
heard an unkind word. He said that he often had 
occasion to consult with Mr. Robertson, and on days 
when he was perplexed and worried a little talk 
with and advice from his neighbor always benefitted 
him. 

John J. Miller said that aside from the fact that 
they were there to do honor to a noble member of the 
trade he thought such little gatherings were condu- 
cive to good, and he invited all present to meet with 
him on his fiftieth anniversary in-1932, when he 
would warm the cockles of their hearts. 

Ed. Butler, Oscar Kopel, John Davison, Edgar 
Abbot. and C. H Woodbury all spoke in a similar 
strain, after which Mr. Pitcairn in a few impressive 
words presented Mr. Robertson with a handsome 
solid silver loving cup bearing an appropriate inscrip- 
tion and the dates 1857-1907. 

Mr. Robertson rose and after thanking the gen- 
tlemen present for their kindness told of various ex- 
periences in his early life, and spoke of the differences 
in the methods of doing business then and now. He 
was born in Perthshire, Scotland, in 1833, and came 
to this country in 1856. On leaving, his mother’s 
last admonition was: ‘ Me truthful aud honest, and 
God will take care of you.” ‘* With this a guide,” said 
he, ‘‘and my wife for a counsellor, I have endeavored 
to live up to my early teachings.” After some pretty 
rough experiences in Boston hefentered the employ of 


S. B. Pierce at six dollars a week, leaving that city in 
1868 to come to New York. 

At the conclusion of his remarks the cup was 
filled with champagne and circulated around the 
table, hands were heartily shaken, and the little com- 
pany dispersed with the feeling that the record of the 
man whom they had met to honor constituted a 
standard which it behooved them all to follow.

A RAISE IN PRICES’ INEVITABLE. 


ITH continued advancement in prices of raw 
materials, manufacturing potters have reached 
the point where margins on finished products are 
lower than in yeats; and that they will be com. 
pelled to further increase price lists there does not 
seem to he any doubt. The advances made a month 
ago were very minor in character and just covered the 
cost of manufacture of certain articles. 
tration, the cost of making a dozen 24s jugs is ninety 
cents, and they were actually sold for eighty-four 
cents. 

In 1904 the manufacturers paid 51% c per pound 
for zinc; an order placed this week was at 7%c. Co- 
balt sold for $1 60 in 1904, less one per cent. Recent 
orders were placed at $2.50 with the same discount. 
Flint sold for $4.50 a ton in 1904; the present quota- 
tion is 5.75, less five per cent ten days. The price of 
white lead has advanced from 4c to 6 3-8c per pound. 
Borax shows an advance of ec. 
paper cannot be purchased for less than 4%4c, and 
only then when ordered in ton lots. Clays have advanced 
not less than ten per cent, while coal has been raised 
from 5c to gc per bushel, and gas 33 1-3 percent. Office 
salaries have also increased, and in the making of 
certain ware the cost of labor has advanced.

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BUYING RIGHT. 


HE buying season forimportis on. Dealers from 

all over the United States, including Alaska, as 

well as Canada and Mexico, will avail themselves of 

the opportunity of examining the samples. To do 

this takes much time and involves considerable ex- 
pense. 

Representatives from all over the country went 
to Pittsburgh and East Liverpool to buy, and while 
there were at pains to see all, or nearly all, the lines. 

When, a little later in the season, the time 
arrives for the buyers of New York department 
stores to place their orders, will they as thoroughly 
examine the wares laid out for their observation ? 

Unless some of them change their methods, we 
can confidently answer in the negative, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the expense in their case is limited 
to street car fare, and the question of time is a matter 
of their own convenience. ° 

Many New York buyers have never seen the in- 
side of several of the establishments where goods 
similar in character to those they are buying are 
exhibited for their benefit. It does not seem possible 
that a man who calls himself a buyer will limit his 
‘examination of goods toa few houses, or in other 
» ases to such samples as the salesmen can carry in a 
hand-bag up to his desk. Yet we have men in the 
trade who pursue this method and ignore the varied 
display which outside buyers come many miles and 
spend much time and money to see.

well they may be, for these concerns go over their 
heads for business, With the rural mail delivery the 
most remote farmer is reached, and can order without 
leaving his fireside. It is a great convenience to him, 
of course, but he fails to see that if he does not stip- 
port his local dealer the latter cannot buy his farm 
products, and in time he will havé no market for 
them. 

The wholesalers take the view that one man’s 
money is as good as another’s. They would father 
sell one big bill than a dozen small ones; and in the 
catalogue houses they find large customers. In a 
sense they are justified; but if the practice extends. 
they will eventually have only a few customets, and 
these will buy only those things they choose to. 
handle. s 

Talk about trusts and the concentration of busi 
ness in the hands of afew! Here is an example in 
its worst form; and unless steps are taken to remedy- 
the evil the crockery and glass trade will suffer

LEGAL STATUS OF TRADING STAMPS.

HOULD the New Jersey Legislature pass the trad- 
ing-stamp measure recently presented for its con- 
sideration, more than twenty-five percent of the States 
in the Union will have adopted legislation restricting 
the circulation of these stamps The laws existing in 
New York, Maryland, Nebraska and Connecticut, as 
well as the bill soon to be acted upon by the New 
Jersey law-makers, provide for their redemption in 
cash or merchandise. The distribution of stamps is 
prohibited entirely in California, Washington and 
New Hampshire. In Louisiana the companies are 
permitted to operate only upon the payment of a 
license varying from $5,000 to $10,000 yearly. Use of 
the stamps is also restricted to a certain extent in 
Colorado.

NO TIPPING IN PENNSYLVANIA. 


BILL introduced in the Pennsylvania State 
Legislature last Thursday by Mr. Adams of Al- 
legheny will, if passed, abolish tipping in that State. 
The provisions of the bill include all waiters and 
other employes of hotels, restaurants and other pub- 
lic places, and also railroad porters and servants of 
all classes. Employers will not be permitted to allow 
employes to accept tips. The bill will not affect the 
man who gives the tip, but the one who accepts. The 
penalty 1s a fine of $100 or imprisonment for sixty days, 
or both, in the discretion of the court.

THE CONDITION OF BUSINESS. 


With the city full of buyers, all eager 
to place their orders, conditions are 
favorable for a big business. Nearly 
every one so far has increased his bills, and it is the 
universal opinion that 1907 is to be the banner year 
of the trade. The only drawback to the successful 
outcome of this supposition is the possibility that the 
foreign manufacturers may not be able to fill their 
orders. Many of the big buyers realized this, and in 
a quiet way placed large demands for staples late in 
“December and early in January. Add to this the 
heavy buying now, and it is almost inevitable that 
some of the factories will be filled up in short order. 


New York 


German goods are unusually attractive this year, 
and the demand is enormous. 


English earthenware isin active request. Some 
of the factories cannot guarantee deliveries before 
June or July, and others will soon be in a like condi- 
tion There is also a big business being done in 
English china, and early orders are advised. 


The demand for French goods is excellent— 
spring buying opening in a very satisfactory manner. 
The popularity of the better grades is increasing 
every year. < 


The American potters are loaded with orders, and 
the season has not really opened for them yet. With 


the factories near at hand, buyers are apt to wait un- 
til the last minute, thinking they can receive the 
goods on twenty-four hours’ notice. Under present 
conditions-it will be well for them to think differently. 


The glass men are doing a very good business. 
The orders placed in New York will! rival those of 
Pittsburgh—in fact, will exceed them numerically. 
Cut glass is going to be more popular than ever, and 
business is very brisk with manufacturers. 


The lamp trade is good on jobbing lines, all 
things considered. Aspirants for favors are fewer 
than usual; consequently, individually they are get- 
ting better orders than last year. 


In housefurnishings things are booming. 
manufacturers have hardly caught up with last year’s 
orders yet, and with new business added are rushed 
to the utmost.

While retail trade throughout the country is re- 
ported good, the same cannot be said of the metro- 
politan district. Weather conditions are possibly re- 
sponsible for this, and a change is bound to come 
soon. Ina short time the wholesalers will no longer 
have cause to complain of the paucity of orders from 
the local dealers. Stock-taking with the latter is now 
over, and replenishment is inevitable. 


With an abundance of orders on file and 
no serious impediments to manufacture 
confronting them, the local potteries are 
enjoying what is possibly the best spring business in 
the history of the trade here. Some embarrassment 
has been occasioned in recent weeks by delays in the 
arrival of clay from the mines, and also in. the ship- 
ment of goods, particularly to Western points. But 
both of these obstacles seem to have been very largely 
overcome. The road salesmen are doing splendidly 
in every market. The East, which was rather disap- 
pointing last fall, has recovered from its buying leth- 
argy and is now ordering briskly.

Taking it allin all, the past week 
has been a good one for orders. 
Sales managers are elated, for it 
was expected there would be some- 
thing of a let-up during February. Both city and 
country collections are said to be excellent —evidence 
that dealers are making good sales,

Unlike a yearago, pottery manu 
facturers are not complaining 
about business this season. ‘The 
brisk January trade is continuing 
through February, and the manner in which travel- 
ing salesmen are taking business indicates that many 
of the dealers are short of stocks. Western business 
is very good, and considerably larger than last year. 
Southern business is also showing up well, and from 
this part of the country salesmen report that a better 
grade of goods is being purchased.

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THE AGITATION AGAINST TIPPING. 


HE legislative movement to exterminate the tip- 
ping evil in this country is spreading. Imitating 
the example of Assemblyman Stubbs, of Missouri, 
whose measure recently passed the Senate and House 
of that State by a large majority, Mr. Adams has in- 
troduced a similar bill in the Pennsylvania Legisla- 
ture, and the newspapers report that the sentiment of 
Mr. Adams’ fellow-lawmakers seems to be favorable 
to the passage of the act. The Missouri measure pro- 
vides for the imposition of a fine from $5 to $500 upon 
every person who proffers a tip to any waiter, porter, 
Pullman car attendant or other servant The Penn- 
sylvania bill fixes the penalty at $100 or imprison- 
ment for sixty days, or both, in the discretion of the 
court. 

Whether or not legislation is capable of abolish- 
ing the nuisance is somewhat doubtful, for it usually 
requires a change in public sentiment to correct evils 
of this kind. There is little or no question concern- 
ing the public attitude with regard to tipping. But 
it is not so certain that the givers of tips have the 
courage to discontinue the practice. 

Tipping 1s essentially un-American. It not only 
debases those who occupy the position of self-respect- 
ing servants to the level of menial servility, but it 
fosters class distinctions that are contrary to the 
American ideal of true citizenship. 

No one experiences the annoyance, expense and 
embarrassment traceable to tipping more than the

traveling salesman. His business requirements bring 
him into personal contact with not only the hotel 
waiter, but also the porter, the Pullman car attend- 
ant,’ the baggage office employee, the hotel bell-boy, 
and others whose services the ordinary traveler does 
not require. Experience has taught him that the 
cheeriness of the servant’s disposition and the de- 
gree of satisfaction with which he cares for his pat- 
ron's comfort are measured by the amount of the tip 
thatfhe has been led to expect. The persons who are 
either unwilling or unable to give tips are often 
obliged to suffer from want of attention and improper 
service. 

The public’s sufferance and encouragement of 
tipping has prompted some hotel and cafe proprietors 
to reserve for themselves the wages that ought to go 
to their waiters, porters and bell-boys. The burden 
of paying these servants, therefore, devolves upon the 
public, who thereby pay twice for what they réceive. 
In otherjcases the servants do not profit by the injudi- 
cious liberality of their patrons. In at least one hotel 
in New York the proprietor has on his Pp L ol a 


young man whose duty it is to keep tabs on ‘the tips ~ 


given. The servants must report to this young man 

at the end of the day and turn over to him every 
penny received. The proprietor in turn adds these 
tips to his personal bank-roll. He retains his em- 
ployes in the face of this practice simply because he 
pays them unusually good wages. The people who’ 
patronizefthat hotel, therefore, not only pay generously 
for their accommodations, but also tip their already 

wealthy host into the bargain. 

No matter from what viewpoint, tipping is a 
type of graft that is mean. petty and degrading. It 
ought to be abolished, and it is our fervent hope that 
the Missouri and Pennsylvania legislative precedents 
will help to accomplish the desired object.

NO «GRAFT” FROM GLASS SALESMEN. 


N an endeavor to assist as much as possible in the 
extermination of ‘‘graft”’ on the part of buyers, 
the forty-five or more Association glass factories have 
this year adopted a seemingly effective scheme. The 
contracts for 1907 mailed to their various selling rep- 
resentatives throughout the country contain a new 
clause pertaining to this matter. This paragraph 
pledges the salesmen signing the agreement to give 
no commercial article, to divide no commission, to 
make no pretended loan, nor to influence orders in any 
way not strictly legitimate. Each salesman, the par- 
agraph further sets forth, must be ready at any time 
to appear before the Association prepared to make a 
sworn statement that he has not violated this particu- 
lar anti-‘‘graft” provision in the contract. If he. 
fails to do so the contract becomes null and void. 


Orders for sample lines here have 

Pittsburgh _ started to pick up at an encouraging 
and Vicinity. rate, although jobbers and dealers 
loaded up at the old prices before 

the new selling lists became operative. In January

Co., were the last salesmen to leave the Monongahela 
House with their samples after the close of the ex- 
hibit. They did not get away until last Saturday 


night. 


Practically all the glass and pottery shown during 
the exhibit, except that which the representatives 
packed in their trunks, was sold to local dealers. The 
smaller department stores and the little dealers availed 
themselves of the opportuuity to get some nice ware 
at a moderate cost. 


There is a growing demand among department 
store buyers for a better grade of cut glass than what 
has heretofore been offered Cheap cut glass patterns 
have proved a failure, and manufacturers are fast 
learning that ‘‘any old thing” will not go in the 
Pittsburgh district hereafter.

THE CONDITION OF BUSINESS. 


That the import season is now at its 
New York height may be determined by a walk 
through the uptown and downtown 
districts any day. The warerooms are as crowded 
and animated as beehives. The visiting salesmen at 
the hotels are getting some business, and resident 
selling agents for the various pottery, glass and lamp 
factories are doing quite well, but their activity is 
completely overshadowed by that which characterizes 
the houses that handle foreign made goods. This 
fact has provoked no little grumbling from the repre- 
sentatives of the American manufacturers, but there 
seems to be no occasion for alarm on their part. The 
same policy is pursued yearly by the visiting buyers 
of first providing for their import wants and then di- 
recting their attention to the domestic lines. The lat- 
ter are certain to receive attention before the exodus 
of buyers begins, 


It is significant that many of the import orders 
placed this month are for early shipment. In some 
cases the specifications are for the middle of May and 
early in June. This precautionary action on the 
part of buyers is traceable to not only shortage of 
stocks, but also to their determination to insure de- 
liveries. Some of them were embarrassed last year 
because of delay in this respect, ana they apparently 
mean to experience no repetition. They are justified 
in so safeguarding themselves, for even though the 
productive capacity of many factories abroad has 
been largely increased in recent years, particularly 


in Germany, the heavy business is calculated to again 
crowd them to the limit. ’ 


The domestic concerns have done splendidly so 
far this season. The orders have been booked pretty 
largely by the road salesmen, nearly all of whom are 
reputed to have been enjoying brisk trade. Many 
of the buyers now in New in York placed their busi 
ness with the road tourists before leaving home, and, 
consequently, the local manufacturers’ agents are 
corralling very few big orders from the visitors. The 
potteries in the East and West are operating up to 
the limit in nearly evety instance. The slight ad- 
vance in prices has not only caused no deterioration in 
business, but has met with little or no objection from 
buyers, who seem to recognize the absolu.e necessity 
of the advance because of increases in the cost of 
materials. 


While the glass factories are also running briskly, 
some buyers have been deferring their purchases 
because of the belief that a break in prices would oc- 
cur. But such a development seems to be extremely 
unlikely. 


- The decorated lamp business is fair, many good- 
sized orders having been plared by jobbers, Gas and 
electrical glassware has been selling with lots of

There is a perfect avalanche of business in the 
housefurnishing line. It is no longer a question of 


selling goods, but rather as to how many orders the 
factories are capable of taking care of.

Despite the difficulty experienced in 
securing certain raw materials, notably 
Florida clay, the local manufacturers 
seem to be fully satisfied with the prevailing condi- 
tions. The shortage of Florida clay, especially, has 
made it necessary in some instances for concerns to 
borrow from others favored with larger reserve stock, 
but the inadequate supply of this or other materials 
has not proven a serious matter yet. Complaint is 
being heard again with regard to the delays in the 
transportation of goods. This is more particularly 
true of the orders that are being shipped to Western 
points. The number and volume of sales booked so 
far are in advance of those on file at this time last 
year. That, by the way, is saying a great deal, for 
1906 spring business was a record-breaker.

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DON’T ASK TOO MUCH. 

‘) EPUTABLE business houses do business ina reg- 
ular manner. They: establish terms of credit, 
rules and regulations concerning the marketing of 
their wares, and fix their prices at a fa‘r advance 
over cost. It is absolutely essential for the proper 
transaction of a successful business that these matters 
be enforced. They are based on the idea that they 
will conduce to the best interest of the house and the 
majority of its customers. Any distinctions that may 
be made are for a class, not for an individual. It is 
not ‘reasonable for anyone to ask or expect that ex- 
ception should be made in his case. Some men seem 
to think that because they buy from a house that fact 
entitles them to certain favors No matter how small 
their accuunt, they oftentimes act asif the firm were 

indebted to them in some way. 

It is good policy to buy on regular terms, without 
asking any departure from the customary mode of 
procedure. The less trouble a customer gives, the 
better he stands in the eyes of the people frcm whom 
he buys, and he is far more likely to have favors offered 
him than if he asks for them. There are many ways 
by which a wholesale house can throw bargains in the 
way of a customer. If he isa ‘ good fellow” and 
wants a quick shipment he is much more likely to get 
it than the man who is everlastingly pestering them. 

Every retailer has the same kind of trouble in his 
own business. He also has customers who are always 
asking too much—in credits, deliveries, claims for

. how he feels about such matters, and in his dealings

with the wholesaler do as he would be done by. In 
the long run he will fare better than the troublesome 
buyer, who, while he gets his way sometimes, fails to

OUR IMPORTS FOR TWELVE MONTHS. 


ioe summary of imports of the United States for 

the year ending December 31, 1906, just issued 
by the Department of Commerce and Labor, gives 
some interesting figures concerning pottery. The 
total amount of china and earthenware, decorated and 
undecorated, imported last year was $13,564,289. In 
1905 it was $12,199,697, and in 1904 $11,656,686. The 
gain of 1906 over 1905 was $1,364,592; over 1904 $1,- 
907,603. These figures, it must be remembered, are 


‘invoice prices, without duty being added. 


Great Britain in 1906 sent us $3,068,083 as against 
$2,665,490 in 1905; a gain of $402,593 
amount sent was $2,987,523; so there was only a gain 
of $80,560 over that year. 

Germany sent us $5,135 9£3 in 1906 and $5,042,- 
605 in 1905—a gain of only $93,,08. These figures 
are rather disappointing Very much larger orders 
that this were placed, but owing to the failure of the 
factories to fill them the amount shipped was less

than expected. In 1904 Germany sent us $4,694,691; 
so that in 1906 we gained $440,222 over that year. 

Austria sent us in igo6 $1,014,264, in 1905 $966,- 
243, and in 1904 $889,239. Adding Germany and 
Austria, for they are virtually one, so far as the 
crockery trade is concerned, they sent in 1906 $6,'50,- 
177, or nearly one-half the total imports, and in 1905 
The difference be- 
tween 1906 and 1904 is very marked, being a gain of 
$576,157: A 

France in 1906 sent $1,969,137 and in 1905 $1,333,- 
326—a gain of $135,811, which must be very gratify 
ing to the Frenchmen, as it is much larger than the 
The difference be- 
tween 1906 and rgoq is a gain of $158,564 


$6,008,3848—a gain of $141,329. 


advance made by the Germans 


Japan presents astonishing figures. Her potter- 
ies sent us $637,932 worth more goods in 1906 than 
in 1905, and $1,056,912 more than in 1904, 

In the glass importations the figures are so con- 
fused that it is impossible to analyze them accurately. 
But enough is shown to prove that we imported in 
1906 $44.751 more of the kind of glassware this 
journal represents than we did in 1905, and $333,046 
more than in rgo04. 

Harking back to the grand total of imports of 
crockery, the figures $13,564 289 are the largest in 
the history of the trade.

DAVID S. PLUME DEAD.

AVED SCOTT PLUME, of the Plume & Atwood 


Mfg. Co, died on Tuesday at his home in Water- 
bury. Conn: Death was indirectly attributable to the 
wreck on the Southern Railway some weeks ago in 
which Samuel S.-Spencer was killed. Mr. Plume was 
a passenger on a train following the wrecked one, and 
was delayed for twenty-four hours in consequence. 
The shock and worriment incident to this experience 
aggravated his already weakened condition . He took 
to bed immediately upon reaching home and never 
left it again. Two children, Frank and Emily, sur- 
vive him. His wife died a few years ago. | 

Mr. Plume was bornin New Haven, Conn.,on Aug- 
ust 22,1829. He removed with his parents to New” 
ark, N. J., in 1835 and attenued a private school there 
until, at the age of fifteen, he entered the employ of 
a brass goods manufacturing concern. He learned 
the business thoroughly and in 1852 established a 
factory of his ownin Newark, with astorein New York 
city. In this manner he became acquainted with the 
brass manufacturers of Connecticut and was thus led 
to purchase an interest in the Thomas Mfg. Co. In 
1866 he took charge of the business of that concern 
and removed with his family to Thomaston, Conn. 
The company was subsequently merged in the Plume 
& Atwood Mfg. Co. After a branch of the business 
had been established in Waterbury Mr. Plume and his 
family removed to the latter city. 

The deceased was treasurer of the Plume & At- 
wood Mfg Co, from its inception. At the time of his 
death he was also treasurer of the American Ring 
Co and president of the Colonial Trust Co, both of 
which are Waterbury iustitutions. Twice,in 1877 and 
1879, Mz. Plume was a member of the Connecticut 
Legislature. He served four years as alderman and 
also filled other responsible positions in public affairs. 
He was a former director of the New England Rail- 
road and the Naugautuck Railroad, and a member of 
the Union League Club, of this city. Mr Plume 
was one of the delegates who chose Blaine for nom- 
ination. During his earlier residence in Newark, 
N J., he was active in that city’s volunteer fire de. 
partment and was also high in Masonic and Knight 
Templar circles.

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THE CONDITION OF BUSINESS. 


From the viewpoint of the large maior- 
New York ity of the importers of china and glass- 
ware, this season has so far been the 
most profitable ever experienced. The attendance of 
buyers is large, and, while.it may not exceed the 
number visiting here in some former years, the buy- 
ing is more active and less hesitant than ever before. 
This is the most conspicuous trait exhibited by the 
out-of-town merchants. They are consuming less 
time than usual in making their selections, apparently 
deciding what they want before inspecting stocks, and 
then placiny their business with very little prelimin- 
ary talk and argument. For this reason the import 
houses have been enabled to care for the comfort of 
an astonishingly large number of patrons. Every im- 
porter, apparently, is pieased with the results to date, 
and if the trade preserves its briskness during the 
few remainiug weeks of the import season there is no 
questioning the fact thatit will be an unprecedentedly 
fine year, es ‘ 


But this feeling of gratification does not prevail to © 


the same degree among either the resident agents for 
domestic factories or the traveling salesmen who are 
temporarily quartered at local hot-ls. In fact, there 
is more or less complaint among them that they are 


being ignored to a great extent because of the desire 


of buyers to first attend to their import obligations. 
They contend that most buyers do net by any means 
show the same solicitude for the domestic factories 
that they do for the foreign establishments They 


place orders now for foreign goods, argue the Ameri- 
can selling folk, that need not be delivered in some 
cases before next August, September, and even Oc- 
tober. Yet the domestic firms, they explain, are com. 
pelleda to sit idly by, after preparing a lot of stock 
on speculation largely, until the very last minute, 
when the merchants fall over one another in their 
anxie.y tosecure goods This eleventh-hour method 
of doing business, say the domestic selling agents, 
seriously embarrasses the factories, creates a lot of 
unnecessary worriment and annoyance for the buyers 
themselves, and seems to serve no very beneficiai 
purpose in anyone’s case. 


There is, of cuurse, one very substantial reason 
why the domestic salespeople in New York are not 
booking a proportionately heavy business trom the 
out-of-town buyers. The latter favored many of their 
friends among the road salesmen in this manner be- 
fore coming to the metropolis. And, strange to say, 
the traveling {raternity continue to do good business. 
Just where they get it from 1s something of a problem 
in view of the presence here of so many representa- 
tive buyers. 


The buyers for local stores are exhibiting little 
purchasing spirit, either for import or domestic lines. 
The salesmen at the hotels have been particularly dis- 
appointed in this respect Their patronage has been 
almost entirely from out-of-town buyers, for the New 
Yorkers and Brooklynites have rarely called to even 


inspect the lines. This rather unlooked-for passive- 
ness leads to the belief that the shopping season has 
not opened up very briskly yet, or that stocks were 
not-depleted during the holidays to the extent that 
had been generally assumed.

While the bulk of the business this year 
has come either from the road salesmen 
or by mail from the merchants, the 
season is notable for the numerous orders placed here 
personally by visiting buyers. In no previous year, 
possibly, have buyers come to the local factories in 
such large numbers. This has proven exceedingly 
gratifying to the manufacturers, for it enables them 
to make a more complete demonstration of their prod- 
ucts than is possible on the road. The embarrass- 
ment caused by the non-arrival of clay and other 
materials bas not proven serious yet, but some ap- 
prehension will be felt if relief is not soon afforded.

The cold snap has interefered with 
steady operations at the glass fac- 
tories, although those which are 
equipped with gas-producing fur- 
maces have been working fulltime. Staples are be 
ing ordered in larger lots, and new goods are selling 
well. It is predicted that the month of March wilh 
be one of the heaviest of the season.

SIMPLIFIED BOOKKEEPING FOR’ RETAILERS. 


FIRST ARTICLE 


ETAILERS who are making an itemized entry 
of every credit sale in their day book and are 
carrying the charge from their day book to their led- 
ger, where they have opened an account with each 
person to whom ‘hey have extended credit, will save 
themselves a lot of bcok work if they will investigate 
the merits of the following plan, which has been tried 
‘for several years in actual business and has been 
found to fill the bill in every way. 

There are several reasons why a retailer should 
keep correct accounts. One is to be able at any time 
to give acustomer an itemized statement cf his pur 
chases. Another is to have a bock of original entry, 
to prove his accounts in court in case of dispute. -The 
day book ordinarily fills both these requirements, and 
the account is merely carried from the day book to 


the ledger for your own convenience, as in the ledger , 


you assemble the totals of all the different charges to 
each man under his name; and as this ledger is mere- 
ly for your own knowledge you ought to think over 
your books and fix your system so it will give you the 
most information with the least work. You do not 
need to continue the system you are now using be- 
cause someone else usedit. Possibly you are a little 
more up-to-date than the other fellow, and you are 
more willing to take up new ideas which will bring 
results and save labor. 

Now, instead of using your book to write down 
a list of every item purchased by every customer who 
buys on credit, why not save all that labor and still 
gainthesameend? The original bills are themselves 
just as good evidence in court as a day book entry 
Now, here is what one firm, doing a business of about 
$50 per day, is dving,and its books are all kept with 
less than an hour’s work each day. 

In the first place, do not make any day book en- 
try of the individual credit sales, but keep a counter 
tab on which the totals of each credit sale are put in 
one column and the payments on credit sales made 
on former days are putin another column. At the 
erd of the day an entry is then made in the day book, 
and it will cover the entire credit business, giving all 
the information needed to post your ledger, where, 
instead of opening accounts with each credit customer, 
you only open one-‘‘Credit Accounts’? and make 
one entry therein each day. This account shows you 
in amoment just how much goods you have out on 
credit atany time. 

Now, the first thing to do in this system is to 


- and metal together 


write out a bill for your credit customer at the time 
he buys the goods, so that he can take it home with 
him and keep his own books if he so desires. You 
can get counter books on which these bills can be 
made out, and by using a carbon sheet you can make 
two at.the same time Just give the carbon duplicate 
to your customer and keep your original bill for your 


‘original charge, instead of entering it in your day 


book ‘The next step is to enter total amount of sale 
in the Credit Sale column of your counter tab, and 
then file the original bill away in the proper lettered 
compartment of a regular indexed letter file, such as 
are used by most business men for filing away old 
letters. 

This letter file, which then becomes your origin- 
al Credit Account File, is now your book of original 
entry for credit accounts, instead of your day book. 
The bills stay in the proper place until the end of the 
month, if a customer does not pay before, and at that 
time you get them together according to dates, make 
out a monthly statement to give customer, but again 
use the carbon paper and make statement in duplicate, 
pin the one copy of statement to the bills for the 
month covered by it, and give the other copy to cus- 
tomer as demand for payment. This leaves you with 
his account all figured up, and when he pays you you 
can receipt the statement pinned to the bills, enter 
amount of money received in Credit Account Paid 
column of your counter tab, and give the customer 
both bill and receipted statement, thus cleaning up 
your books of the entire amount, for you no Jonger 
have any interest in it, 

In case a customer comes in-and makes a pay- 
ment on account, instead of paying in full, you must 
again use your carbon paper and write a receipt in 
duplicate, giving him one and pinning the other to 
the statement already pinned to his bills in. your file, 
at the same time not forgetting to enter the amount 
of payment in the proper column on the counter tab. 

By using this method you do away with a lot of 
day book entries, alsc a big job of posting, and you 
make but one little day book entry for all credit 
sales of the day, and one for all payments of accounts. 
You give your customer a bill of purchase, as you 
should do, no matter what system of books you keep; 
you give him a statement at the end of the month, as 
you should do; you give him a receipt for amount 
paid on account, as you should do anyway; so your 
duplicate sheets, made with the carbon paper, do 
most of your book-keeping for you, with no extra 
labor on your part, and almost no extra expense, as 
both carbon paper and counter books are cheap.

moment when Dominguez was handing over $1,000.” 


RAILROAD RATES ON PRESSED GLASS, 


HE Fort Smith Traffic Bureau, of Fort Smith, 
Ark. has filed with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission a complaint against the Pittsburg, Cincin- 
nati, Chicago & St. Louis Railway Co and other roads 
forming through lines between Pittsburg, Pa., Gas 
City. Ind., and Fort Smith, Ark., involving the rea- 
sonableness of the present rates on pressed glassware, 
including tableware, lamps and lamp chimnevs. 

The complaint alleges that for a number of years 
prior to July, 1905, the carriers’ rates on pressed glass- 
ware, in carload iots, minimum weight 16,000 pounds, 
from Pittsburg and Gas City, established on a differ- 
ential basis, to Fort Smith, were 69 and 59 cents per 
1oo pounds, respectively; that on said date the appli- 
cation of the differential basis was canceled by the 
carriers and a through rate established, based on pro- 
portions east and west of the Mississippi River cross- 
ings; that such change 1n rate operated as an advance 
from Pittsburg and Gas City to Fort Smith and about 
thirty other common points in the State of Arkansas, 
making the present rate from Pittsburg to Fort Smith 
90.5 cents, and from Gas City to Fort Smith 76 cents 
per 100 pounds; that, effective February 1, 1907, the 
carload rate from St Louis to Fort Smith is advanced 
6 cents per roo pounds, and the minimum weight ad- 
vanced to 24,000 pounds. 

It is further alleged that such increases in the 
rates were made without justification; that the rates 
in effect for a number of years prior to July 24, 1905, 
yielded a compensatory revenue to the carriers for 


.the service performed, and that the present increased 


rates are unjust, unreasonable and unduly prejudicial 
to Fort Smith and to the other common points in Ar- 
kansas affected by the advance. Violations of Sec- 
tions 1, 2 and 3 of the act are alleged, and the Com. 
mission is asked to fix just and reasonable rates, 


HERE’S A NEW ONE. 


| COUPLE of department stores in Duluth, Minn., 
were recently relieved of their stocks by a novel 
method of thievery. Three crooks managed the 
scheme in each instance. They made it a point to 
reach the store early in the morning about the time 
that the janitor was expected: To him they repre- 
sented that a friend of theirs had just been badly in- 
jured and that they wanted bandages to apply to his 
wounds.

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THE PHILIPPINES AS A MARKET. 


i be.3 Philippine Islands are bound to become large 

consumers of American products. Already the 
demand is increasing as the natives become better ac- 
quainted with our manufactures. 

The: population of the Philippine Islands, accord- 
ing to the last census, was 7,635,426. In 1905 they 
imported china and earthenware to the value of $106,- 
773, of which $14,102 came from the United States. 
Not a large percentage, it is true; but the fact that 
the amount was double what it was in 1903 is en- 
couraging, 

In 1905 miscellaneous glassware to the value of 
$115.705 was imported, of which $12,744 worth came 
from the United States. Germany furnished more 
of this than any other one country, heading the list 
with $33 00s, while Spain was second, with a total of 
$17,191. Great Britain, the United States and France 
follow in the order named, 

The lamps and chandeliers imported in 1905 
amounted to $30,790, of which Germany furnished 
$20,727, and the United States $4,663. 

American pottery manufacturers did not benefit 
very largely in 1906, at least up to October, by the 
commercial progress of the Philippine Islands. For 
nine months ending September last the exportations 
of earthenware, stoneware and china from this coun- 
try to the Philippines aggregated but $2,842. This 
is a rather startling change from 1905, when the ex- 
portations during the same nine months totaled $rz,- 
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958. Even in 1904 the record for thé same - period 
excelled the 1906 figure by nearly $2,000. What the 
United States potters lost the English, German and 
Chinese firms more than gained. The importations 
from England during the nine months reached $2z,- 
460 as against $15,645 the previous year. Germany 
sent over to the Filipinos goods to the value of $14,- 
312, an increse of nearly $10,000 over 1905 +The Chi- 
nese importations aggregated $21,345, while during 
the same nine months in 1905 the total was but $15,- 

oO. 
: That the demand for pottery is increasing at a © 
marked rate is evidenced by the nine months’ total in 
1906, which was $75,175. In 1905 it was $57,242, and 
in 1904 it was $46,413. 

The Chamber of Commerce in Manila is endeavor- 
ing to create a sentiment in favor of American goods, 
and is urging our manufacturers to investigate the 
matter and take measures to develop trade. In the - 
near future our relations with these islands will be 
much closer than they are now, and those who would 
lay foundations for future business ought to begin at 
once Thecrockery and glass men, by the exercise 
of prudence and forethought, may establish connec- 
tions now which in a few years will bring large re- 
turns. The subject is one of considerable importance, 
and manufacturers who are first in the field will se- 
cure decided advantages.

Against these there is stock 
on hand valued at $90,0d0, the Brewster residence on 
Plymouth avenue, turned over by President Cavan- 
augh, valved at $22,000, anda note of Mrs. Cavanuoh 
for $3 000 Claims amounting to $21 ooo were filed. 
Mr. Connors said that there still remains unpaid 
about $40,000 of the stock.

Business holds up well. New buyers 
New York are making their appearance every 
day; and whie the major part of the 
jobbing orders have been given there are yet buyers 
in the market, and more to come. The department 
store men are now ordering, and the local and nearby 
dealers are beginning to put in an appearance. Why 
the local trade defers buying until so late is a mys- 
tery The things that are said to hamper the New 
York dealer are just as bothersome elsewhere. Stock- 
taking and all the other duties must be attended to 
in Seattle, Denver, Chicago and Pittsburgh as well as 
in New York; and yet excuses are always made by 
the nearby purchaser that he cannot come sooner. He 
loses by this procrastination. In these days of con- 
trolled patterms the early buyer gets the pick, and 
when the late man comes along the best things are 
gone. Furthermore, first come first served is the 
rule in the factories, and when business is as large as 
it has been this year the late buyer stands the chance 
of not getting his goods on time. It is often said by 
buyers that they can always get all the goods they 
want. That may be true; but they cannot always 
get the best. The late buyers frequently do not see 
the best things, for after selections have been made 
and control given the samples are quietly put out of 
sight. 


Easter trade promises to be big. The variety of 
catchy little things to tempt the retail buyer is greater 
than ever this year. 


OF BUSINESS. 


The special sales of china and glassware which 
have been going on in the department stores are re- 
ported to be very satisfactory. Many goods have 
been moved, and will necessarily have to be replaced. 


Taken all in all, the business so far this year has 
been all that could be expected, and there are many 
weeks of good trade yet in sight.

ONE TIEMBER’S VIEW OF IT. 


New York, March 13, 
Editor CROCKERY AND GLASS JOURNAL: 

Dear Sir: Wwam a member of an organization 
known as the Pottery, Glass and Brass Salesmen’s As- 
sociation. which possesses a membership of over joo 
(a powerfulorganization for this class of business), 
and: which has a clause in its by-laws, article 11, that 
reads as follows: ‘‘The object of this Association is 
for social intercourse and mutual protection.” But 

it has never been known in its fifteen years of exist- 
' ence te ‘‘officially” mutually protect any of its mem- 
bers. As was remarked by one of the speakers (a 
man prominent in public affairs in this city) at the 
dinner of 1905: ‘‘Ever since I was asked to speak at 
the dinner ot this association I have been endeavor- 
ing to ascertain what the object of its existence is, 
and from what I have learned while here I should 
judge that its only object is to provide $300 to some- 
one after the member has passed away, without do- 
ing anything for him while he js alive and useful on 
this sphere.” : 

It seems to me that a body of men as well organ- 
ized and as large in numbers as we are should do 
something more while we are alive than to provide 
dignified titles each year for twelve of our members, 
from the president down to director No 8, and have 
an annual dinner at which we all pat ourselves on the 
back or engage professional speakers to do it for us, 
feeling that in that manner we have done full duty to 
ourselves for the ensuing year We are not active 
enough. We are not living up to the by-laws of our 
association. We are not making ourselves felt in the 
trade. Our assets are not producing any return 

Like a man who gathers his wealth and buries it 
in a barrel—an inactive capital that he is not using 
and not permitting others to use for him—we hoard 
our membership and make no use of its strength, ex- 
cept that ‘‘we pay $300 upon satisfactory proof of 
death to the beneficiary designated,” whereas we 
might he worth many times $300 to any member dur- 
ing his litetime by the proper direction of our ener- 
gies. 

Primarily we are salesmen, as the’ bulk of our 
membership and the title of our organization denotes. 
_ Therefore, our efforts should be directed towards the 
raising of the standard of our chosen profession ‘and 
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putting the association in a position where it will be 
considered as being the acme of right dealing and 
good business principles, so that a badge of mem- 


bership in it will be considered a guarantee of the 


high standing in the trade of the one wearing it. 
As a beginning let us have a bureau where all 


manufacturers, importers, etc., in our trade are re- 


ported upon We presume, generally, that they are 
all honorable business men. But who among us does 
not know concerns which have resorted to small, 
sharp practices with their salesmen? Do we not also 
know of commissions being held up for an unreason- 
able length of time, and in some instances never paid 
because the cost of time and money was too great to 
justify the recovery of it by legal processes? I could 
cite numerous instances of this kind. A bureau such 
as I suggest could report to the members of the as- 
sociation all these ‘‘lame ducks,” so that they could 
be known to everyone in the trade. 

A member seeking a position or being sought 
after ought to be able to apply to a bureau of this 
sort for confidential information regarding every firm 


in the trade, and in the course of its development a. 


law department could be added, or an agreement en- 
tered into with one of the law agencies whereby any 
member could receive legal advice on any business 
matter without charge; and in cases where legai ac- 
tion is necessary to enforce agreements, payments, 
etc., he could have the services performed at a nom- 
inal cost to himself; or, at any rate. there should be 
some means whereby a member could obtain redress 
through this association. 

Then we have all heard of ‘‘graft.” This associ- 
ation asa body’ should stamp out every vestige of 
‘‘oraft” in tne trade, forif any of it does take place 
it must in most instances be conducted through sales- 
men or insome manner with their knowledge. I pro- 
pose first that this association expel and expose any 
member who seeks to obtain trade by means of gifts 
of money, merchandise, or any other valuable con- 
sideration, to any buyer, firm or individual, directly or 
indirectly, or by dividing commissions; and, secondly, 
I propose the circulating of a petition by this associa- 
tion for the signatures of all houses in the trade cer- 
tifying that they will not countenance ‘‘graft” in any 
form and will aid in prosecuting all offenders accord- 
ing to the penal code of the various States; and that the 
name or names of any concern refusing to sign such 
petition be published for the information of the trade. 
The penal code of the State of New York amply pro- 


vides for the prosecution of offenders of this sort, and © 


a good field to begin on is in New York City, here 
and now. ; 

Meetings of the assoc’ation should be held in th 
evening or on Saturday afternoons after business 
hours, or at a time when the majority of the members 
could attend without interfering with their busi- 
ness. ‘They should be held, too, at the time designat- 
ed On the date set for the special meeting for the 
nomination of officers last year the notice called for a 
meeting at the Crockery, Board of Trade Rooms at 12 
o'clock, noon. A member who is interested in the 
progress of the association was there at that hour, and 
was the only one present He waited, until 12:10 or 
12:15. Nobody came, and time being valuable he 
went to lunch. About 12:50 he dropped into the 
rooms again and was informed that the meeting was 
all over. It must have been a most harmonious 
gathering. 

Another recommendation, if you please. As our 
sphere is this continent, we should be known as the 
American Pottery, Glass and Brass Salesmen’s Associ- 
ation, and should form an alliance with other organi- 
zations of similar character in this country for our 
mutual interests and protection, and eventually make 
Ameriean citizenship requisite for membership 

There are any number of members—aggressive, 


‘ self-reliaut, God-fearing men—who would welcome a 


fight for the right, and who would make- good officials 


by really doing some work for their fellow asso- 
Cciates. 

By following up and acting upon the sugges 
ttons herein made and such other suggestions as may 
from time to time be made by its members, this asso- 
ciation could in a few yeurs make itself more widely 
felt and respected, and, more than that, it would be 
more truthfully living up to the initial object of its 
being, by “mutually protecting ” its members.

He had a large circle of friends outside of his business 
associates, both at home and abroad, for in his fre- 
quent visits to Europe he had established social re- 
lations such as few men in his line enjoy.

His loss 


E P. Allan was a gentleman of the old school. 
His business in Newport brought him in contact with 
many notable people. He catered to the wealthy 
class, and though his store was in rather an cbscure 
location it was well patronized. Asa buyer he was 
competent toadegree Personally, few men had as 
many friends, for his lovable disposition endeared him 
to all with whom he came in contact. His visits to 
New York-were always welcomed, and an hour after 
his appearance in the District everybody knew that 
‘Allan isin town.” Others might be larger buyers, but 
none had a bigger hold on the affections of the people 
in the trade. For more than sixty years he had come 
and gone; now he has gone forever. 

These two deaths cannot but have a thoughtful 
effect on the grayheads who remain.

China with the daintiest decor- 
ation setting off its white surface, or simply white and 
gold, was mostindemand. The next season fashionable 
women appeared in pinks and blues of the so-called 
‘baby’ shades. The winnersin things ceramic were 
those which followed the same trend. This year the 
same colors will be in style, together with lavender; 
and these, with the right shades of green, will be 
found to meet the popular demand. 

It must not be understood that a slavish adher- 
ence to these tints is commended. On the contrary, 
strong colors will be found desirable in odd pieces for

THAT RAISE ON GERMAN GOODS. 


ETTERS similar to the one printed below have 
been sent by importers to dealers throughout 
the country, and fully explain the recent flurry about 


tar aaae prices: 
New York, March 11. 

Die Sir: We herewith beg to call attention to 
an increase of price, brought about by additional duty 
we are made to pay on various lines of goods pur- 
chased by you recently, and as yet not clelivered: 
The U. S. Custom House authorities claim that a 
group of German manufacturers belonging to a trust 
is selling its products at a higher price at home than 
to the United States, and, to make home market value, 
insist on our adding five per cent to the face value of 
the inveice on the majority of factories, and fifteen 
per cent on others, upon which we have to pay the 
usual duty. This makes an increase of one and a half 
per cent and four and a half per cent respectively 

As the goods in question have been sold subject 
to tariff changes and Custom House rulings, we much 
regret that we will be compelled to add for this ad- 
ditional duty on goods from the manufacturers, one 
and a half per cent on the total price of some goods 
and four and a half per cent on the total price of 
other goods. 

We wish to state that the factories abroad are 
not charging us more for the goods, and all importers 
will be compelled to increase their prices to recom- 
pense them for the additional duty assessed by the 
Government.

SIMPLIFIED BOOKKEEPING FOR RETAILERS. 
SECOND ARTICLE, 


GREAT many retailers are still following the old 

plan of copying all the bills they get from the 
wholesale houses in their day book and carrying the 
totals from there to an account which they carry with 
each wholesaler in their ledger 

There is a much easier way of handling such ac- 
counts, and still be in thorough touch with them at 
all times. The following-described method, which 
fits in nicely with the method of handling your credit 
accounts, as described in a previous issue, has been 
tried for years, and found to be exceptionally good 
for an average retail business: 3 

The first requisite of this system is an office 
‘*tickler,” which can be purchased from dealers in 
office supplies, or can be made by yourself in case 
you are thoroughly practical and do not care so much 
for appearances as for usefulness. The box should 
be about six inches deep, four or five inches wide and 
ten inches long. A good thick tag-board is the best 
thing ‘to use for the paper divisions, and you must 
have one for each day of the month and each month of 
the year 

After your tickler is made or purchased you «. 
must contract the habit of going to it each morning, 


‘take out the paper division dated the previous day, 


and put it back of ail the other daily partitions, so it 
can begin doing service at the same day of the next 
month. In this way itis always ready to take care of 
anything you may want to refer to at any particular 
time within the next thirty days. When you want to 
place a memorandum in the tickler for a time more ~ 
than thirty days ahead, reach over to the back of the 
tickler and drop it in the month desired. ie 
When you give an order to a salesman, have him 


9 
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give you an exact duplicate of it. Place this order in 
your tickler where you will reach it on the day you 
should receive a bill of the goods. In case you do 
not get the bill, this tickles your memory, and you can 
write, urging prompt shipment. If you send in the 
order by mail or wire, of course you take a carbon 
copy and file it in the tickler the same as copy of 
order given salesman. When the bill comes, you 
can look in the tickler for the order, check them over 
and see that quality and price are both right, as well 
as quantity, pin them together, and then put them 
forward in the tickler to the time the goods arrive. 
In case of delay in shipment your a tention is then 
called to the matter when you run across the bill a 
few days later, and can start your tracer after the 
goods at once. Ifthe goods come all right, you 
check them up with the bill, and then place the bill 


for. No matter what you want to be reminded of on 
some future day, such as an appointment to keep, a 
letter to write, a bill to collect, etc., all you have to do 
is to put a memorandum in the tickler on the right 
day, and you need not worry about it’ again, for it 
will come out and remind you at the right time. 

The only thing you have to do to make this tickler 
do half your thinking for you is to be loyal to it and 
go to it each moraing and move the division sheet for 
the previous day clear over to the back of the other 
dates. This will leave whatever you need to look 
after to-day right in front of the tickler, and after 
you have cleaned np that bunch of work you can feel 
satisfied that you are not forgetting anything of im- 
portance, 

If you have items pending trom day to day, they 
can remain in the front part of the tickler, where 
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forward in the tickler to the time it should be paid if 
you take advantage of the cash discount. Then, in 
case you decide not to take the cash discount when 
you come to the bill again, you at once place it for- 
ward in the tickler to the date it must be paid. 


When you come to this bill again, and pay it, you . — 


make your first entry in your day book, and it is then 
only a short entry, showing that you had paid cash 
for merchandise, with a line explaining whose bill 
you paid, and its date. This does away with all led- 
ger accounts with the people you buy from, as your 
‘‘Merchandise” account covers it all 

After making your day book entry of the bill, 
when paid, file the bill away in a regular letter file. 
Label this ‘‘Purchase File.” In future, when you 
want to lovk up this bill, for any purpose, you know 
exactly where to find it. 

You will find this tickler very valuable as a daily 
reminder, and that is exactly what it was first made 
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they are seen each day as you move the division 
sheets forward, and you thus never forget them. 

The use of a tickler to take care of your bills 
payable until they are paid leaves you free from fear 
that you will overlook any of them at time to take 
your cash discount. You do not need to carry all 
such matters in your head, but can keep your head 
clear to take up other matters. 

You need not spend money to try this system; so 
there is really no excuse for your not putting it in 
force The time you save the first week, by the use 
of it, will more than pay you for all the time you use 
in its construction, and by the end of the week you 
will get the correct run of it, and will never part with 
itin future. 

When a bill is payable in sixty or ninety days 
you put it ahead in the compartment of month in 
which it is due. At thé end of each month you put 
the monthly division sheet over to the back of all the 


other monthly sheets, and all bills and memoranda 
found between this sheet you have just taken out and 
the next one you then take out and distribute through 
the days of the month on which they siould have 
your attention, so that you will reach them at exactly 
the right time. Do this the last of each month, as 
you move the month over, and you will always find 
everything coming out to the front on the day you 
need it. 


WARWICK CHINA CO.’S’ FIRE. 


IRE caused the destruction last Friday morning 

of a portion of the Warwick China Co.’s decorat- 

ing shop, Wheeling, W. Va. The damage will 

amount to between $40,000 and $50,000. An explo- 

sion of gas in a kiln caused the blaze. The larger 

part of the concern’s stock of decalcomanie was 

burned, and it will be impossible for the firm to fill 

orders at once on some decorations. Concerning these 
patterns the company writes: 


“‘As we will have to have these made again spe- 
cially for us, we trust our customers will wait, as we 
shall certainly do the best we can to supply their 
wants in a short time. In the meantime we hope to 
bring out other new decorations at once, and our 
men will be on the road again in a few days with 
these What orders we have now, and those that 
will come to us for our own reserved decorations, 
will be filled in the shortest possible time after we 
can get our own decals again. Our customers would 
do us a favor if they would remit as soon as possible, 
as we will need a great deal of money to go on with 
before our insurance can be adjusted.”

“WHY CUT GLASS BREAKS.” 


CONTEMPORARY, which has never heretofore ° 
been recognized as a purveyor of humor, recently 
gave publicity to an article that is calculated to 
interest, enlighten, and probably, amuse, those who 
have made a close study of the cut glass industry. 
Under the caption ‘‘Why Cut Glass Breaks,” the arti- 
cle runs along in this fashion: 


“‘Cut glass makers explain why it is that there 
are frequent reports of cut glass suddenly breaking or 
crumbling ona table, shelf or sideboard in homes and 
elsewhere, although the glass was not in use. They 
assert that whenever the tone of any cut glass article 
comes into contact with its responsive chord the life 
of the glass will go with the tone by which it is affec- 
ted, and the glass collapses or crumbles. It is on 
record that a famous opera singer could break cut 
glassware by reaching high Cin her singing. Sever 
al tests were made in New York and Paris, and by 
her singing she broke several pieces. The tone of a 
violin if attuned so as to be in accord with cut glass 
will destroy it.’ 


Two questions will at once suggest themselves to 
persons familiar with cut glass after reading this. 
One probably concerns the ‘‘cut glass makers” who 
have made this discovery, and the other inquiry will 
be very likely expressive of their curiosity regarding 
the character of the blanks so easily and readily made 
eligible for the ash-heap. Much has been written in 
recent years regarding the susceptibility of glass to — 
the human voice. But the writers have usually been 
content to limit it to the thinnest kind of blown ware. 
There are men thoroughly conversant with the prop- 
erties of glass who are skeptical even on this point. 
They refuse to admit that the human voice, no matter 
how strong or penetrating, is capable of destroying 
even the frailest piece by merely being attuned with 
2 But that is neither here nor there. The point 
which we desire to emphasize ‘has reference only to 
If, as the article reprinted above declares, 
a singer is capable of breaking a piece: by. iat NF 


emitting a high C, what protection has the industry 
against an operatic conspiracy? According to this 
theory, it would be mere child’s play for Melba, de 
Reszke, Eames, Caruso, or any of the other vocaily- 
wited notabilities to stroll into a cut glass showroom, 
strike a lofty note, and then observe the dissolution 
of nappies, celeries, jugs, vases, punch bowls, and 
the like. What protection would the maker have 
against this wanton destruction of art as typified in 
cut glass? None whatever, beyond the possible ar- 
rest of the vocalizer as a disturber of the peace. Ex- 
isting laws are lax with regard to this new cut glass 
discovery They cannot in any manner be construed 
so as to hold a singer responsible merely because his 
or her throat emits melodies that cause glass to crum- 
ble away. ; 

The cut glass manufacturers and their selling 
representatives have only one hope. The recent un- 
pleasantness growing out of Caruso’s interest in the 
Darwinian theory may have been a blessing in dis- 
guise. It may convince others with glass-destroying 
voices that, asin his case, fame is not always desirable.

PAID FOR BACCARAT; DIDN’T GET IT. 


No es John H. Sanderson & Co. got $138,- 

757 for Baccarat glass in the lighting fixtures of 
the new Peunsylvania capitol it was testified a few days 
ago before the Capitol Investigation Commission that 
there is no such glass in the building. This testi- 
mony was given by E. P. Ebberts, secretary and 
treasurer of the Phoenix Glass Co., of Pittsburgh, 
who said that nearly all the glass for the lighting 
equipment of the building was made by his concern 
at Monaca, Beaver county, near Pittsburgh. By 
way of illustration, Mr. Ebberts said that his firm 
got $260 for the glass globes used in the chandeliers 
in the Senate caucus room, where the hearing was 
held. John H. Sanderson & Co. received from the 
State $1,315.35 for thissame glass Senator Arthur 
G. Dewalt, who asked some of the questions, brought 
out that if this proportion were maintained throughont 
the building the State had paid nearly five times as 
much for the glass used in the Jighting fixtures as it 
need have paid had it dealt directly with the Phoenix 
Glass Co. The latter’s bill amounted to $28,084, to 
which the contractor added $110,673 asa profit. Of 
course, the Phoenix Glass Co. had nothing to do with 
They simply supplied the contractor, and he 
made his own price. In conversation with a news- 
paper man Mr. Ebberts said facetiously; ‘‘We didn’t 
get any advertising-out of the original contract. 
Probably we will now.” 
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(ee the rapidity of the rise in the Ohio 

river and the extent of the flooded district, the 
lack of serious damage to the potteries and glass fac- 
tories was remarkable In an astonishingly short 
time after the subsidence of the water the manufac- 
turers cleaned up and put their works in order, and 
the wheels are turning again as though nothing had 


happened. 


NO ROO? FOR “GRAFTERS.”’ 


BOUT the most businesslike effort yet undertaken 
in the movement to exterminate ‘‘graft’ from 


the crockery and glass trade is that for which the As-’ 


sociation glass factories stand sponsor. The unalter- 
able opposition of these firms to the practice of ten- 
dering gratuities to buyers in any form, with the ob- 
ject of influencing trade, is expressed in no yncer- 
tain language in the contracts submitted at the be- 
ginning of this year totheir salesmen. The stipulation 
in each contract that the salesman must be ever 
ready to face the Association and make a sworn state- 
ment that he has not violated this particular clause 
in the agreement sounds especially sincere when one 
understands that the salesman’s failure to make this 
sworn statement will méan the nullification of his 
contract. 

The salesman with a sense of honor will not, of 
course, entertain the thought of repudiating his 
promise; and his less scrupulous fellow-salesman is 
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likely to be so solicitous about the retention of his posi- 
tion that any impulse he might feel to bribe the re- 
ceptive ones among his buying acquaintances will be | 
put aside. Therefore, it would seem that close ob- 
servance of the anti-graft provision in the contract is 
assured. 

There is no reason why the Association fac- 
tories should be alone in this laudable fight against a 
great commercial evil. The glass factories outside of 
the Association, the general ware and art potteries, the 
lamp-making concerns, the import houses, the manu- 
facturers’ agencies—in fact, every concern in the trade 
that requires selling agents—should lend support to 
this movement. None of them is exempt from the 
commercial injury that ‘‘graft” is certain to cause. 
Unity of action is necessary if the agitation is to be an 
absolute success. Why not fall in line?

EMANUEL KOSCHERAK DEAD. 


MANUEL KOSCHERAK died on Monday morn- 
ing, aged fifty-six, of a complication of diseases.

Mr. Koscherak was a shrewd, sharp business man, 
but with a kindly nature, and charitable toa degree. 
He was a Mason, and was buried with the rites of that 
order. He leaves a widow and three sons, two of 
whom are in the business.

New York not over, however, by any means. 
Many large concerns are yet to be 

heard from, A summary shows sales so far this year 
to have been very satisfactory throughout all the 
grades. Buyiny began early, was animated from the 
start, and, while it’has been tapering off for two weeks. 


_ the season has probably equalled, if not exceeded, 


the banner year of 1903. 


Importers of German goods report sales as hav 
ing exceeded those of last year. There is a slight in- 
dication that some buyers have ordered more freely 
than their needs warranted, fearing that, as last year, 
the factories would run short before the season was 
over. There has been no plunging, however, and 
buyers will no doubt be fully able to take care of all 
they have ordered. 


Importers ef French wares report a business 
about even with that of last year, as a whole. The 
large trade done in the fall rendzred any great in- 
crease this spring an impossibility. Some houses 
have gone very much beyond last year’s business 
Others, which should also have exceeded 1906, attrib- 
ute the lack of increase to the non-appearance so far 
of some of their best trade. These late comers will 
eventually bring the business up. 


English earthenware has sold well. Most of the 
importers have filled their factories up with orders, 


CONDITION OF BUSINESS. 


and the outlook is extremely gratifying tothem. The 
demand for English china has not increased to the ex- 
tent hoped for, The sales have been large, and in 
advance of last year, but the percentage of increase 
is not as great over 1906 as that year was over 1905. 


The domestic potters have little or nothing to 
complain of. It is true they are selling on close mar: 
gins, but prices are better than they were last year or 
the year before. One cause of the increased business 
has been the decided advancement in the matter of 
styles and shapes. Some of the patterns on the mar- 
ket this year are worthy of sincere admiration, and 


have not been excelled anywhere. 


So far as the glass men are concerned, the sea- 
son’s business dates back into last year. It was rath. 
er a queer move to advance prices and then close out 
stock at less than the previous scale; but it must be 
assumed that the manufacturers knew their business 
and were aware of what they were doing. The vol- 
ume of trade, including the December sales, has been 
very large, and if the manufacturers have not made 
money they probably know why. The quantity of 
goods thrown on the market was comparatively small; 
anyhow, and later on a more profitable business may 
be done. 


Manufacturers of lamps for the jobbing trade 
have done better than last year. Prices have not 


been entirely satisfactory, but the outlook in that re- 
gard is now brighter. 


Notwithstanding the enormously high prices of 
raw materials, the housefurnishings business contin- 
‘ues good. 


Retail trade, it must be confessed, has been dis- 
appointing in New York City, The large department 
stores depend a good deal on special sales, and tnis year 
they struck about the worst weather ever known, 
The month of February was a succession of snow- 
storms which impeded locomotion and prevented buy- 
ers from getting to thesales. Inthe country the very 
thing that interfered with business in New York 
helped the suburban dealer 
sleighing good, ard the farmer could easily get into 
the nearest town.

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THE BARGAIN DEPARTMENT. 


NNOUNCEMENT was recently made by a promi- 
nent Western department store that it had con- 
cluded to convert the basement of its bu'lding, for- 
merly occupied by china and glass, into a bargain de- 
partment—the china and glass lines being removed 
to another floor. A few other houses, notably in the 
Eas", have lately experimented along the same lines, 
and, so far as can be learned, the venture has in each 
instance proved entirely successful 
Among the several advantages claimed for the 
bargain department is the partial protection, at least, 
which it is said to afford against the loss of regular 
business. Under other conditions, when bargains are 
being displayed next to counters on which are exhibi- 
ted goods that bring the usual profit-bearing prices, 
the latter cannot but suffer from lack of attention. 
The typical bargain-hunter is a most aggressive spe- 
cies of the feminine family, and, once cast adrift in a 
department featuring a bargain or two, she and her 
sister-shoppers are calculated to produce a situation 
that practically prohibits the sale of other goods offer- 
ed at regular prices. These bargain-hunters not only 
ignore the latter class of merchandise during the 
period of price slashing on one line or another, but 
they also create so much excitement and confusion in 
a department that the casual shopper finds it unde- 
sirable and unwise to attempt to make purchases, 
This objection is almost wholly removed in a store 
which contains a bargain department. It enables 
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the separation of not only the bargain-priced. goods 
from those on which no cut has been made, but also 


keeps apart the bargain-hunters and those shoppers 


who visit the store with the idea of purchasing in the 
regularway. The discipline of the store, too, is better 
maintained, for it confines the invariable bargain-day 
confusion and excitement to one floor instead of allow- 
ing itto upset the general order of things throughout- 
the establishment. 

In fact, it seems to be a convenience for all con- 
cerned, The lady who calls to make a casual purchase 
is not buffeted by her more vigorous bargain-mad sis- 
ters; the latter are not required to scamper from one 
floor to another in order to make certain that nothing 
will escape their attention; and the method and sys- 
tem of the entire store, exclusive of the bargain de- 


partment, is nicely preserved. 


The bargain department seems to be one of the 
most worthy innovations that has yet been created in 
the interest of the larger retail houses in the country.

O determine how decalcomanie papers should be 
classified for dutiable purposes a hearing on a 

new case brought by the Government took place on 
Monday before General Appraiser Fisher. The lat- 
ter’s original classification held the papers to be litho- 
graphic prints, but on appeal to the Circuit Court 
they were declared to be in the same class with cigar 


~ labels, and dutiabie as such. The Government re- 


fused to follow this decision, however, and now seeks 
to prove that the goods should be assessed at 45 per 
cent as manufactures whose chief value is metals, 
owing to the large amount of gold leaf and bronze 
powder employed. No witnesses were produced by 
importers who attended the hearing. They relied on 
the evidence submitted in the course of the previous 
hearings of the case in support of their position. 


THE CHILD LABOR QUESTION. 


Deke Caen sk glass manufacturing interests 
were largely represented at the receut hearing 
in Harrisburg on the three child labor bills now be- 
fore the Legislature of that State. Two of the meas- 
ures contain provisions that would seriously affect 
the industry, but the third, known as the Hapgood 
bill, is much more liberal in its terms.

A SALESMAN WITH A. GRIEVANCE. 


Cuicaco, Int , April 2, 1907. 
Editor CROCKERY AND GLass JOURNAL: 

Dear Sir; A salesman representing a large and 
reputable concern recently visited a prominent city 
and called upon a buyer who manages the china de- 
partment in a large store there. This buyer picked 
out the best things the salesman had to offer, and 
kept the samples so that the salesman could not show 
or sel] them to any of the competitors of the buyer in 
question. This buyer ordered $1,200 worth of goods, 
and promised to mail a confirmation of the order in 
a day ortwo. The salesman spent about $25 in the 
entertainment of this buyer and his family before the 
latter made his selection. When the salesman left 
the city he sent his order to the factory. The buyer, 
meanwhile, had written to the factory management 
notifying them to fill no orders except those receiv- 
ing his confirmation. This confirmation, in so far as 
the $1,200 order was concerned, never arrived In 
consequence, the factory was out the best business of 
a large city and over $100 in cash, represented in 
salary, expenses, etc. The salesman, besides, was 
discredited in the eyes of the firm employing him. 


.The only beneficiaries were the buyer and his family, 


who had a roaring good time without any expense to 
themselves Cannot a house be compelled to take 
goods ordered in this manner? Is there no redress 
in a case of this kind? A certain buyer is doing it 
almost ccntinuously.

CONFIRMING THE ORDERS. 


PACE is devoted in another column to a letter of 
complaint that is worth reading. The reliability 
of its author, a well-known salesman, guarantees the ac- 
curacy of his accusation against a certain buyer, whose 
identity he charitably refrains from disciosing. The 
letter fully describes the circumstances associated with 
an incident that reflects very seriously upon the scru- 
pulousness and fairness of the accused buyer. It also 
serves the purpose of emphasizing the annoyance and 
actual loss of time, money and business that may re- 
sult from an enforcement of the rule, which prevails 
in many large retail stores to. day, requiring the con- 
firmation of orders. We have during recent months 
been in receipt of many inquiries from salesmen 
and their employers concerning the possibility of ob- 
taining legal redress in cases similar to the one in- 
stanced in the le ter alluded to. But, until ‘‘P. G. & 
B. S. A. Member” wrote us, we had never been given 
the liberty to make public any of the correspond 
ence. 

It must be admitted, of course, that the heads of 
large retail houses are entitled to exercise restraint 
over the too liberal purchasing tendencies of the 
managers of their various departments The idea of 
compelling a confirmation of orders was undoubtedly 
conceived with this object in mind, But while it has 
its virtues, the system also works in many cases to the 
unwarranted disadvantage of salesmen. To begin 
with, it places a too powerful weapon in the hands of 
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a buyer inclined to “graft.” Like the individual 
whose frailty is exposed in the letter that prompts 
these utterances, any buyer whose conscience doesn’t 
seriously annoy him is placed in a position whereby 
he may make life miserable and decidedly expensive 
for the salesman who is carried away by his pretend- 
ed sincerity. 

But the salesman is not the only sufferer from 
this order-confirming requirement. The buyer in 
many instances also finds himself embarrassed in con- 
sequence, Frequently the over-cautiousness of his 
employers, or a policy of retrenchment that they 
may have established, brings about the non-confirma- 
tion of orders that the buyer may have placed in good 
faith. In such cases the buyer occupies a most unde- 
sirable position. His judgment and knowledge of the 
wants of his department’s patrons are nullified, and 
this refusal to add to the stock cannot but work to 
the disadvantage of the department. He not only 
finds himself unable to acquire goods that he feels 
certain will sell, and thereby improve his showing as 
manager of the department, but he very naturally be- 
comes indifferent himself when order after order 
comes back unconfirmed from the main office. 

The order-confirmation proposition, therefore, 
while necessary from the proprietor’s standpoint in 
many cases, is really a double-edged nuisance to buy- 
er and salesman alike when improperly employed.

CHINA AND TOY IIIPORTERS AMONG

TO REVOLUTIONIZE CHIMNEY TRADE? 


RHE following from the Toledo, O., 77mes should 

prove interesting reading: “Following the in- 
vention by Michael Owens of a bottle-blowing ma- 
chine that has revolutionized the bottle industry, 
comes the announcement of the invention by two To- 
ledo ylassworkers of a machine which will turn out 
any sort of a chimney from what is known as the air- 
hole block chimney to the crimp top—the making of 
which glass manufacturers have held up to now to be 
impossible except by hand blowing. ‘The machine is 
a small but compact contrivance of rather mysterious 
and complicated mechanism, al! of which has been 
patented, and represents three years of hard work by 
the inventors.

SIMPLIFIED BOOKKEEPING FOR RETAILERS. 


THIRD ARTICLE. 


i you want to always be able to tell just which lines 

of goods are making and losing you money, and at 
the same time tell just about how much goods you have 
on hand any day in the year, and do this without any 
extra trouble to yourself, once you get well started, 
it will pay you to read this articte carefully. 

It will be of especial interest to those who would 
like to take up the plan for handling accounts receiv. 
able and accounts payable, as outlined in previous arti- 
cles, as the system outlined in these three articles has 


' been in use for several years and has proved to be 


thoroughly practical, no matter what professional 
bookkeepers may think of it. 

To carry out this plan of keeping track of all your 
merchandise separately, the only new thing you will 
need to buy isa book to useasa ledger. The regular 
ledger ruling will not be needed, so it will be best to 
buy a record book and do your own ruling. In buy- 
ing this book, be sure that there are enough lines on 
a page to give you one for each day of the month, be- 
sides room for the headings and for totals to be carried 
forward. Donot imagine it isa big job to do this rul- 
ing, for each page lasts for a month, and each page 
will carry several accounts, as each account is carried 
in a very small space. Over in the back of this book 
you can rule up a few pages with the regular ledger 
ruling, for such accounts as profit and lo s, the ac- 
counts of the different members of the firm, and such 
other accounts as you: may wish to carry into the led- 
ger which would have but occasional entries, and 
where it would be merely a waste of paper to set aside 
a space of entry for each day of the year. 

The first step in this system is then to establish a 
counter tab, or several of them if more convenient, 
on which columns have been ruled and a heading 
filled in for each department ycu wish to divide your 
stock into. Everysale that is made must at once be 
placed in the right column of this counter tab, and at 
the close of the day you can use it to balance your cash 
by, after which you transfer the totals of the different 
columns to your day-book, using the regular combin- 
ation journal day book entry. This entry, when the 
counter tab also covers your credit business, as de 
scribed in a previous article, shows all the business 
which has been done over the counter in the course of 
the day. When you have made another eutry or two, 
showing what you have paid out money for, you have 
a complete record of your day’s business in your day 
book. 

The only change from the usual methods of carry- 
ing your accounts from the day book to the ledger 
(except that all entries are made in the ledger on the 
line set aside for that particular day of the month) is 
where there happens to be more than one debit or 
credit charge to go to the same account, and in that 
case they must be added together, for you only have 
one space on each side of each account for the entry 
of the entire business ofthe day. Your line of explan-

ation at the bottom of each charge in your day book 
will be all you will need to help you to trace out the 
entire day’s business in a few moments, 

Instead of having all your merchandise in one 
merchandise account, you thus are able to divide it 
into as many accounts as you please, and are thus 
able at any time to figure up your sales, deduct aver- 
age gross profit made on that particular line of goods, 
and subtract the result from the total of the last in- 
voice and goods purchased since that time, and shown 
by the Dr. side of the account you are figuring (you 
start that side of each account with the amount of the 
inventory for that department, then put in purchases 
on days they are paid, carrying totals forward to 
next inventory, when you start with that inventory 
again), and you will see very nearly what amount of 
stock you have on hand in that department. You can 
also see how many times you turn your money in each 
department, and you may think a good deal more of 
a department which shows but a small percentage of 
profit after you find that you are turning the stock so 
often that the department makes a good showing for 
the year, 

You will also find that it is a good thing to divide 
your expense account, the same way as you have your 
merchandise account, into Freight and Drayage, Sal- 


-ary, Miscellaneous Expense, etc., as it will be quite a 


satisfaction to know where your money is going, and 
the possibility of saving in different directions will be 
brought home to you in a more forcible manner. 

The correctness of this entire system depends 
upon the correctness of the counter tab, and if the 
totals of the counter tab, less the totals of the column 
showing sales made on time, balance your cash, your 
merchandise charges are right, and you know ic be- 
fore the entry is made in your books, You deduct 
total of credit sales from total of all merchandise sales 
for the day because you enter all sales in the mer- 
chandise column, both cash and credit, and also entér 
all the credit sales in the credit sales column; so the 
subtracting of the total of this column from the total 
of the merchandise sales shows you the amount of cash 
you should have'taken in. Bevery sure to never neg- 
lect to enter every sale on the counter tab at once. 
These counter tabs are filed away for future reference 
as soon as you balance your cash and make your day 
book entry. , 


JAPANESE LACQUER. 


Laer great durability of Japanese lacquered work 

is mainly owing to the most painstaking execu- 
tion of the necessary operations, the materials used 
being, of course, alsoof importance.. The process is 
as follows: 

First of all it is necessary that the lacquer be ap- 
plied in exceedingly thin layers, whereby it is rend- 
ered very pliant and a cracking anda peeling of the 
coatings is prevented. After each operation the arti- 
cles are subjected to a long-continued drying, To 


this is chiefly due the great resistiveness of the lac- 
quering. Moreover, the removalof water from the 
materials used in a jacquer is an important process. 

Finer objects which are to receive a high luster 
and transparency ave scraped after applying the lac- 
quer and subjected to regular polishing. The wood 
to be worked is chosen according to the kind of.arti- 
cles to be produced, and is also specially treated be. 
fore the working. The total number of treatments 
the article receives before it is varnished in color 
amounts to about thirty. To this must be added the 
fact that the various manipulations are done by work- 


men who are especially skilled in that particular.

GOOD SERVICE IMPERATIVE. 


WORD as to good service. There is no reasoa 
why the service ir the so-called popular store 

should. not be as good as that given by the supposedly 

high class establishments. Then why is it not so? 

In the high-class houses good service is as.abso 
lutely imperative as heat, light, and a decent place in 
which to do business. Gccd service is expected ard de 
manded of everyone connected with the place. The 
salespeople are educated and trained to it, and it is 
just as natural for those competent to hold their po- 
sitions to give the best of which they are capable as 
it is for them to reach down and show tbe goods pro- 
vided for their customers The majority of the cus- 
tomers who patronize these stores are charge custo- 
mers. 

What weight and influence that charge account 
carries! When awoman says, ‘‘Charge it !” it almost 
invests her with a title of rank or nobility. 

Why cannot the poor cash customer—yes, the 
poorer class that spend hard-earned wages in the pop- 
ular stores, the ‘‘people’s stores’’—get a little of the 
deference shown to miladi who pays when she gets 
ready? 

Well, it isn’t the fault of the salespeople. Not al- 
together. It lies with the management. There isan 
idea that the service that partakes of refined consider- 
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ation is not only unnecessary, but out of place with 
the masses. They would not only fail to appreciate 
it, but actually resent it. 

Well, give it atrial. Insist upon the salespeople 
giving customers their undivided attention, instead of 
dividing it up with their fellow clerks. Insist upon 
their striving to please the customers and giving them 
the goods that will be likely to please, instead of mak- 
ing the main point to sell as quickly and thought- 
lessly as possible Give the money spenders a square 
deal, the respect and consideration that is their due, 
and full attention. They will be quick to show their 
appreciation. —Dry Goods Economist.

‘rH ERE’S a fad for collecting these,” said an ave- 

nue dealer in bric-a brac, with a gesture that 
covered an array of china birds. ‘“ That’s why there 
are so many of them in stock this season. One of the 
women who collect them is a customer of mine. She 
has several hundred She can afford to have her col- 
lection ‘composed entirely of birds trom the Royal 
Dresden factory. That’s where the finest china birds 
come from, of course. A good many people balk at 
the price of the Dresden birds, and for the customer 
who is after a cheaper and still thoroughly pretty 
bird there is that of the Meissen make, which comes 
at a decidedly lower figure. Only birds that are faith- 


ful copies are wanted for these collections, so the col- - 


lector passes by English and French china birds. — I 
asked my best bird customer what started her en- 
thusiasm for collecting. 

‘¢*T loved birds tostart with,’ she exclaimed. ‘On 
a visit to the Dresden china works some years ago I 
became captivated by the absolutely perfect repro 
ductions of birds that they turn out there. One was 
so exact a counterpart of my canary at home that I 
bought it on the spot. It looked so lonely when I got 
it back to my hotel room that I went the next day 
and bought a bluebird to keep it company, Incident- 
ally I bought a bullfinch—and before I knew it a pat- 
roc had added itself to my purchases Even then I 
wanted more, but my pocket-book called a halt. 
However, the fever was upon me, and I have been 
adding to my collection ever since.’

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OTHER PHASES OF THE QUESTION. 


fl oe editorial, “Confirming the Orders,” in last 
week’s JourNAL, together with the letter that 
inspired it, caused considerable comment among 
the trade, and naturally brought to light other phases 

of the question—-among them the following: 
A traveler secured an order from the buyer for a 
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large house, who promised confirmation a little later, - 


at the same time requesting that the firm should not 
be asked for the confirmation until such time as the 
buyer should indicate The importer forwarded the 
order to the factory, and in due time the goods were 
shipped. Immediately word came back that as no 
confirmation had been given they would not be re- 
ceived, and were held subject to the importer’s order. 
Correspondence followed, until finally it was intimat- 
ed that if a discount of twenty-five per cent were 
made the goods would be accepted. 

From the manuer in which this transaction was 
conducted on the part of both purchasing firm and 
buyer it looks very much as if it were a preconceived 
plan to get the goods at a large discount, trusting 
that the failure to send the confirmation would be for- 
gotten in the three months which would elapse be- 
tween the purchase and delivery, 

Touching upon the letter in last week’s issue, the 
head of a prominent importing house, commenting on 
the fact that the salesman spent $25 entertaining the 


buyer, asks the very pertinent question, ‘‘Where does 
courtesy end and bribery begin?” 

The answer is a paraphrase—where friendship 
ends and business begins And it is a very nice 
point to determine that Instances aie common 
where the buyer is entertained at the home of the 
sel'er for days at a time, with no thought of wrong 
On the other hand, a single dinner for the deliberate 
purpose of influencing the buyer may be a bribe pure 
and simple 


NEW POTTERIES IN PROSPECT. 
N view of the admittedly prosperous condition of 
the general ware industry this year, it is not sur- 
prising that there should be rumors in circulation 
concerning proposed new potteries The report that 
John Wick intends to erect a plant in the East Liver- 
pool uistrict, which was at first scouted, is being more 
seriously accepted nowadays. It is not improbable, 
too, that potteries may be built this year in Georgia 
and Missouri Nearn’ss to clay beds and excellent 
shipping facilities to great territories at lower freight 
rates are claimed as advantages __It.is further stated 
that in both States there are many German. potters 
now engaged in other industries who are anxious to re- 
turn to their former craft. F 
While all this talk of new potteries is in circula- 
tion, little or no effort seems to be in progress to re- 
open the idle plants in New Castle, New Brighton, 
Derry and Ford City in Pennsylvania, two in Colum- 
bus, O , and one each in Peoria, Ill., and Crooksville, 
O. As all of these potteries may be secured on ad- 
vantageous terms, it seems unnecessary for Mr. Wick 
or any other prospective promoter to spend real mon- 
ey in new brick and mortar.

CLAPSADDLE’S CAREER AS SALESMAN. 


fs is said that John D. Clapsaddle, who was recen'ly 
arrested in Buffalo, N. Y., at the instance of the 
Huntington China Co, which charged him with hav 
ing obtained $250 under false pretenses, is no novice 
Since his arrest two Western pottery 
firms have advised the Huntington concern that 
Clapsaddle had previously worked them in a similar 
manner. One of these two Ohio potteries, it is 
alleged, was defrauded out of $75 by Clapsaddle, and 
the other wrote that he had ‘‘obtained considerable 
advance money from us and kept us on the anxious 
seat for several months last fall ”’ 
Clapsaddle was with the Huntington China Co. 
only four weeks, and while he sent in many orders, 
the firm shipped but six of them The total ship 
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ments amounted to only about $200, and as three of 
the firms to whom the goods were sent have since 
agreed to accept them, the pottery will lose but little 
by the goods returned 

Clapsaddle’s activity as a pottery salesman seems 
to have been restricted to his liberal patronage of 
cafes and the mailing of orders that originated solely 
in his mind. Apparently, he made little or no effort 
to secure legitimate orders, but preferred to create 
them himseif without regard in some instances, even, 
to the existence of the firms purporting to have 
favored him with business. 

According to a message received from Buttalo on 
Wednesday, friends of Clapsaddle have given the 
Huntington China Co’s attorney a check for $250 in 
full settlement of the money he received under false 
pretenses This money had been furnished to Clap- 
saddle by the concern for ‘‘traveling expenses '

PATRICK GILL IS_ DEAD. 


FTER an illness lusting only a couple of days, Pat- 
rick Gill, of Gill & Co, died at his home in Phil- 
adelphia last Monday morning. The funeral takes 
place on Friday. A widow and several sons, the lat- 
ter of whom are al] connected with the glass industry, 
survive him. He also leaves a brother, Jas F. Gill, 
who was associated with him in business for many 
years and up tothe time of his death. No change in 
the policy of Gill & Co. will occur because of the 
death of Mr Gill, 

The deceased was born in Brooklyn in 1842 and 
had been identified with the glass industry from boy- 
hood. He learned his trade in the State Street Glass 
Works, Brooklyn, and afterwards accepted a pcsition 
with the Plymouth Street Glass Works, same city. In 
1873 he went to Philadelphia and secured employ- 
ment with Gillinder & Co., from which position he 
resigned in 1875, when he and John McCrea formed 
a partnership to operate the old Washington Flint 
Glass Works. When Mr. McCrea retired, Mr. Gill 


took in Jas. J. Murray, since deceased, as his partner, 
Some years later the interests of Mr. Murray were 
purchased by Mr. Gill and his two brothers, Jas. F. 
and Michael. They not only enlarged and improved 
the factory then being operated, but also bought F. 
Hormann & Son’s plant on Salmon street. It was to 
the latter factory, which produced opal ware, decor- 
ated lamps, etc., that Mr. Gill devoted almost his

to the manufacture of gas and electric glassware, has 
been supervised by his brother, Jas. F Gill. The 
third brother, Michael, died several years ago

CHILD LABOR LAW IN NEW ‘JERSEY.

N over-zealous advocate of child labor legislation 
in Pennsylvania, Mrs Mary Negley, recently 
created something of a sensation by her declaration 
that she had found children on the Southside, in Pitts- 
burgh, who had lost the sight of one eye from sparks 
in glass factories. D. C. Ripley, president of the 
United States Glass Co., has replied to Mrs. Negley’s 
statement with considerable vigor, and denies the 
allegation in this manner: 

‘‘There are three glass concerns on the South 
Side—the D. O. Cunningham Co., manufacturing bot- 
tles; the Macbeth Evans Co., manufacturing chim-

MONEY IN’ DISCOUNTS. 
ROGRESSIVE merchants have long since realized 
that all merchandise has at least two prices, a spot 
cash price and an any-old time price. 
who buy their goods ‘‘right” pay spot cash for them. 
The merchants who ¢Azvk they buy them right let their 
bills run on to maturity, and some even go so far as to 
let them run ‘‘a little longer,” and hence have to pay 
interest on overdue balances. 

What are cash discounts, anyway? Are they not 
largely practically trade discounts? They have for 
years ceased to be mere ‘‘interest” allowed for prepay- 
ment, .For, ofttimes, while banks will gladly advance 
to reputable merchants as much as they can useat the 
rate of four or five per cent @ year, these same mer- 
chants, by discounting certain bills, can so use this bor- 
rowed money as to bring them in (in discounts) returns 
that are equivalent to over fourteen per cent. a year, 
and in some cases even a much higher percentage. 

If our readers could look over the books of some 
of the best-known and best-managed establishments 
of this country, they would learn that practically their 
entire yearly net profit consists of the discounts they 
are able to deduct in paying for goods bought. Prac- 
tically this means that if these firms were to let their 


The merchants 
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bills run to maturity they would make very little mon- 
ey, if any at all. ape 
Corcectly expressed, a merchant who buys goods 
subject to two per cent. ten days (sixty days net), by 
“discounting” such bills—that is, by paying them in 
ten days, or fifty days earlier than maturity—will 
get a discount which, while it seems to be only two per 
cent., isin reality at the rate of over fourteen percent. 
ayear. Ina word, any cash discount—even if it is, for 
example, only one per cent (ten days).ona bill which 
otherwise would be net in thirty days—is far more than 
it seemstobe. In this one percent case the merchant 
who pays in ten days (and deducts the one per cent) 
is getting an allowance that is equivalent to interest 
at about eighteen per cent. a year, } 
What can be accomplished by merchants who dis- 
count everything can be seen from the following fig- 
ures: On bills aggregating about $314,000, one East- 
ern firm earned, during 1906, nearly $1i,o00 in cash 
discounts. Another retailer who, in 1906, bought 
about $400,000 worth of goods, earned in discounts 
about $13,000. Other merchants, and among them .

COMMISSIONS DUE WHEN’ EARNED. 


N answer to a request for information as to whether 
a traveling salesman is legally entitled to draw his 
commissions on orders accepted, or whether he must 
wait because of the possibility that ‘‘some of the fu- 
tures might be cancelled,” the /ournal of Commerce 
says: ‘‘Ifthere is no agreement to the contrary, an 
agent’s commissions are earned as soon as the sale is 
made and accepted, and commissions are due and pay 
able as soon as earned, if there is no agreement for 
credit. This is the view which the law takes of the 
matter. In our present correspondent’s case the 
agreement is that the agent is to have ‘‘commissions 
on orders accepted. It is averbal agreement, but we 
assume that it was made under such conditions as to 
render it valid. Weare not informed in what State it 
was made, nor whether it was to continue for a year, 
or more, or less. 
it evidently and expressly assures the agent ‘his com- 
missions on all orders accepted; it can make no differ- 
ence to him whether the order is afterwards filled or 
not. If the seller refuses to fill it. that is his own

' fault; if the buyer declines to accept the goods the 


seller has his remedy against him. The commissions 
being once earned, and there being no express agree- 
ment that the agent is to wait for his money to the 
end of the month, or until delivery of the goods, or 
any other specified future time, the money is due the 
moment it is earned.

is a contract to that effect, There is no more reason

- THE CONDITION OF BUSINESS. 


There has been an evident improve- 

New York ment this week in the local trade situa 
tion. This change for the better has 

been occasioned largely by the prevalence of more 
pleasant weather. Nothing quite so variegated in 
the way of climate has ever before characterized the 
couple of weeks immediately preceding and subse- 
quent to Easter. Snow, rain and hail, accompanied 
by biting blasts suggestive at times of midwinter, 
were frequent visitors up to several days ago. Since 
then there has been a pleasant change, although the 
air still remains unseasonably cool, But shoppers 
don’t mind a little coolness, so long as no storms de- 
velop. Consequently they have been patronizing the 
retail district here this week in goodly numbers; and 
it’s a safe assumption that they are doing likewise in 


other cities that have also suffered from recent storm 


visitations. 


The briskness of the shopping in New York and 
Brooklyn is best exemplified by the manner in which 
‘the local buyers have begun to place orders They 
are notoriously diffident about acquiring stock until 
depleted counters and warerooms actually demand it 
But this disposition is traceable more directly to the 
restraint placed upon them by the heads of the stores 
rather than to their own over-caution. Therefore, 
when they do manifest any very pronounced activity 
in the ordering line it is pretty conclusive evidence 
that womankind is loosening her purse-strings in 


pretty generous fashion. The buying by the depart- 
ment managers so far has not been extraordinarily 
heavy, by any means, but the mere fact that they are 
evincing a keener disposition to place business is 
provocative of satisfaction. 


Despite tke lateness of the season, the reports 
from the road continue to be encouraging. The mails 
are bringing in a satisfactory proportion of business 
to importer as well as domestic manufacturer. ‘The 
traveling salesmen are contributing very materially 
in this regard. 


An encouraging prospect faces the lamp season, 
which is about to open. Nearly if not all of the new 
goods are now being presented in local showrooms, 
and their merit is superior in forms, decorations and 
metal ornamentation to the creations of former years. 
Particular effort seems to have been directed towards 
the preparation of more elaborate and yet thoroughly 
tasteful decorations than heretofore. The same care 
and creativeness have been exercised in the designing 
of shapes and ornamentations for gas and electrical

THE PASSING OF L’ART NOUVEAU. 

FEW years ago a great ado was made over a new 

style of ornamentation which was dubbed New 
Art. Europe went wild over it and applied it to 
about everything on which decoration could be used. 
Buildings were trimmed with it, painters put it on 
canvas, sculptors chiseled it on stone and martle, and 
potters employed it on china andearthenware It 
was prophesied that the new style was to drive out 
everything that had gone before. Old fossils like 
Michael Angelo, Rubens, Turner, and all the rest of 
the moss-covered canvas-spoilers of the past were to 
_ be relegated to the rear—their works preserved only 
as specimens of the ignorance of the dark ages. 

The advocates of J.’Art Nouveau talked loud and 
long. They were intolerant if anyone dared to ques- 
tion the style, and looked with lofty pity on those 
who could not see that the old things had passed 
away The Crockery AND GLAss JOURNAL Came un 
der the ban of certain people because it was foolish 
enough to express the opinion tat the style was only 
a fad—that for ages the curve had been considered the 
line’ of beauty, and that stiff, angular lines were 
against all the canons of what had heretofore been 
considered good art. It did not believe that all the 
old artists could have been mistaken, and dared to 
predict that in a very short time the craze would die 
out. 
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In less than a year from the time that obnoxious 
article was printed *: Modified ‘New Art” made its — 
appearance. The long stems were still there, but 
there was a rounding off of the sharp edges, an eas- - 
ing of the angles, and a general toning down of the 
features which made New Art so distinctive. It was 
not a return to the old style. Oh, no; not by any 
means. We were living ‘in a progressive age, and the 
modifications were ‘‘ advances.” 

Well, some more ‘‘advances” have been made 
towards the past, until we now have a lot of designs, 
still dubbed New Art, which bear little resem- 
blance to the harsh, seyere and altogether inartistic 
drawings thrust on the world under a high-sounding © 
title, and for which fhany people, otherwise sensible 
expressed enthusiastic approval. In a few years 
more these people will look back at the earliest ex- 
amples of L’Art Nouveau and wonder, very much as 
they do now at the Kate Greenaway dresses and the 
craze over Oscar Wilde and his sunflowers. 

New Art servéd a good purpose, however, It 
developed original ideas, not only in drawing, but ip 
color effects. With its advent came the soft, .shad- 
owy colorings which, while not absolutely new, 
seemed to suit the strange designs and helped to pop- 
ularize them ‘‘Pastel effects” they are now ‘called, 
and for many purposes are very desirable. 

As a school New Art has passed away, but it has 
left an influence through which many pretty things 
are produced that bear little or no resemblance to the 
original, and yet in which there are traces, modified 
and blended with the old school, to the betterment of 
both.

PROTECTION AGAINST FRAUDULENT 
RETAILERS. 


Y appealing to a statute passed in the reign of 

Queen Elizabeth, more than three centuries ago, 

to prevent the fraudulent traasfer of property, in- 

stead of demanding the enactment of a new law, an 

end bas been put to a practice which has for years 

been a menace to business houses which have to ex- 
tend credit to small retailers. 

It has frequently been the case that a retail deal- 
er after obtaining a stock of goods on credit has sac- 
rificed it to an auctioneer and gone into bankruptcy, 
turning the proceeds of the sale over to creditors, 
alleged or real. The auctioneer was pro*ected by the 
fact that he had seemingly bought the stock in good 
faith, and had a bill of sale, and the other creditors 
got nothing. 

Hyman Baltuch, a retail shoe dealer in Clinton 
street, owed Powell & Campbell, shoe jobbers, $1,800 
when, one day last Octoher, he sold his stock to Sam- 
uel Bogin and Jacob Kirschberg, auctione=rs, for 
$1,200, Powell & Campbell brought action against 
the auctioneers through a trustee in bankruptcy, and 
the jury gave them a verdict for $2,400 The result 
of this is that the auctioneers lose the $1,200 they 
paid to Baltuch and in addition must pay the full 
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value of the goods, which is placed at $2,400. As 
Baltuch’s total liabilities are less than this his credi- 
tors will receive the whole amount of their claims

M. SELLER & CO.’"S NEW QUARTERS. 


MONG the most prominent landmarks along First 
avenue south, Seattle, Wash., is the new combi- 
nation steel and reinforced concrete building of M. 
Seller & Co., Nos. 409 to 417 whose massive front, ex- 
tending 105 feet with a depth of 1ig feet, towers aloft 
seven stories, with a full-sized basement and with am- 
ple yard room for the prompt receiving, shipping and 
delivery of goods. An abundance of light pervades 
every nook and corner of the seven roomy floors. 
With the exception of the supporting pillars, the en 
tire front of the building is one mass of plate glass, 
and the same can be said of the rear end overlooking 
the bay. The centre of the building is lighted by a 
large well with reflectors to each floor, and a novel 


, Inverted reflector on the second fl or that radiates, 


the light into every corner of the ground floor, mak 
ing it practically as light in the centre of the show- 
room as it is near the front of the building. 

One of the novel features for expediting business 
is an electric automatic passenger elevator which pos- 
sesses a series of push-buttons, one for each floor. On 


- entering the elevator and closing the door the circuit 
is completed, and by pushing the button for the de- 
sired floor, say the seventh, the elevator starts away 
and on reaching the seventh floor not only stops, but 
unlocks the exit door, all of the doorson the six floors 
below being automatically locked while the elevator 
is in action or standing still at any one floor. 

The building as a whole is as near fireproof as it 
is possible to make it. Every floor is gridironed with 
the sprinkler system, which is connected with fire 
headquarters as a further protection, so that no fire 
could gain any headway before the arrival of the de- 
partment. Another interesting feature is the pecu- 
liar slant given to each of the seven floors, so that in 
case of a fire and the starting of the sprinklers, the 
water, instead of accumulating on the floor and leak- 
ing through to the next, runs down the incline to 
what might be nautically termed scuppers and runs 
off to the sewer.

ODD FACTS ABOUT GLASS. 


~ LASS is one of the most interesting as well as one 

T of the most peculiar things in the world. It has 
curious and contradictory qualities, and many astonish- 
ing phenomena are connected with it. Brittle and 
breakable as it is, yet it exceeds almost ali other 
bodies in elasticity. 

If two glass balls are made to strike each other 
at a given force, the recoil, by virtue of their elastici- 
ty, will be nearly equal to their original impetus. 
Connected with its brittleness are some very singular 
facts. 

Take a hollow sphere, with a hole, and stop the 
hole with the finger, so asto prevent the external 
and internal air from communicating, and the sphere 
will fly to pieces by the mere heat of the hand. 

Vessels made of glass that has been suddenly 
cooled possess the curious property of being able to 
resist hard blows given to them from without, but 
will be instantly shivered by a small particle of flint 
dropped into their cavities. This property seems to 
depend upon the comparative thickness of the bot- 
tom; the thicker the bottom is, the more certainty of 
breakage by this experiment. ° 
it is stated, have resisted the stroke of a mallet given 
with sufficient force to drive a nai: into wood; and 
heavy bodies, such as musket-balls, pieces of iron, 
bits of wood, jasper, stone, etc., have been cast into 


Some of these vessels, 


them from a height of two or three feet without any 
effect; yet a fragment of flint not larper than a pea 
dropped from a height of three inches has made them 
fly. 

It is scarcely credible, but is a fact, that a glass 
can be broken by the voice. If you strike a thin 
' wine glass while you hold it by the stem it will emit 
a certain note—in most cases a pretty deep one. On 
bringing the glass rapidly to your mouth.and shout- 
ing into it the same note as loudly as possible, the 
vibrations of the glass being thereby extended, it will 
be shivered into fragments. This used to bea favorite 
experiment of Lablache, the renowned singer, who 
would thus break, one after the other, as many glass- 


es as were handed,to him,

That reasonably brisk revival of busi- 
New York ness to which reference was made in 
these columns last week experienced a 
rather brief and inglorious career. Just about the 
time that shoppers, attracted to the retail thorough- 
fare by the intrusion of a little sunshine, had resolved 
to begin their delayed spring purchases, a heavy and 
and totally unexpected snowstorm swept along. An- 
other fleeting glimpse of Old Sol was permitted on 
Sunday and Monday, but the shopping spirit was 
again wet-blanketed by Tuesday’s rain This has 
been the order of proceedings ever since Aprilopen d. 
Weather-wise folk say it has been the most unfriend- 
ly Aprilthat has visited us since 1874 No one in this 
particular neighborhood is likely to take exception to 
the statement New York, of course, is not the ouly 
commercial sufferer by this vagary of the weather. 
From various other points come similar complaints, 
and it is only fair to presume that no other factor 
has contributed so largely to the discouragement of 
business. 


Orders for import lines are still being taken. 
But they are invariably of small proportions and are 
being booked very largely by the men on the road. 
The foreign factories, despite the immense business 
forwarded to them this spring, are expected to find 
no such trouble as in tormer years in satisfying the 
demands of their customers. This is due to two 
causes. Orders were pretty generally placed earlier 


this season than in previous years, and the factories 
have consequently been given more time in which 
to prepare the goods. Then, too, many of the plants 
on the other side have had their capacities increased 
during the year, and are therefore capable of caring 


for much heavier business. 


Proprietors of summer hotels and boarding houses 
at the seaside, in the country or up on the mountains 
seem to be awakening to a realization of the fact that 
the vacation season is closely approaching. They 
have been extremely indifferent during the past 
weeks with regard to their crockery and glassware 
necessities; but this attitude is not surprising in view 
of the weather. They are beginning to buy at last, 
though; and as the prospects favor a busy vacation 
period, their purchases ought to be pretty heavy. 


All of the iamp lines are now ready for inspec- 
tion in local showrooms. While still somewhat early 
for these goods, quite a number of fair-sized orders 
have been placed here already. The lines shown are 
admittedly the finest ever presented in this market 


The opening of the Jamestown Exposition on 
Friday of this week has renewed the trade’s interest 
in the affair. Many salesmen and buyers in this dis- 
trict are planning to sp2nd their vacations this sum- 
mer at the Exposition and in visiting other nearby 
points of interest 


While a slight falling off in business is 
becoming noticeable, the potteries here 
continue to be quite busy. It is recog- 
nized that the unfavorable weather has seriously in- 
jured the retail trade, in the East particularly, and or- 
ders from that source have consequently been below 
xopectations.

EVANSVILLE GLASS CO. FAILS. 

AV aaa deed of assignment was filed on 
i Thursday, the 18th, by the Evansville, Ind, 
Glass Co. The law firm of Van Buskirk & Osborn, 
representing -the interests of certain creditors, fol- 
lowed up this action by filing a petition on the same 
date to have the concern declared an involuntary 
bankrupt The object in putting the company 
through bankruptcy instead of allowing it to wind up 
its affairs under a deed of assignment is to defeat a 


No one seems to know the amount of assets and 
liabilities, the only definite figures obtainable being 
in reference to the accounts receivable, which are 
placed at $31.795.58. 

Mr. Weil was the only person connected with the 
company who would place a value on the property. 
He stated that it was worth $700,ocoo—a sum, in his 
opinion, fully twice as large as the liabilities. ‘ The 
trouble,’ he said, ‘‘is the lack of sufficient working 
capital; $25,000 would have put the company on a 
good working basis ” 

The plant has not been ordered closed, and may 
not be. Mr Weil stated that the bottle department 
had a large run of orders ahead, but that there was a 
slight depression in the pressed ware department. 
He expected developments in the tangle would follow 
with considerable rapidity within the next few days 
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ACKNOWLEDGING CORRESPONDENCE, 


CCORDING to social ethics, promptness in mak- 
ing reply to correspondence is one of the basic 
principles of common courtesy. The same is quite as 
true of the inquiries and responses that are exchanged 
in the course of a businessrelationship. The indiffer- 
ent or neglectful social letter-writer endangers the 
permanency of his friendship with whomever he ig- 
mores. The business firm, whether it be identified 
with the factory, the selling agency, or the retail 
store, stands in precisely the same position so far as a 
loss of favor with disappointed correspondents is con- 
cerned. But, somehow or other, this fact doesn’t 
seem to be fully appreciated by many of them. There 
seems to exist among a number of business men who 
are derelict in this regard a false impression concern 
ing the real importance of a proper acknowledgment 
of correspondence. They rarely neglect to respond 
to inquiries, suggestions or complaints that may be of 
immediate benefit to their interests, but the mail that 
is less pleasant to dispose of often remains unanswered 
for an indefinite length of time. 

This criticism of lax commercial correspondence 
has been occasioned by the recent experience of sev- 
eral manufacturers’ agents who maintain showrooms 
in thiscity. They have written frequently to their 
factories during the past few weeks concerning de- 
layed shipments, non-acknowledgment of orcers etc., 
but have been ignored so persistently that their indig- 
nation has been justifiably aroused They have 
found ii impossible to obtain satisfaction of any sort 
through the mails, and have requested us to give 
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publicity to their complaint. We do this gladly, for 
in expressing their disapproval of this unnecessary 
fault we are only echoing out ownsentiments. There 
is surely no more reasonable excuse for the neglect 
of prompt letter-answering in industrial or mercantile 
life than there is in the social sphere. In fact, the 
latter would be more pardonable. A failure to 
acknowledge a social letter represents a breach of eti- 
quette which usually affects but one person. But the 
non acknowledgment of a business missive may in- 
jure not only the feelings but the financial interests. 
as well of several parties. 

There is nothing very difficult about the giving 
of proper attention to business correspondence Tf, 
by way of illustration, a manufacturer’s agent should 
inquire why a certain order had not been filled, the 
factory folk would certainly experience no very great 
inconvenience in writing him to the effect that the 
‘‘goods are about to be shipp2d” or that “a rush of 
business makes it impossible to give the order atten- 
tion fora few days” While the information might 
be unpleasant to the agent, he would, at Jeast, be in 
possession of some knowledge with which to allay the 
anxiety and smooth the ruffled disposition of his in- 
quiring customer 
kind from the factory he has no verbal foil with which 
to defend himself against the continued complaint of 
the restless buyer. ' 

Then there is the letter from one’s creditor. It 
isn’t very comforting for the man to whom you owe 
money to receive nothing more encouraging than dis- 
respectful silence in return for the bill he mails you 
so frequently. How much more businesslike it would 
be to make reply to the effect that ‘‘the matter will 
receive attention as soon as circumstances permit re 
Of course, no man or firm to whom a bill is owing for 
any great length of time is likely to find complete sat- 
isfaction ‘in a letter of that kind; but it would be 
much more gratifying than to have the reception of 
the bill persistently ignored. 


But without intelligence of any 


The system of correspondence prevailing in many 
business houses and factories is sorely in need of im- 
provement. We know of one manufacturer who, 
when he indulges in an occasional vacation, insists 
that no correspondence, except actual orders, be ac- 
knowledged until after his return. Chancing to visit 
his office one day, after he had been absent for more 
than a week, we saw a stack several inches high of un 
answered letters from business houses. A corres- 
pondence method of that kind is worse than provin- 
cial. It is a positive travesty on business.

EXPORTS OF POTTERY, GLASS AND _ TOYS. 


\ ]HILE the exportation of pottery, glassware and 
| toys from this country has never attained any 
very great proportions, the statistics recently issued 
by the Department of Commerce and Labor show an 
appreciable increase in this respect every year. Dur- 
ing the eight months ending last February there was 
shipped from these shores china, earthen and stone 
ware to the value of $691.409 In two years this rep- 
resented an increase of nearly $200,000. The glass- 
ware exportations during the same eight months 
totalled $1,605,876, as against $1,485,735 the previous 
year. Intoys, the export increase over 1906 for the 
same period was almost as large The 1907 total was 
$473,141, and ia 1906 it was $390,529.

HOW TEXAS CLAY WAS FOUND. 


Cuicaco, ILz., April 20, 1907. 
Editor CROCKERY AND GLAss JOURNAL: 


Dear Sir—I have heard a great deal lately about 
the new Texas clay, but no one that I have questioned 
seems to have any knowledge of its location, how it 
was discovered, etc. Kindly publish the information 
in your next issue.

This clay was discovered in deposits near the 
town of Leaky, Texas, about seventy-five miles from 
San Antonio. The find came about in a peculiar 
way. Prof. E, M. Tillman, a German scientist and 
geologist, was attending the Dallas State Fair when he 
noticed a man fingering an unusually white piece of 
clay. He had it analyzed and later visited the beds, 
which he found to be considerably over a mile in 
length, from 200 to 4oo feet in width, and at least 100 
feet deep.

SUPPLYING THE FOREIGN CUSTOMER. 


ESPITE the well-known fact that the great major- 
ity of manufacturers pay little attention to seek 
ing trade in other countries, particularly while busi- 
ness is so brisk at home, it is evident from the vol- 
ume of American goods which go abroad that some 
of our manufacturers are paying very close attention 
to foreign markets or that buyers in other lands are 
more and more seeking and securing American arti- 
cles for sale to their fellow countrymen. The fact is 
that both of these conditions obtain. 

In these times of tremendous industrial activity 
the far seeing American manufacturer and the broad- 
minded American statesman are both taking compre- 
hensive views, not only of the United States, but of 
the whole world, as fields for the profitable employ- 
ment of American capital and the sale of American 
products. The constantly increasing conveniences 
in the matter of international communication result 
in greater frequency of travel from one country to 
another, more numerous international distribution of 
trade literature, and a consequently greater enlighten- 
ment and interest on the part of foreign business 
people in securing the articles they need more direct- 
ly from the producers, with a consequent saving in 
time and expense. The progressive manufacturer in 
all countries desires to meet foreign buyers at least 
half way in the matter of supplying him with his 
goods as promptly as possible and at a minimum of 
expense in the transportation of the articles. 

It is this matter of transportation on which, as 
much as on any other one thing, hinges the success 
of export trade, To many manufacturers, particular- 
ly those established at inland points, over-sea shipping 
is a mystery, so that a majority of them ‘have been 
content to supply such foreign orders as may oc- 
casionally come to them through the medium of the 
commission house, as in this way they have made 
sure of their money with but little trouble themselves. 

The export commission house has been a very 
important factor in promoting American trade, and it 
At the same 
time the manufacturer who wishes seriously to compete 
for a fair share of the orders for his class of wares in 
other countries must do this by similar methods to 
those he would employ at home—that is, he must 
seek out the possible customers for himself and get 
in direct touch with them. Where competition as to 


will continue to be a prominent tactor. 


price is especially keen the elimination of all unneces- 
sary commissions becomes absolutely necessary in 
order to secure business. This means that the for- 
warding of the goods must be done in the most 
economical as well as expeditious manner. 

This brings the manufacturer at once to a consid- 
eration of shipping and forwarding facilities from his 
factory to the premises of his customer. He then 
finds that while to some countries the formalities are 
comparatively simple, to others the various regula- 
tions with respect to customs classification, consular 
invoices, etc., are complicated matters requiring the 
attention of experts. He also finds that there area 
number of agencies which claim to be familia: with 
all these details, and if entrusted with the business of 
a manufacturer will take them off his hands and take 
full charge of his shipments, As in all other busi- 
nesses, there are good, bad and indifferent forwarding 
agencies; some which give conscientious attention to 

‘all their orders, and others which endeavor to make 
all they can out of each transaction passing through 
their hands. 

Realizing that the individual manufacturer, par- 
ticularly the one whose establishment is inland, cannot 
be in a position to discriminate as to the facilities or 
character of the different forwarding agencies, the 
most influential association of manufacturers in the 
United States several years ago established a forward- 
ing agency of itsown This agency (which is a bu- 
reau fully equipped for its work) secures all informa- 
tion with respect to transportation to any part of 
the world, quotes the actual prevailing freight rates 
for any class of goods to any point, and, whenever de- 
slred, takes actual charge of the shipments from 
works, to customer, making out the necessary papers, 
cashing or collecting drafts, and in every way pro- 
moting the business of the manufacturer, instead of 
acting as an independent concern chiefly interested in 
securing profits for itself. 

Whatever means a manufacturer may adopt for 
filling bis customer’s orders, there is no part of his 
business which should have more careful attention 
than this particular matter of forwarding, with which 
is identified the manner of packing the goods. 

Packing and forwarding are intimately related, 
for several reasons’ In the first place, packing must 
be considered from the point of view of the handling 
which the goods are to receive. If the customer lives 
in a mountainous region, not reached by railway, as is 
so often the case in South American and some Asiat- 
ic countries, the goods must be arranged in conven- 
ient packages for carrying on the backs of pack ani- 
mals. Where the customer is in low and swampy 
regions with numerous water courses to oshallow for 
ordinary steamboat traffic, the goods would frequent- 
ly have to be transported in frail canoes to their ulti- 
mate destination If the goods are in any way affect- 
ed by dampness, means must be taken to prevent this 
dampness from injuring the article, particularly where 
the articles are sent to trupical climates, or to temper- 
ate climes to reach which the vessels may have to spend 
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days or weeks in traversing tropical seas, where the 
atmosphre is constantly moisture-laden, 

Another subject which requires careful attention 
is packing with a view to customs requirements. A 
customer may have to pay a much larger duty than 
he should through inattention to the packing of goods 
he imports, ‘This comes from the fact that there are 
countries which assess duty on the gross weight of 
some goods, including outside covering. Again, the 
duty may be according to the weight, with a different 
duty for each kind of metal of which the goods are 
composed. Consequently, if the parts composed of 
different metals can be separated, or the weight of 
each component part can be distinctly stated in the 
invoice, it should be done, or otherwise an undue rate 
of duty will have to be paid by the importer. These 
details are mentioned as illustrations of the attention 
which the manufacturer cultivating an export trade 
must give to them in order to secure satisfactory re- 
sults; and means that he should give the utmost care 
to the instructions with respect to shipping, packing 
and forwarding which he may receive from his for- 
eign customer. 

In addition to the care in packing and the selec- 
tion of a reliable agency for taking care of the for- 
warding, the same amount of care must be given to 
the preparation of the invoices and to the forwarding 
of the documents, which must accompany or precede 
the goods themselves. Instructions as to the details 
in all these matters should and would be furnished 
him by a forwarding agency that is up-to-date and 
properly equipped for the business in which it is en- 
gaged —American Industries.

THE CONDITION OF BUSINESS. 


The general condition of trade through- 
out the country is fair. In some loca- 
tions it is undeniably dull, while in 
others it is good. Probably when the average is 
struck it will be found that business evens up with 
previous years Sufficient cause is found for the dull. 
ness, where it exists, in the late, cold spring. Floods, 
too, have retarded trade in many places. In spite of 
these Jocal conditions there is nothing to discourage 
dealers The prospects are all right The pessi, 
mistic views which are being industriously circulated 
concerning crops, while not wholly without founda- 
tion, are much exaggerated. In certain limited areas 
damage has been done to cereals within the last 
month. Prior to that the yield was expected to be 
the highest known for many years Whatever dam- 
age has been done will only bring the average down 
to the figures of the last two or three years, which in 
themselves were very good. The fruit crops have 
been badly injured in some sections. Reports from 
over three thousand places two weeks ago showed a 
fair yield. Snow, rain and hail since then have un- 
doubtedly reduced the average in some sections. But 
with the return of pleasant weather, which can con- 
fidently be expected within a few days, the yield will 
undoubtedly come upto the normal. With the ex- 
cellent means of inter-communication between the 
States, the partial loss of crops in any one section 
may be easily overcome by a distribution from the 
more favored locations, 


New York. 


The retail trade in New York City, and, in fact, 
all the large cities, continues exceedingly quiet. This 
is offset by a brisk business in the smaller places. It 
is becoming recognized that the department stores, 
which are now largely the distributers in the big 
cities, are too numerous for the population. Statis- 
tics show that the consumption of crockery and glass 
is slowly but surely increasing, and yet the majority 
of the department stores are complaining of slow sales 
and poor profits, while the legitimate crockery sto1es 
report almost the opposite. Asan example, Higgins 
& Seiter show a steady increase on regular goods, 
not counting a recent very large single order, while 
their hotel department is very much ahead. Other 
legitimate houses could also be quoted showing like 
conditions Some day the dry goods men will learn 
that crockery and glass cannot be turned more than 
two or two and a half times a year, and that anything 
less than thirty-three per cent added to the cost price 
will result in a loss when the books are balanced. To 
make a living profit, at least fifty per cent should be 
added

Orders received at local potteries lately 
have been about as variable as the weath- 
er. Revivals and slumps have followed 
each other closely, and it is inferred that the frequent 
transformations in climate from midwinter to almost 
midsummer have been responsible. At no time has

CLAIMS DISCOVERY OF LOST ART. 


ROM Paris comes this interesting bit of informa- 
tion:**Geo Vogt, director of the chemistry depart- 
ment in the National Porcelain Manufactory of Sevres, 
has at last discovered the formula for a ceramic paste 
such as was used in the famous factory in the eigh- 
teenth century, the secret of which was lost. It isa 
soft paste, which, when exposed to the fire, assumes 
the same qualities as hard porcelain. 

“For over a century constant effort has been made 
to discover the composition of this enamel, whicli 
made the Sevres porcelain the most celebrated in the 
world In 1884 it was thought that the discovery was 
made, but it turned out that the enamel did not possess 
the requisite qualities, 

“It is now intended to re-manufacture with the 
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newly-discovered enamel paste several of the best 
models that-have been turned out of the Sevres fac- 
tory in centuries past, and the collection will be sent 
to London as part of the ceramic exhibit which King 
Edward will inaugurate in person next year.”

PEAKING of old-fashioned cost marks, a writer in 
the Jewelers’ Circular says amajority of the cost 
marking systems now in use are impracticable, being

Still other systems take every second letter in 
the alphabet, or every third letter, beginning at either 
end. 

The crowning argument against these systems is 
that all betray the fact that they are cost marks. B 
I X on a tag can mean nothing but cost. 

What does it matter? Only this, that the more 
the customer’s mind is diverted from thoughts of 
what the article costs the dealer, the more likely he 
is to be favorably impressed with the article itself. 

The solution of the problem lies in using a cost 


mark which will appear to be something else. An 
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ideal cost mark is the one that has an easily-remem- 
bered key; that can be transmitted by voice; that is 
so simple in form as to minimize chances of error in 
writing or reading, and that is not what it seems. 
The following is such a one: “1 2 3 4.” 

To use it: 1 doubles the figures placed after it, 2 
adds 50 per cent to the figures placed after it, 3 de- 
ducts a third, 4 deducts a half. The cost mark key is 
always the initial letter, To illustrate its use: 

In making the cost on an article costing 60 cents 
one may write it four ways—130, 240, 390, 4120—as 
the initial r means to double the following figures, the 
initial 2 means to add 50 per cent to the following fig- 
ures, the initial 3 means to deduct a third from the 
following figures, etc., thus 130 (2 x 30) is 60; 240 (40 
plus 50 per cent) is 60; 390 (go minus a third) is 60; 
and 4120 (120 minus a half) is 60. 

In writing the cost on the goods under this sys- 
tem the abbreviation ‘‘ No.” or the sign —— is placed be- 
fore the cost. Thus the customer is led to believe 
that it is the number of the article, instead of the cost 
mark, This is a great advantage in a conversation 
between the clerk and the manager or proprietor be: 
fore a customer. 

For instance, the customer is protesting against 
the price. The clerk may think a reduction wise, and 
that it will be granted by the manager, or he may 
desire the manager’s indorsement of the price. 

The manager does not have to examine the tag 
or ask its price to learn the cost. He simply asks: 
‘‘What number is it?” The letter or hieroglyphic 
system would not permit this simplicity in such a 
case. 


DECIDE AS TO THE CLASS OF TRADE 
YOU DESIRE. 


OB heiss live wholesaler has his drummer go out scour- 
ing and hustling for every possible sale, but the 
retailer must coax his trade tocometohim. The 
latter is a harder proposition; but when fish are run- 
ning freely the skilltul fisherman, employing proper 
bait, never fails to land a good catch. And it’s the bait 
the retailer offers that draws business his way. 
Firstly, you must know clearly whether it’s the 
“nicer” trade—by which we mean medium or aver- 
age—that youareafter, or whether you want the ex- 
tremes, above and below. As the great bulk of 
population is embraced in the middle rank, which en- 
croaches into the borders of both extremes, it is well to 
consider that group for purposes of illustration. 
Individual opinions are valuable only as they 
leaven the general judgment, and you'll find that re- 
putations are always correctiy applied to the shops 
bidding for public favor. They say of So-and-So’s, 
‘‘That’s a reliable store.” Be sure the head of that 
house worked hard and sacrificed much to win that 
reputation. Of another they say, “It’s a trashy 
store”; which means that better grades are not to be 


sought there, that fair prices become more difficult 
each day, that qualities cheapen each month, and that 
sales grow less responsive each year. The manage- 
ment there very likely lacks backbone, and the policy 
is dictated by the whimsical demands of uncertain 
patronage 

Make up your minds clearly what trade to bid for, 
and do it intelligently, without waver, fighting com- 
petition with improvement and baiting your adver- 
tising of windows with offerings that are seasonable, 
sightly and attractively priced. Then your share is 
sure.—Dry Goods Economist.

EMPLOYERS AND THEIR HELP. 


O difficulty in connection with the management of 
retail stores these days occasions more concern 
on the part of proprietors and their department heads 
than the engagement and retention of capable, trust- 
worthy help. Some firms are of the mind that the 
problem involves merely a question of dollars and 
cents. Others believe that the exhibition by employ- 
ers of more thorcugh consideration for the welfare 
and feelings of their employees accomplishes greater 
results A certain department store in Lewiston, 
Me., holds an even more liberal view of the matter. 
Not only are courtesy and kindliness insisted upon in 
the treatment of its employees, but their services are 
In addi- 
tion to this they are allowed two weeks’ vacation in 
summer and another two weeks’ rest in winter, and 
all with full pay. 

This policy may strike the average retail store 
proprietor as either being too generous or utterly im- 
practical. That, of course, is a matter of individuay 
opinion. But the concern in question seems to be 
thriving in the face of this apparent extravagan, 
kindliness towards its employees, and, what is more, 
t experiences no such trouble with help as do the 
very large majority of other firms in the same busi- 
To the average merchant the idea of allowing 
four weeks’ vacation every year to each employee 
‘without the sacrifice of a penny in salary would in

It al- 
so gives at the end of each year a ten per cent. cash 
dividend on the'salary of each employee.

Not every store is in a position to deal so gener- 
ously with its employees. In fact, many of them, for 
various reasons, might find it quite impossible to em- 
ulate such an example in any particular But the 
lesson taught by the success of this experiment should 
not be entirely overlooked. Even if conditions do 
not warrant the distribution of cash dividends on sal- 
aries or the allowance of four week vacations every 
year, there is nothing to prevent concerns from main- 
taining a more pronounced attitude of respect and 
friendly interest towards their employees. Nothing 
is more certain to cultivate a spirit of loyalty among © 
the help than the evident solicitude of the head of 
the house for their welfare. Employees should be 
made to feel that they are considered a part of the 
business, and not a mere piece of human mechanism. 
Instead of keeping the relationship between the help: 
and the ‘‘ boss” as distant as possible, there should 
be encouraged a sort of community of interest. No 
employee could possibly be indifferent to such a mark 
of attention on the part of the management, and in 
most instances the results would be much more bene- 
ficial than if the co-operation were sought to be ac- 
complished by the proffer of money.

A NEW DECORATIVE PROCESS. 


FTER experimenting for nearly fifteen years, 
Louis Crabtree has finally perfected a process 
for the transference of actual photographs direct to 
the surface of china, tile and glass. ‘The work will be 
done by the Crabtree Ceramic Art Co., Syracuse, N. 
Y., recently incorporated with $75,000 capital, and of 
which Mr. Crabtree is the secretary and general 
manager. Mr. Crabtree, who was in town for a couple 
of days early this week with the object of demon- 
strating the absolute practicability of his discovery, 
produced a number of specimens in support of his 
claims By the Crabtree method, the photographs, 
made entirely of china decorators’ colors, are fired with 
an underglaze effect on the glaze. The same under- 
glaze effect is also acquired on glass. The inventor 
declares that any body capabie of being fired for dec- 
orating purposes is suitable for his process. The size 
of the photograph need be limited only to the dimen- 
sions of the negative. For the benefit of anyone in 
the trade who may be interested, Mr. Crabtree left 
several samples for exhibition purposes in L. Reusche 
& Co.’s new quarters at 6 Park Place. 
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Manufacturers continue to report a 
heavy trade.

go—his life, conscientious or slip-shod, disinterested 
or purely selfish, sheerly mechanical or spiritually 
creative.

DEFENDING THE BUYER. 


\ E have frequently taken occasion in these col- 

umns to criticise the lack of common civility 
which some buyers of crockery, glassware and house- 
furnishings display in their treatment of traveling 
salesmen. The fact that certain order-bookers are 
themselves often responsible for these exhibitions of 
curtness and discourtesy on the part of buyers has al- 
so been recognized in our discussions of the subject. 
One buyer who requests that his name shall not ap- 
pear has written usa rather spirited defense of the 
men who purchase goods, in the course of which he 
says: 

‘The average buyer has enough to contend with 
in the discharge of his duties to upset the most men- 
tally and physically perfect mortal. It is no wonder, 
therefore, that he is occasionally guilty of a slight 
breach of courtesy in his reception of salesmen. But 
it is seldom that the clean-cut, business-like selling 
agent experiences any lack of attention at his hands. 
The victim almost invariably is a member of the op- 


posite class of salesmen, whose principal activity 
when he enters a department is to ogle the salesgirls 
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and to follow it up by annoying the buyer with a 
story of questionable merit. Some of these near- 
salesmen vary this proceeding at times by attempting 
to flatter the vanity of the buyer, of whose common 
sense they must entertain a low opinion They seem 
to have acquired their knowledge of salesmanship 
from some story-book or play, where the ‘drummer’ 
is invariably pictured as a smooth, rapid-talking, 
fashionably-attired young man with money and stor- 
ies to burn. Can buyers be blamed for squelching 
such fresh, misguided mortals ?” 


While there is much that is true in the argument 


_ of our corrrespondent, he is in error when he declares 


that the ‘* clean-cut, business-like salesman” is prac- 
tically exempt from the discourteous inclinations of 
some buyers. Many of the most reputable and 
capabl2 salesmen in the trade have at various times 
been subjected to humiliation and insult at their 
hands. 

The onerousness of the average buyer’s duties is 
fully appreciated, and due allowance is made for him 
on this account, Excessive responsibility is likely to 
temporarily sour the sweetest of dispositions; but the 
buyer who permits himself to become positively rude 
in his attitude towards any gentlemanly salesman is 
doing himself as great an injustice as the salesman. 
If only from motives of self-interest, it is far better to 
enjoy the good-will and esteem of salesmen than to 
incur their enmity. They may not only be in a posi- 
tion some day to offer a few real ‘‘ bargains” to their 
favorites, but they may also be enabled to proffer a 
‘*tip” regarding a more desirable position in another 
department. No buyer's berth is actually permanent; 
and salesmen are often placed in a position whereby 
their recommendation of a man for buyership may 
count for something.

ERHAPS the most striking example of a buy- 

er’s popularity with members of the traveling 

fraternity that has ever reached our attention is the 
following news item from Macon, Ga.: 


‘‘A large number of road salesmen have sub- 
scribed to a fund for the erection of a shaft, costing 
500, over the grave of Freeman Polhill, for many 
years buyer for Burden, Smith & Co, this city.

Mr. Burdett made it a point to 
treat salesmen with proper consideration, and the

to win his respect and admiration. 


-It isn’t necessary for, 
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that it was Mr. Burdett’s judgment, and not partiality, 
that was responsible for the failure to book business 
with him, 

The allusion to partiality suggests the opinion 
that this trait in a buyer is the invariable cause of the 
unfriendliness that develops between him and the 
salesmen not thus favored. A buyer’s partiality or 
favoritism may be forgiven so. far as it affects lines 
that have proven good money-makers for him, But 
he is doing an injustice to not only himself but every- 
one else concerned when he permits this feeling of 
prejudice to so influence him that he will refuse to 
see any other salesmen, and, necessarily, any other 
line of goods. No buyer is so thoroughly posted in 
his business that he is able to determine what is worth 
handling and what isnot without making a personal 
investigation. It is quite natural that he should feel 
more kindly disposed towards his favorites among 
salesmen and that he lose no chance to throw business 
their way. But he is disloyal to his trust when he 
distributes this patronage without regard to any 
better or more profitable arrangements that he might 
make with salesmen and firms not included among 
his ‘‘ close friends.”

SERIOUS CHARGES AGAINST POTTERY CO. 


Sie was begun last Monday by Wm. A, Calhoun 


against the West End Pottery Co., of East Liver- 
pool, and George W. and Charles C. Ashbaugh, 
William H. Burgess and Willis E. Cunning, asking 
that the individuals named be required to pay back to 
the company $23,224, which they are alleged to have 
wrongfully taken, ostensibly as salary and in excess 
of their dues as such. ‘The court is asked to require 
an accounting and direct the dividends 

The plaintiff sets forth that the individual defen- 
dants are the officers of the company which was or- 
ganized October 26, 1892, with an authorized capital 
of $42,000, divided into 84 shares of $500 each, of 
which Mr.Calhoun says he has been the owner of 
a number since 1898 It is alleged that since 1899 
the defendants have combined and elected themselves 
directors each year. 

The original by-laws of tle company, it is 
averred, provided that the officials should receive not 
to exceed $3 a day each as salary, but by resolution at 
a meeting on March 20, 1902, it is alleged, they raised 
the salary of each to $40 per week, and subsequently 
at a meeting January 17 this year to $50 a week. It 
is charged that in this way they have by fraud and 
collusion taken from the earnings of the company the 
amount sued for. 

A seconi cause of action charges that at a meet- 
ing on January 31, 1900, these directors passed a 
motion prohibiting inspection by Mr. Calhoun “of 
private papers, contracts or correspondence until 


‘further notice.” Later, on May 25, 1905, Mr. Calhoun 
says, he was notified that ‘‘in accordance with a reso- 
lution passed at the stockholders’ annual meeting, no 
statement in writing will be issued to any stockholder 
of this company,” the defendants having been then 
and being now the owners of all the stock except that 
held by the plaintiff. By resolution they are alleged 
also to have refused him an annual financial showing, 
as required by section 3268 of the Ohio statutes. They 
have refused to declare a dividend, and plaintiff 
charges that ‘by combination and diverting of the 
profits they have abused their trusts. 


_‘*We have nothing to say whatever, other than 
that the matter will be fought out in the courts,” said 
George W. Ashbaugh, on being interviewed. “‘A 
meeting of the company will be called soon, when 
future plans will be developed.”

The condition of trade at large is rath- 
er astonishing. The domestic factories, 
both crockery and glass, continue to 
receive very good orders; reports from jobbers are to 
the effect that business is good; and yet, in all the 
principal cities, from which the best trade is ex- 
pected, there is hardly any retail activity. Business 
is coming from the smaller and interior towns, partic- 
ularly in the West and Southwest, with a fair demand 
from the South While there is some trade in the 
East, it does not foot up in volume anything like that 
which comes from the other sections. Of course, it 
dces not matter to the factories where they get their 
trade, as long as it comes. 


New York. 


The importers in New York are doing very little, 
the demand from stock being exceedingly small 
They need not complain, however, for they have al. 
ready booked their business for the season; and this 
being larger than last year, it is not to be expected 
that they can keep on selling. While the import sea- 
son was unusually short, it was very vigorons. 


The prospects for fali business appear all right, 
in spite of pessimistic reports of the crops. As a mat- 
ter of fact, conditions are not as bad as painted. 
After the flurry last week wheat dropped again, as 
was predicted; and while it may rise, and probably 
will, it is sure to ultimately find its proper level. 
That the movement was largely speculative is proved

by the fact that the rest of the market did not change 
much. The cotton crop is likely to be more of a fac- 
tor than wheat. This crop is short; but as it brings a 
good price the farmer is just as well cff. The same 
may be said of wheat. It is too early to predict the 
corn yield, which, after all, is the best crop of all. 
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With a slight ircrease in retail trade 
during the past week because of the 
favorable weather, manufacturers 
announce the booking of anumber of 
re-orders. Jobbers continue to receive satisfactory 
business, but many orders are for later delivery. A 
good demand for midsummer goods is reported, al- 
though some of the largest buyers in the country are 
awaiting the new shapes before placing orders.

It is a source of surprise to even the 
most optimistic among local manufac- — 
turers that trade should keep up so well 
at this late date. Instead of depreciating, the volume 
of business in the hands of the concerns here at pres- 
ent is actually greater than it was two or. three weeks 
ago. The recent improved weather and consequent 
betterment of retail trade is responsible for this. It 
is noticeable that the larger retail concerns have not

MODISH TABLE . GLASSWARE. 


ib a Fifth avenue shop there was displayed recently 

a set of cut glass embracing one dozen each of 
water goblets, sherry or cocktail glasses and liqueur 
glasses, one dozen finger bowls and two decanters, 
The price was $1,200. 

Every housekeeper does not realize the impor- 
tant place now accorded to cut glass on the up-to- 
date table. There are occasions, including even the 
most ceremonious, when almost everything not hot is 
served in glassware whose exquisitely cut facets 
catching the light reflect a brilliancy not far behind 
that of the gems worn by the hostess and her guests. 

There are a dozen different styles of table glass 
in the market, all more or less popular, but the par- 
ticular hostess in selecting her wine glasses and finger 
bowls generally limits her choice to three—engraved 
glass, or rock crystal, as it is technically known; cut 
glass, and perfectly plain glass embellished with gold 
appliques. 

Which of these three shall adorn her table is 
merely a matterof taste. Some hostesses think 
water goblets and glasses of cut glass too heavy. 
They prefer the thinnest, filmiest glass. Others 
can’t get goblets and glasses too heavily cut They 
select the style covered from rim to stem with intri- 
cately cut patterns. A third class select the rock 
crystal as a medium between the other two 

In speaking of these three styles an expert de- 


16 


clared that relatively the cost was the same, because 
the price of the plain glass could be brought up to 
match the other by the time and labor spent on adort- 
ing it with a gold crest or monogram, and in the 
elaborateness of the gold designs bordering the rim. 
Supposing, however, that the only decorations are a 
very narrow gold band edging the rim and the stand 
and encircling the shank where it joins the stand, 
and a medium sized monogram, this style is far less 
expensive than the handsomest cut glass or rock 
crystal. 

To illustrate: A water goblet of this style was 
produced with the remark that it was made to order 
for a woman of large wealth. The goblet resembled 
in shape an inverted bell or modified lily, and was of 
optic glass clear as mountain spring water. The 
gold bands were less than ore-sixteenth of an inch in 
width; the gold crest was one and a half by one inch. 

One workman only, it was explained, must be 
employed in making the crests or monograms for one 
order because of the fineness of the work, which to a 
critical eye will show a difference if more than one 
man handles it. Mr. Brown may be as skillful a 
workman as Mr. Green; nevertheless he may not 
handle his tools in just the same fashion. A free- 
hand drawing of the crest is made in paste and fired, 
and the gold applied afterward with a brush and ina 
fashion requiring great skill. 

The champagne glasses in this set were saucer- 
shaped, about four and a half inches in diameter, with 
stems perhaps five inches long. The sherry and the 
liqueur glasses matched the goblet; the claret glass 
inclined to the bulb shape. The five dozen glasses 
cost together $300, 

Othersets of gold mounted wine glasses had rims 
showing elaborate designs from a third to three- 
quarters of an inch wide in conjunction with a mono- 
gram. These of course were in some cases higher in 
price than the plain gold band variety. ° 

English and French rock crystal, according to the 
expert, will always bea rival of cut glass, for the 
reason that it presents greater possibilities for dec- 
oration than cut glass. 

“You may have a medallion ora face or an 
elaborate floral decoration engraved on glass, but it 
can’t be cut,” he said. ‘‘Old time rock crystal or en- 
graved glass hada white finish, but now it is polished 
as brilliantly as cut glass.” 

One of the most beautiful of patterns in the rock 
crystal isa Renaissance design. Another shows a 
leaf design combined with small daisies; a third is of 
all-over scrolls surmounted with festooned garlands. 

The newer-shaped gobletsare longer and nar. 
rower than those of a year or so ago; the champagne 
glasses are wider in diameter and more shallow than 


ever, with hollow stems. 


In cut glassthe finer hobnail pattern has been 
revived, and there is also a modification of the hob- 
nail combined with a starincluded in this year's 
designs, the American new fashions giving promin- 
ence to some of the old Colonial designs, including 


the long, almost plain flutes, not unlike elongated 
Marcel waves. The star audchrysanthemum pattern 
is one of the best and most liked. 

The one departure from pure white crystal wine 
glasses and goblets which is demanded by the fashion- 
able isa hock glass of white trimmed with brilliant 
red or green, or both colors combined, or of uniformly 
tinted glass, generally of German manufacture. The 
Germans are renowned for their application of seg- 
ments of color to glass. 

But for the time being the fashionable New York 
hostess does not use colored glass on her table, the 
use of colored glass finger bowls even having died 
out completely.

RECEIVERS FOR TITUS CO. 


HE TITUS COMPANY, of 656 Broadway, this 
city, which has nine 5 and 10-cent stores in towns 
in New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania and Ohio, 
called a meeting of creditors last Monday at the 
office of Roberts & Hepburn, 63 Wall street, which 
was attended by about roo creditors. An approxi- 
mate statement of the company’s condition was made, 
showing liabilities $130,000 and assets $160,000 in 
stock and fixtures of the various stores.. An offer of 
settlement was made at 60 cents on the dollar, pay- 
able 30 cents cash and zo cents in notes at four, six 
and eight months, which was referred to a committee 
of creditors to examine and report on its acceptance. 
The committee consisted of Samuel J. Goldsmith, 
representing the H. B. Claflin Co., a representaive of 
Geo. Borgfeldt & Co., and a representative of the 
Coal & Iron National Bank. * 

Learning that some of the out-of-town creditors 
had begun suits against the company, and fearing 
that they might levy upon the assets and thereby ob- 
tain a preference over creditors, the committee decid- 
ed to institute bankruptcy proceedings asa protective 
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measure, A petition was therefore filed against the 
company on behalf of H. B. Claflin Co., $2,896; Coal 
and Iron Bank, $4,000; Borgfeldt & Co., $10,763. Daniel 
Taylor and J. D. Hopkins, Jr, were appointed re- 
ceivers, 

The troubles of the company are attributed to the 
unseasonable weather and curtailment of credit by the 
banks. Besides the nine stores the company acted as 
buyers for 70 others on commission. 
was incorporated in March, 1905, with a capital stock 
of $1,000,000, and its statement of February 1, 1907, 
showed assets $500,460, consisting of cash $33,334, 
business assets of nine stores $264,810, accounts re- 
ceivable $5,576.

FAILURE TO DELIVER ABSOLVES BUYER. 


ONCERNING the privilege of a buyer to cancel 

a contract should the seller fail to deliver one 
installment, the Journal of Commerce recently pub- 
lished this opinion: ‘‘The United States courts and 
the courts of this State have frequently held that a 
seller’s failure or refusal to deliver one of several in- 
stallments of goods covered by a single contract of 
sale absolves the buyer from the necessity of accept- 
ing any -installment tendered thereafter. Some 
rather recent decisions are as follows: A case decided 
by the United States Supreme Court and reported in 
115 U. S., 188, turned upon the failure of the seller to 
deliver an installment of iron, a definite quantity of 
which he had agreed to deliver in specified monthly 
amounts, The court held that the contract was a 
single one for the entire quantity and was not divided 
into several contracts by the provisions for delivery 
and payment by installments. The court said: 
‘When goods are to be shipped in certain proportions 
monthly the seller’s failure to ship the required 
quantity in the first month gives the buyer the same 
right to rescind the whole contract that he would have 
had if it had been agreed that all the goods should be 
delivered at once.’ In acase reportedin 1oz N. Y., 
366, the contract was for the sale and delivery of iron 
in two installments. The seller failed 
prompt delivery of the first installment, but he offered 
to deliver the second at the time named for snch de- 
livery in the contract. The buyer refused to be 
further bound by the agreement. The court held 
he was justified in this position, saying: ‘Here there 
is a breach of contract at the beginning; a failure to 
perform at the outset; and that breach justifies a 
rescission by the rendee. 
Obviously of the entire contract.

But a rescission of what ? 
It must be that or 
nothing, since there are not two independent and 
separate contracts, one of which may be broken with- 
out peril to the other; but there isa single contract 
which may be rescinded at the moment of a breach, 
so far as it remains wholly unperformed on both 
sides.’ Thisis not the view taken by the highest 
courts of all the States, but it is the prevailing opinion, 
and, as we think, the sounder one.”

“MORE WAYS THAN ONE.” 


N order to prevent as far as possible the encroach- 
ment of the catalogue houses upon the trade of 
their customers, the retail dealers, a number of whole- 
sale firms refuse to sell to the former. To overcome 
this limitation of the source of supply the catalogue 
houses, it is said, have arranged a clever little scheme. 
Aman is employed to pose asajobber. He establishes 
a credit, and by placing large orders is enabled to get 
the quotations given to the largest buyers. Of course 
his only customers are the catalogue houses which 
are paying his salary and thus getting the wares 
which they cannot purchase direct. 


A NEW ERA OF POTTERY DECORATION, 


HILE photographs on china and glass have been 
somewhat extensively employed as decorations, 
and usually with fair results, there always appeared 
to be something lacking. Possibly it was the color, for 
rarely was any attempt made inthis particular—prin- 
cipally because there was a certain crudeness to the 
photographic transfers that did not warrant the addi- 
tional expense involved in brush work. 

Much effort has been expended by manufacturers 
and decorators looking to improvement in this direc- 
tion, and now comes the announcement that the quest 
has been rewarded by the discovery of a process 
whereby, through the use of metallic pigments in the 
coating of the negative, and a corresponding develop- 
er, really remarkable results are achieved. Coloring 


can be readily applied, and after being fired the dec- 
oration has the appearance of being under the glaze. 

The discovery did not come all at once, but is the 
fruit of many years of study and experiment. Time 
and again the search was abandoned for lack of 
means to pursue it, only to be renewed, until, in the 
face of all discouragement,the goal was finally reached. 
Now capital has been found, and the matter will be put 
on a commercial basis, 

The process is a secret one, and the discoverer 
alone is capable of turning out the work. This is a 
drawback, in asense. He is entitled, of course, to the 
benefit of it, and it is to be hoped that he will profit 
by it to such an extent that in a few years he may be 
willing to give to the world the details. It is too 
great a discovery to limit its production to the capa- 
city of one man. :

IHE CONDITION OF BUSINESS. 


While business is not what it ought to 
New York. be, little spurts here and there have 
kept things moviug. Conditions have 
not changed materially, and are about normal for the 
time of year. The unseasonably cold weather still 
retards buying. But it only requires a little sunshine 
to stimulate trade A warm, bright day invariabiy 
brings out the buyers. J.ast year at this time fash- 
ionable New Yorkers had boarded up their houses 
and left for the country. Next week, however, ought 
to see an exodus. The absence of metropolitan visi- 
tors to country and seaside has kept back trade at 
these places, of course But as soon as this popula- 
tion is established for the summer their wants will 
have to be supplied.

THE CITY’S HOUSEFURNISHING SUPPLIES. 

OME curious discrepancies have been brought to 
light by the investigation of the Bureau of Public 
Buildings now on inthis city. The bureau’s pooks 
show that there are 262 hair brooms in the storeroom, 
the inventory 219, The books show 228 whisk brooms 
ready for service, whereas an actual count brought 
to light only 55. According to the bureau’s ledger 
there are 177 counter brushes in the storeroom, but 
the most the investigators could find were gt. On 
paper there are 90 scrub brushes, but actually only 31. 
There ought to be 180 cans of furniture polish, 

but the investigators had to go some to find 20. 
Scrub cloths total up on the bureau's bocks to £055) 
but 496 are all that are left. Evidently somebody 
has a great fondness for feather dusters. The bureau 
books show 575 on hand, the inventory 44. Scmebody 
has apparently hit the city soap box for more than 
2,000 cakes. The bureau ledger shows 4,073 on hand, 
and the investigators succeeeded in counting only 
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1,765. That is,common scrubbing soap. The toilet 
soap box is about 500 cakes shy. 

Then again somebody seems to have been generous 
with dustpans. The books show 41 on hand and an 
actual count 74. But in the case of mop wringers 
and mops the philanthropy game has apparently been 
played to the limit. The bureau’s books show only 6 
wringers and 219 mopson hand. The investigators 
counted 70 wringers and 1,752 mops in the storeroom. 
The investigators are sure that nobody could have 
worked off any old mops on them. ‘They declare 
they know a second-hand mop when they see it. 
These were cotton mops. There was another variety 
of city mop, of which the bureau’s ledger showed 
1,138 received and 1,156 disbursed. That seemed to 
be going some for mops, but it couldn’t touch the 
ash can record. Of the latter 254, according to the 
books, had been received in the storeroom, and 282 
disbursed. The inventory by the investigators showed 
that there were still 36 on hand. 

Max Cramer, of the Metropolitan Supply and 
Equipment Co., was invited to take his books to the 
District Attorney’s office and tell what he knew about 
things. The Franklin Contracting Co. also had to 
show their books.

If it were not for the natural-born geniuses that 
accidentally drop into the ranks from time to time, 
salesmanship would become a lost art. And the mer- 
chant is more than half to blame for the evils he has 
to endure. 

Resolve that you will have the best force of sales- 
people in your city. Then you can make it the best 
in the State. After that you can challenge its equal 
in the whole country. 

Form voluntary classes of business salesmanship 
among your employees. Compulsory attendance 
would defeat the aim in view, because you cannot com 
pel willingness and loyalty, and one sorehead would 
quickly spread dissatisfaction and stop all progress. 
Admit none but patient, willing students. Then hire 
a teacher or qualify yourself to take up the task. 

Commence at the beginning, and stick to the com- 
mencement until the first principles of successful 
salesmanship shall have become second nature and 
first thought. This will effectually eliminate tte 
“Yes ma’am” **No ma’am”’ir..becile from your ranks 

~ of assistants. Teach them the why and wherefore of 
all the goods they handle daily. Help will come 
from the requirements of the students, and progress

PREPARING FOR EXPORT BUSINESS. 


HE question of export business is lately becoming 
more popular than was the case not so long ago, 

The enlargement of producing facilities brought 
about by heavy demands at home hasresulted in plants 
and equipment capable of continued large output in 
excess of probable demands of lean years—at least, 
such is to be the experience if history repeats itself. 
Asa larger proposition, there is getting to be the 
belief that a regular export trade ought to be a normal 
feature of American industry. There have been un- 
satisfactory experiences in conducting business in far 
away centers, but these sometimes costly experiments 
will serve their stead in the present development of 
plans. The distant commission merchant with no 
very close affiliations with the maker at home has 
built up a business favorable chiefly to himself and 
detrimental to some of those for whom he acted, and 
against whom he was prone to discriminate when ease 
of making sale and proportion of income for effort 
made it advisable to act for competitors. Thereisa 
growing conviction that a foreign sales manager is 
far better than a commission agent; but it is probable 
that the advantage is to be valued only by comparing 
the selling cost involved with a specified employee 
serving as a manager of sales with that involved with 
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a firm serving as a buyer in bulk after the manner of 
a jobber, whose distribution of the goods is of no 
special concern. It is possible that where other 
arrangements are regarded as feasible a plan which 
has been suggested of effecting an organization to 
develop foreign business on a more or less co-operative 
scheme may be advantageous. 

- There are unquestionably a good number of 
details which have got to be appreciated by the inex- 
perienced before embarking 
There has been so much smoke about faulty crating, 
annoying payment methods practiced by Americans, 
and trade literature unsuited to the foreign buyer, 
that there must be some fire. It naturally behooves 
a prospective shipper to know something of. the 
justice ot the complaints. It has, for exanple,- been 
the cry that goods made for American consumption 
are not acceptable to the foreign user, so that a special 
output designed for him is necessary, when asa matter 
of fact the objections emanated from foreign makers 
and jobbers in their strife to prevent a growth of 
American importation. In the mere matter of corres. 
pondence with foreign houses the carelessness about 
amount of postage used is a cause of irritation which 
must not be discounted. It is said that nothing 
angers a European business man so much as to 
receive letters short of the necessary postage. It is 
even stated that nine-tenths of the Americaa firms 
that write to Europe will allow two cent stamps to be 
put on letters containing alot of useless circulars 
sent sealed and which should have ten or fifteen cent 
There is no reason for wonder if

stamps on them. 
such letters are returned and that opportunities for . 
doing business are thereby lost The case is known, 
for instance, of a small package sent from America, 
and containiny something of relatively small intrinsic 
value, for which the addressee had to pay eighty cents 
postage due. The export business is a live subject

GERMAN TOY-MAKING. 


NCE a week the wagons go round through the 
Thuringian forest and collect the toys that have 
been made in the wooden cottages, and take them to 
the city. In Sonneberg itself there are great toy 
factories. There they make the heads for dolls, using 
porcelain or papier-mache or some other composition 
—for wax dolls are not made any more in the Ger- 
man world There, too,the leather dolls are made, 
and all those trinkets of glass and gilt that are hung 
on Christmas trees, and the woolly dogs and sheep. 
Thirty-thousand grown-ups are employed in this 
pleasant trade in the Thuringer Wald alone, and two- 
thirds of them work in their own homes, And lest 
the art should be lost, a paternal German government 
has established a toy-school at Crunhainichen, where 
the pupils are taught-—not such negligible things as 
reading and writing—but the best way to make toys, 
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ENCOURAGE YOUR EMPLOYEES 


Wi Beene who find it difficult to obtain the 

best services of their help are often unable to 
unde~stand the cause. They usually attribute this 
lack of sympathy between themselves and their em- 
ployees to carelessness, indifference or want of ambi- 
tion on the part of the latter. Rarely do they impute 
any of the blame to themseives Yet a study of the 
conditions surrounding the employees of firms that 
complain in this manner will often develop the fact 
that the house itself is at fault, No store that en- 
courages its employees to feel a proper interest in its 
business ever has any serious trouble of this kind It 
is almost always the house that, by its lack of appre- 
ciativeness, smothers any spirit of enthusiasm that 
may be kindling in their ranks. 

Our attention to this particular element in pres- 
ent day merchandising has been attracted because of 
three items that appeared in a recent issue of this 
journal. One chronicled a circus party that a Wash- 
ington department store had given to its junior 
employees. Another referred to a vaudeville enter- 
tainment arranged by a Scranton concern for the ex- 
clusive enjoyment of its employees in the several 
Pennsylvania towns wherein it conducts stores The 
third item alluded to the publication of a monthly

store paper solely for the benefit of its employees by _ 


a firm in Davenport, Ia. . 
While there may be nothing original in any of the 
three methods adopted for the entertainment of the 


employees of the stores in question, the incidents are 
worth noting for the very important reason that they 
demonstrate that the firms which have thus recognized 
the social comfort of their help have improved and 
strengthened the loyalty and interest that the latter 
will feel in their welfare. Every human being, no 
matter how lofty or how menial his position, likes to 
understand that his efforts are appreciated More 
than the mere mercenary side of the average employ- 
ee’s nature must be catered to if the employer is to ex- 
pect the best results. 

The means that may be adopted by an employer 
to thus inspire his employees to their best endeavors 
are numerous and varied. A large pottery manufac- 
turing concern in Trenton, for example, gives away 
$1,000 in cash prizes every year to employees who 
tender the most valuable suggestions relative to the 
office and manufacturing branches of the business. 
These awards of cash have been made by the com- 
pany for several years, and the results have been 
highly beneficial. A couple of retail stores in the 
West pursue a s)mewhat similar method; but their 
prizes, of course,-do not represent so large an ‘outlay 
of money. Their awards, too, are made in return for 
suggestions regarding window-dressing, 
ship, office details, etc. 


salesman- 
Still another plan in vogue 
in a number of stores makes it possible for salespeo- 
ple to win cash prizes for sales over a_ specified 
amount. 

The primary object of ail of these schemes, re- 
gardless of whether or nota cash award is involved, 
is to inspire the employees to exert their very best 
efforts. The knowledge that their employers are in- 
terested in their progress in more than a purely mon- 
ey-making sense is calculated to have a highly stimu- 
lating effect upon them. The idea is worthy of at 
least a trial by every merchant who feels that his 
help are not sufficiently interested in his welfare. If 
circumstances will not admit of the giving away of 
cash or other prizes, the merchant may in a number 
of other ways prove that he desires his employees to 
be more comfortable, happy and prosperous.

PHILLIPS WINS THE $20,000 SUIT. 


dt: contention raised by Henry D. Phillips, to the 

effect that he has paid $20,000 of stock sub- 
scriptions to the defunct Hart Brewer Pottery Co, 
was sustained on Monday by Judge Joseph Cross in an 
opinion filed in the United States District Court on 
the argument made a week ago for an order to review 
certain decisions made by Samuel D. Oliphant, as 
referee in the Hart Brewer Pottery litigation. 

While confirming the referee on certain points, 
with reference to the most important one involved 
the court says: “As tothe payment of the $20,000 
subscription, I think from the evidence the referee 
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should have found that it had been paid. Speaking 
generally, Mr. Phillips’ original stock subscription 
was $10,000 He swears that he agreed to take over 
Mr, Brewer's subscription of $ro 000, and did so upon 
the understanding that moneys advanced by him to 
the company and not repaid were to go on account of 
these stock subscriptions Mr Phillips produced a 
paper signed by Mr. Brewer which shows payment on 
accourt of stock subscriptions to amount to more than 
sufficient to satisfy the same This paper, taken in 
connection with the claimant’s testimony and the 
payments unquestionably made, entitles Phillips, in 
my judgment, to a finding that his stock subscriptions 
have been paid.”

A TALK ON’ BOTTLES. 


HAT becomes of all the glass bottles manufactur= 
ed in the United States every year? is the nat- 
ural query of anyone who investigates the manufact- 
ure of glass bottles in this country. Immune from 
ordinary processes of decay to which almost all other 
materials used in the making of vessels for everyday 
use are subject, the glass bottle would be indestruct- 
ible except for the danger of being broken in hardling; 
yet only a small percentage of bottles are broken in 
ordinary use. Those which find their way to the junk 
dealer are sold and resold and used as new bottles, 
curtailing the number it would be nec:ssary to manu- 
facture; yet the volume of manufactured bottles con- 
tinues to increase year after year in the United States, 
employing more and more in the making of them, 
The demand for bottles has increased so rapidly that 
the energies of inventors are being devoted to the in- 
venting oi: machines which will make them fast and of 
good quality, and many machines are in use which 
take the place of a half dozen glass blowers each and 
make thousands of bottles in a day; but the demand 
still appears to be greater than the supply. 

The construction of a machine to manufacture 
bottles with narrow necks, such as are used most 
commonly, is the goal of many inventors who are try- 
ivg to achieve fortune and fame. Uptothe present 
time, success in this line has been confized to machines 
for fruit jars, wide mouth bottles, etc., and recently 
an expeusive, complicated machine which will make 
beer bottles successfully has been invented. The 
greatest amount of bottles, however, is manufactured 
in the old-fashioned method, with blow pipe. The 
glass blowers’ lungs furnish the air which distends 
the bulb of hot glass and makes it copy the lines of 
the mold in which it is being made _ It is estimated 
that the United States annually uses $00,000 000 bot- 
tles, and a big army of men is employed in this work. 

The goal of many inventors is to design a bottle 
that cannot be refilled after being once emptied. The 
ambition of inventors to make this type of bottle is 
stimulated by a widespread fiction that there is a big 
bonus to be paid by makers of proprietary goods to 
any man who will design a practical non refillable 
bottle. Charles M. Levis, secretary of the Illino’s 
Glass Works at Alton, lll., says that many men have 
gone crazy in their efforts to achieve this result, and 
that hundreds of designs have been submitted to his 
company for experiments, but not one has' proved a 
success. He declares without hesitation that his ex- 
perience has shown there is no such thing as a non-re- 
fillable bottle. 

Such an invention would bea bonanza for bottle 
makers, as it would be demanded by all makers of 
proprietary table condiments and whiskies, who would 
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be able to prevent the use of the bottle bearing their 
brand after they had been emptied of the contents put 
in them by the original purveyor. A non-refillable bot- 
tle would never be used again,and the junk-dealer com- 
petition would be removed from the business field of 
glass makers. 

The United States patent office at Washington has 
taken cognizance of this fiction because of the annoy- 
ance caused by it in that office, and has officially an- 
nounced that there is no such thingy as a bonus for a 
non-refillable bottle, no matter how advantageous such 
an invention would be to makers of proprietary goods. 
—Sentinel-Democrat., 


CARE OF GLASSWARE. 


UT glass, if cared for properly, may be preserved 
intact and retain its brilliancy for generations, 
and the imitation cut will so much more resemble the 
genuine if rightly handled. Only tepid water and the 
purest castile or other good soap should be used for 
cleansing such articles, and a small stiff brush should 
be used 1n order to get every particle of dust out of 
the cutting The piece should then be submerged 
in boxwood sawdust and allowed to remain some little 
time, so that the sawdust will absorb the moisture and 
clear the glass. The softest of clean cloth without 
any nap about it should be used for the final polishing. 
Usually, shot or some sort of metal is used for re- 
moving sediment in decanters, vases, etc. Such 
material is likely to scratch the glass, and after 
numerous cleanings the scratches will show. To 
prevent this use white potato peelings, leaving them 
in the articles over night,or for sev2ral hours; then 
wash out with tepid water, 

The short life of many pieces of glassware is due to 
the abrupt changes of temperature to which they are 
commonly subjected. A dish,that has been used for 
serving ice cream or other very cold substance, or a 
tumbler which has held ice water, if set rear a fire 
or plunged into hot water is almost sure to crack. 
Never remove a piece of glass from a closed cabinet 
and put it in immediate contact with a marble slab or 
other cold substance. Before using tumblers for iced 
drinks, place them in moderately cool water for a 
time, and their, safety will be insured, 


THE SALESMAN’S TWO [IIASTERS. 


NUMBER of retail merchants—and wholesalers, 

‘too, for that matter—at times give emphatic ex- 
pression to their impatience with salespeople who, in 
their opinion, are inclined to study the interests of 
the customer rather than those of the concern. In 
many cases the salespeople are told, in so many words: 
‘*You are just like the rest; always looking out for the 
customer, instead of the store.” 
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‘in a retail store. 


This, indeed, is a short-sighted policy. It is ob- 
vious that the salesman who looks closely after the 
interests of his customers is the one who will re- 
tain those customers, and therefore the one who is 
most valuable to his employers That the truth of 
this statement is generally recognized is proved by 
the einployment by many large wholesale concerns of 
‘‘veneral” salesmen, whose business it is to keep in 
touch with the customer, see that his wants are proper- 
ly supplied when he comes to the store, and take care 
that his orders are properly filled when they come in 
by mail. Itis quite right that similar methods should 
be pursued—in a degree—by everyone who is entrus- 
ted with the task of selling goods, 
who is the good salesman ? 
his trade with him? 

Nor, from the standpoint of his own welfare, can 
the salesman be blamed for giving due attention to 
his customer's interests If he is unable to hold any 
part of his trade, his value as a salesman is lessened 
to just that extent. Inother words, his bread and 
butter, present and prospective, depends upon his 
treatment of his customers. It is, of course, going 
too far to say, as some wholesale salesmen have been 
heard to remark, ‘‘I am not working for the house; I 
am working for my trade,’’ but, on the other hand, 
there are a number of ways in which a good salesman 
can oblige his customer without in any wise jeopardiz- 
ing the interests of his employers. 

The same is true of the salesman or

We do not for a moment suggest 
tha the or she should over-measure or should give one 
customer any undue advantage over another. But, in 
the retail end, as in the wholesale, the customer 
should be accommodated For instance, say that 
during the summer months deliveries to outlying 
points are made free of charge on total purchases of 
$5-0r more, and say a customer buys goods to the 
amount of $4 It is in such case wise and proper for 
the salesperson to suggest that if the customer buys 
another dollar’s worth she can have free delivery of 
her entire purchase. Obviously, the suggestion will 
not only be appreciated by the customer, but will

ther examples will readily suggest themselves to our 
retail readers. 

Constant readiness to look afier the interests of 
the customer, then—to see that she, as well as the 
store, gets a square deal—is one of the best forms of 
loyalty to the business, and, instead of being frowned 
upon or criticized by the management, such an atti- 
tude should be regarded as one of the best proofs of 
the salesman’s merit and worth.—Dry Goods Economist.

Another strange thing as regards the May business is 
that more complaints of non-deliveries were entered 
than usual. It is true that owing to Custom House 
troubles no French goods were delivered, but, aside 
from that, many retailers complain that they cannot 
get their goods. This is true of all the lines we rep- 
resent, and more particularly so of housefurnishing 
goods. Whether the extreme backwardness of the 
spring has had its influence on manufacturers 1s hard 
to tell, but the fact remains that nearly every one is 
behind in his shipments. Pessimists who are trying 
to think that the end of our wonderful prosperity has 
come may ponder a little on this state of affairs.

THE IMPORTERS VINDICATED. 
FTER months of worry, delay and expense the 
long-drawn-out controversy over the importa- 
tions of French china is settled, and that in favor of 
the importers. 

On Tuesday the Board of General Appraisers 
sustained Chas Ahrenfeldt & Son in the suit brought 
to raise their invoices. The appraisers sitting as a 
court decided that the firm had proved that Limoges 
was an open market. Forty invoices were produced 
to show this, while the Government presented but 
one single invoice in an effort to prove the contrary. 

This case differs from that of Haviland & Co. in 
that the Government then claimed that Paris prices 
should prevail, and so the court raised them 16% 
per cent, whereas the Government had asked for 
advances of 25, 70, 200, and in one case 300 per cent, 

From the evidence produced in the latter case it 
is plain that the Government was misled. The whole 
question was: What was the market value of the 
goods at the point of production? ‘The special agents 
of the Government bought the goods in Paris, and on 
the prices paid for these goods based their charges.

According to these spe- 
cial agents, they bought three sets of dinnerware in 
Paris at prices taken from a re¢az/ catalogue that had 
been printed for general distribution at the Paris Ex- 
position of 1889. i 
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In the J. H. Venon case on Wednesday every 
contention of the importers was upheld. 

The American manufacturers, who have been ac- 
tive in pushing these cases, were laboring under the 
impression that goods were being undervalued. It 
was their right and duty,if such was the case, to do 
all they could to prevent the importation of ware at 
less than market value, and they employed an agent

agent has made a lot of trouble and caused immense 
expense, not only to the importers, but the trade at 
large, which, failing to get goods, has lost the profit. 

The manufacturers by this time must have their 
eyes opened to the true condition of affairs. Judge 
Waite used some very strong language in condemning 
the way in which the case had been conducted, and 
the Board of General Appraisers have to all intents 
and purposes sustained his findings.

INDUSTRY OF THE OHIO 
VALLEY. 


GLASS-SAND 


PPROXIMATELY $65,000,000 worth of glass 
products were manufactured in the United 
States in 1905. The materials used cost about $18,- 
000,000 and of this sum $1,000,000 was spent for sand. 
Within the half century preceding 1900 the value of 
glass products showed an average increase of 70 per 
cent for each decade, and the growth is still vigorous. 
In view of the remarkable development of an industry 
so largely dependent for its raw materials on mineral 
deposits, the United States Geological Survey has 
been making an investigation of sand-producing 
areas. This investigation, begun in 1905 in the 
Mississippi Valley, was extended in 1,06 to the Ohio 
Valley, anda brief report on the work, prepared by 
Ernest F. Burchard, has been incorporated in Bulletin 
No. 315, Contributions to Economic Geology, 1906. 
The major constituent of’ glass is sand, which 
forms from 52 to 65 per cent of the mass of the 
original mixture, or from 60 to 75 per cent of the 
finished product. To the sand is due the absence of 
color, the transparency, brilliancy, and hardness of 
That is, the quality of the glass depends 
To the producer 


glass. 
chiefly on the quality of the sand. 
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the physical conditions affecting quarrying and min- 
ing, the amount of sand available, and the location of 
the deposits with respect to transportation routes 
and market are as important as is the quality of the 
sand. 

Of the States in which glass is listed asa manu- 
facture Indiana and Ohio at present occupy respect- 
ively second and third rank, the first place being 
held by Pennsylvania. Glass making has but 
recently been added to the industries of Kentucky, 
but factories are in operation at two points. 

From statistics quoted by Mr. Burchard it 
appears that Indiana is producing less than 1 per 
cent of the glass saud usedin the State, the remainder 
being obtained largely from the Fox River (Illinois) 
district and the Klondike (Missouri) district. All 
the sand that can be produced of sufficient purity 
even for green and amber bottles finds a ready market 
at good prices—a condition encouraging to both pro- 
ducers and manufacturers. Attention is called, how- 
ever, to the fact that no large deposits of sandstone 
are known in Indiana that have the purity of the St. 
Peter sandstone, so abundant farther west, and for 
certain grades of glass there will always be a demand 
for sand from beyond the State. 

Ohio, according to the statistics, produced o 937 
per cent as much glass sand as isused in the State. 
A large part of this, however, passes from the eastern 
part of the State to factories in western Pennsylvania, 
and a corresponding amount is brought in from other 
States, especially from. West Virginia and Illinois, at 
notably higher prices. . Glass works are established 
within an area extending across the State from 
Toledo to Cincinnati and as far east as Steubenville. 
The plants are usually wellsituated in regard to fuel, 
but many have to pay excessive freight charges on 
their sand. 

The Kentucky factories obtain their sand at Tip 
Top, 28 miles southwest of Louisville. 

Mr. Burchard’s paper discusses briefly the rock 
formations which in Ohio, Indiana and Kentucky 
furnish sand suitable for glass making, and gives 
descriptions of the various properties now being 
developed.

GLASS IMPORTERS APPEAL. 

ASHINGTON, June 3 —A number of leading 

glass importers of the United States have 
presented to the State Department a petition asking 
that the consular agency at Charleroi, Belgium, be 
re-established. This office was abolished a couple of 
weeks ago in the course of the reorganization which 
has been in progress in the Department of State. It 
was an unsalaried office, but with fees aggregating 
about $2,200 or $2,300 per annum. The glass im- 
porters are anxious to have it re established because 
under the new regime it is necessary for them to 
send their consular invoices to the consulate at 
Brussels—a process which involves delay and incon- 
venience. 

The amount of duties collected upon glass origin- 
ating in Charleroi and the surrounding district js said 
to be about $1,500,000 pér annum, and it is the feeling 
of the importers that this represents a sufticiently 
large volume of business to warrant the maintenance 
of the consular agency. The abolition of the agency 
is said to be due to the desire to save expense in the 
consular service, and the former consular agent at 
that place has been transferred to another point. 
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THOUGHT SOMEBODY GAVE HIM A CASK 
OF CHINA. 


ALTER ADEE, who lives at No. 440 Manhattan 
avenue and has a saloon at One Hundred and 
Twenty-second street and Eighth avenue, was held in 
$1,500 bail in Jefferson Market Court for examination 
charged with larceny. George Jameson, representing 
the Bush Terminal Company of Brooklyn complained 
that on Dec. 23 he delivered to an expressman a cask 
of imported china consigned toa firm on West Twenty- 
second street. The cask was mislaid with one that 
contained ale and was delivered to Adee. He de- 
clared that Adee at first denied having it, but sur- 
rendered half its contents on May 25. Jameson 
charged Adee with larceny of half, which he valued 
at $135, 
Adee says he accepted the cask, thinking it was 
a present from some friend, and that he wrote letters 
to several tradesmen, hoping he might discover the 
donor.

‘HELP WANTED.” 


Ace up any paper, anywhere, and the caption of 

this article will stare you in the face. Manufac- 
turers, merchants, contractors, professional men, 
agriculturists—in short, employers in all walks of 
life—are bewailing the scarcity of good, intelligent 
help. With the tremendous influx of immigrants it 
would’seem impossible for such a condition to exist, 
for while the majority are of course only available as 
laborers, a large number are capable of filling posi- 
tions where education counts. 

The great prosperity which has come to our land 
in the last few years has led to expansion in all kinds 
of business. New ventures in manufacturing lines 
have sprung up in every direction, and the immense 
undertakings in the construction of buildings, sub- 
ways, tunnels, railroads and electrical lines have cre- 
ated an unparalleled demand for help. 

In the potteries and glass factories the supply is 
limited by the action of the labor unions in the matter 
of apprentices No secret was made of the intention 
of the workmen to keep down the supply of workers 
so that they might be sure of steady employment at 
high wages. The compulsory education and child 
labor laws, while conceived with the right and best 
intent, also contribute largely to the situation The 
prohibition of child labor is from one standpoint philan- 
thropic and humane. From another the age limit is 
too high. Kept in school until this is reached, the beys 
are launched on the world with a smattering of edu- 
cation that does not avail them in the higher ranks of 
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life, but gives them a distaste for labor. And even 
if they were willing to work they are shut out by the 
acts of their own parents from learning the trades. 

In the wareroom end of the business conditions 
are the same, ‘‘ Young men with experience want- 
ed.” Whata paradox! Where are the young men 
to get the experience? They will not begin in the: 
packing room and learn by successive steps, but want 
to ‘go on the road” at once. 

The remedy lies in a return to old-time princi- 
ples:. In the factories more apprentices; in the mer- 
cantile houses young men whose object in entering 
is to obtain a knowledge of the business It is only 
by such means that capable, educated, intelligent help’ 
can be secured for the future,

THE COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT WITH 
GERMANY. 


OLLOWING is the text of the regulations provid- 
ed for in ithe commercial agreement between 
Germany and the United Srates signed April 22: 


‘*Market value as defined by section 19 of the 
customs administrative act shal] be construed to 
mean the export price whenever goods, wares and 
merchandise are sold wholly for export, or sold in the 
home market only in limited quantities, by reason of 
which facts there cannot be established a market val- 
ue based upon the sale of such goods, wares and 
merchandise, in usual wholesale quantities, packed 
teady for shipment to the United States. 

‘‘Statements provided for in section 8. of the 
customs administrative act are not to be required by 
consular officers except upon the request of the ap- 
praiser of the port, after entry o: the goods. The 
coneular regulations of 1896, paragraph 674, shall be 
amended accordingly. 

‘*In reappraisement cases the hearing shall be 
open and in the presence of the importer or his at- 
torney, unless the Board of Appraisers shall certify to 
the Secretary of the Treasury that the public interest 
will suffer thereby; but in the latter case the import- 
er shall be furnished with a summary of the facts de- 
veloped at the closed hearing upon which the reap- 
praisement is based. 

“The practice in regard to ‘ personal appearance 
before consul,’ ‘ original bills,’ ‘declaration of name of 
ship,’ shall be made uniform in the sense— 

‘*;—-That the personal appearance before the 
consular officer shall be demanded only in exception- 
al cases, where special reasons require a personal ex- 
planation. 

‘*>_-That the original bills are only to be re- 
quested in cases where invoices presented to the 
consular officer for authentication include goods 
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of various kinds that have been purchased from differ. 
ent manufacturers at places more or less remote from 
the consulate, and that these bills shall be returned 
after inspection by the consular officer. 

**3-—That the declaration of the name of the ship 
in the invoice shall be dispensed with whenever the 
exporter at the time the invoice is presented for au. 
thentication is unable to name the ship, 

‘Paragraph 678 of such regulations, as amended 
March 1, 1906, shall be further amended by striking 
out the wordsy‘Whenever the invoice is presented to 
be consulated in a country other than the one from 
which the merchandise is being directly exported to 
the United States.’ And by inserting after the first 
sentence the following clause: ‘As place, in which the 
merchandise was purchased, is to be considered the 
place where the contract was made, whenever this 
was done atthe place where the exporter has his 
office.’ 

‘*Parapraph 681 of the consular regulations of 
1896 relative to ‘swearing to the invoice’ shall be 
revoked, 

“ Special agents, confidential agents and othérs 
sent by the Treasury Department to investigate ques- 
tions bearing upon customs administration shall be 
accredited to the German Government through the 
Department of State at Washington and the Foreign 
Office at Berlin, and such agents shall co-operate with 
the several chambers of commerce located in the ter- 
ritory apportioned to such agents. It is hereby un. 
derstood that the general principle as to persone 
grata shall apply to these officials. 

‘** The certificates as to value issued by German 
chambers of commerce shall be accepted by apprais- 
ers as competent evidence and be considered by them 
in conuection with such other evidence as may be ad- 
duced.” 


Concerning open hearings, in a special report by 
a committee of the Importers’ Association, the com- 
mittee says in part: . 


“Those who are opposed to these ‘changes are 
quite as jealous of their own rights and privileges and 
those of their fellow-citizens as the advocates of ‘open 
hearings’ Isit reasonable to suppose that if all that 
is “said or written in favor of this change were 
correct, any difference of opinion would exist? Is it 
to be said that merchant A, who believes in holding 
to the present appraisement methods, is not as strong 
an adherent of that ‘principle which is fundamental 
and inherent in the common law and underlies the 
whole system of jurisprudence in the country’ as 
merchant B, who invokes it in favor of ‘open hearing’ ? 
The truth is that merchant A knows from his businéss 
experience that the change contemplated 1s a danger- 
ousone. He believes that it will not result advantage- 
ously in practice; he is convinced that the change 
will be injurious in that its workings wiil make it ex- 
tremely difficult to arrive at as correct an estimate of 
values as is possible at the present time, with the 
result thatthe tendency to undervaluation will be 
largely augmented. 

“The provision of this amendment which would 
subject every merchant who was willing to testify in 
regard to values before the Board of Appraisers to 
a cross-examination, which could be distorted into an 
inquisition into the private affairs of that merchant’s 
own business, calling for the production of his books, 
invoices, purchase memoranda and correspondence, 
means that it would be almost impossible to ‘secure 
the attendance of merchants of standing at these in- 
quiries, : 

“If undervaluation were an uncommon thing, it 
would appear reasonable to permit some leeway ‘in 
the present method; butas it is a practice against 
which the Government and honest merchants must 
constantly guard, the reins must be heldtightly. We 
believe that the present method of investigation into 
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values is the most serviceable.one for. the Govern- 
ment, for importers and home manufacturers.” 


It is learned on excellent authority that the 
French Government has received assurances from 
the State Department that many of the concessions 
contained in the German tariff agreement just pro- 
mulgated will be available for France as soon as 
details can be arranged. This applies to matters of 
tariff administration and particularly to the provision 
regarding the consideration as evidence of market 
value of export prices furnished officially by the 
German chambers of commerce. It was also learned 
that France has made strong, though exceedingly 
courteous, diplomatic representations to the State De- 
partment, and has received in reply a statement that 
it is the Administration's desire to remove any cause 
that may exist for dissatisfaction. . 

Negotiations are also pending with England, and 
the probabilities now are that the same regulations 
will be made with other countries.

HE Pennsylvania Glass Sand Co., capitalized at 
$2,000,000 has been launched in Phiiadelphia, 
Robert Kelso Cassatt, a son of the late A. J. Cassatt, 
and Winthrop Sargent, of the Standard Supply and 
Equipment Co, were the prime movers in the organ- 
ization. They obtained options on six properties, 
which, with the prices paid, are as follows: The 
Juniata Sand Co, works at Granville and Mill Creek, 
$1oo,coco: C P. Dull, McVeytown, $125 000: Machlin 
& Stevenson, McVeytown and Vineyard, $125,000: 
Keystone Sand Co., Mapleton, $125,000: Mapleton 
Sand Co., Mapleton, $65,000: Columbia Sand Co., 
near Mapleton, $90,000. Payment for these proper- 
ties was made three-fifths or more in cash and the 
balance in preferred stock of the Pennsylvania Glass 
Sand Co Of the $1,000,000 preferred stock, $785,000 
was issued in effecting the consolidation..

GLASS JOBBING HOUSE ABSORBED. 


HE Pittsburgh Plate Glass Co. has absorbed the 
jobbing department of the Thomas Wightman 
Co , and in future will supply the trade of the Wight- 
man company. This was the oldest glass jobbing 
firm in the United States, having been established in 
1834 at 63 Water street, Pittsburgh, as the jobbing de- 
partment of the Sligo Glass Works, which started in 
business ten years previously. 

Thomas Wightman, the head of the Thomas 
Wightman Glass Co., is the oldest glass man in the 
United States, being ninety years of age, and having 
been engaged in the glass business since 1834, when, 
with William McCully and Frederick Lorenz, both 
long since dead, he secured control of the Sligo Win- 
dow Glass Works The firm also built and operated 
. the old O’Hara works in the West End. This firm 

lasted until 1851, when it was dissolved, and that of 
Lorenz & Wightman was formed to carry on the 
business. In the sixties Nimick & Co. and F. A. 
Lorenz were associated with Mr. Wightman in the 
operation of the West Endand Temperanceville fac- 
‘tories, and by 1873 the firm had two window glass and 
five green bottle houses in, operation In 1871 the 
jobbing department was moved to 34 Wood street, 
next to the St Charles Hotel. In 1887 a building at 
209 Wood street was leased for the jobbing depart- 
‘ment, where it remained until 1902, when it was 
moved to 104-6 Wood street, and in 1905 to its present 
quarters, 230 2 Second avenue,

THE CONDITION OF BUSINESS. 


The advent of warm weather has al- 
ready stimulated business in the West, 
where it first made its appearance, 
and it is hoped that before long things will be better 
hereabouts. The summer exodus to seaside and 
country, so long delayed, set in with full force last 
Saturday. Consequently, some business is being se- 
cured from favorite resorts, with more to follow, 


New York. 


Crop conditions are improving with every warm 
day, and the prospects are looking better. 


The new German tariff is causing considerable 
discussion. Its friends believe that its operation will 
be very desirable, while its opponents fear tariff com- 
plications with other nations and injury to the Amer- 
ican manufacturers. Results, however, will not be 
known until it is put in operation July 1. 


The French importers, who have been doing no 
shipping for many months, began last week to deliver 
their goods, and this occasions considerable activity 
among the houses which handle these wares. 


German goods are beginning to arrive at the 
stock houses, and among them are some very pretty 
things. It is said that the Uehalide will be able to 


take large quantities. 


The English manufacturers are now sending 
over a lot of goods which were delayed on account of 


the heavy orders taken earlier in the season. The 
new samples will be ready about the first of August. 


The American potteries are still doing an im- 
mense business, and have hardly caught up with the 
spring orders before they are called upon for fall 
goods. They are still hampered by lack of work- 


men. 


The glass business is good in some directions and 
poor in others. Blown and stemware are in great re- 
quest, while pressed tableware sets are very slow. 
The independent factories are full of orders, and 
their summer shutdown will be very short. The 
Association factories will close down for two weeks 


only. 


Cut glass has been in great request on account of 
the June weddings, and most manufacturers have all 
they can attend to. 


The lamp trade, which has been fairly good, 
seems to be experiencing a little lull. Most orders 
for decorated glass have been placed, and it is too 
early for metal goods. 


Housefurnishing goods are in great request, the 
warm weather having induced a sudden call for near- 
ly everything under the head of summer goods. Sta- 
ples are still indemand, and manufacturers have filled 
orders a little more promptly of late, Many are still 
behind, however, and the new spurt may further re- 


tard deliveries. Everything made of wood is scarce 
and high, and goods composed partly or wholly of 
iron are held up by the foundries. 


Retail trade in the country still continues good. 
Country merchants complain that the difficulty in 
getting deliveries in some instances seriously affects 
their business—in fact, had the season opened earlier 
they would have suffered considerable loss. While it 
can not be said that the retail trade in the city is 
good, it is certainly better than it was before the tem- 
perature commenced to rise. Outside of crockery 
and glass, business has improved very materially. 
The call for summer goods of all kinds has been ex- 
cellent for the last few days. The crockery men will 
have their innings in due time.

The approach of midsummer finds the 
Trenton potteries hard pressed with 
orders, and there promises to be no let 
up throughout the season. The resting time that is 
usually taken in July will probably be short. All 
indications point to an early and large fall demand.

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NATIVE ART AND _ ARTISTS. 


EPORTS from the American potteries are to the 
effect that the business of the year has exceeded 
anything ever knowmin the history of domestic earth- 
enware. So great has been the call that although 
nearly every plant was pushed to its utmost, goods 
could not be shipped as fast as wanted. In spite of 
the enlargement of existing plants and the addition 
of numerous new ones, the supply has not equalled 
the demand. 

Not only has the manufacture increased in quan- 
tity, but the quality has been greatly improved. 
Place the ware of almost any modern plant alongside 
that made a few years ago—in some cases even a year 
ago—and the difference in body, glaze, design and 
decoration is so marked that it does not need an ex 
pert to see theimprovement. Perfection has not been 
reached, but wonderful progress has been made; and 
that the efforts of the domestic potters are appreciat- 


ed is shown by the demand for their wares. The 
men who buy them are good judges. They would 
not select them if they were not salable. That is the 


supreme test. No man will put out money for goods 
of any nature unless he feels sure that he can sell 
them at a profit. : 

While much has been done, there is yet room for 
improvement in the matter of design and decoration. 
The effort should be towards greater originality; and 
this can be largely accomplished by the adoption of 
native subjects. Has anyone thought of the possibili- 
ties that lie in the sweet. potato vine as a decoration ? 
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young men. 


Nothing could be prettier or more graceful. If the 
decalcomanie makers would bring out designs of a 
less conventional character and along the lines sug- 
gested, it would be a long step in the desired di- 
rection. And if the demand is big under present 
conditions, there is no telling what it would be then. 

Why notan American school of art? The Cooper

HERE is apparently no prospect of an early settle- 
ment of the Evansville, Ind., Glass Co,’s affairs. 

The situation has become even more complicated by 
the recent re-election of Percy Hopkins as trustee of 
the bankrupt concern. Hopkins was backed by the 
Alexander Hutchinson faction, which is opposed by 
another faction headed by President A. M. Weil.

tated the concern into the bankruptcy court. Mr.

In support of Mr. Weil’s declaration that the com- 
pany should never have been thrown into the bank- 
ruptcy court, Contractor Brakeman, who erected the 
plant, testified that it could not be built to-day for 
$475,000. This amount is considerably more than 
the firm’s liabilities.

discount is frequenily deducted. 


never been made. 


Now, if this prac- 
tice were confined to small concerns: which might 
claim ignorance of proper business methods, it would 
be bad enough; but large houses which cannot possi- 
bly plead such an excuse are equally guilty. They 
trade on the fact that they are large buyers, and that 
the sellers will not dare to find fault. © 

The practice cannot be too severely condemned. 
It is not only unbusinesslike; it is positively dishon- 


est. 
Whether or not this evil shall continue, rests en- 


tirely with the sellers. It only needs a little back 

bone to eradicate it entirely. Either return the cur- 

tailed remittance or credit amount of check and send 

statement of balance; but in any case insist on full and 

immediate payment and refuse further goods until 
-demand is complied with. 

Not long ago a certain concern in remitting for 
an account three months past due, took off one per 
cent The check was promptly returned with the 
simple comment: ‘Account is $300—not $297.” 
The bill was then settled in full. A little later the 
remitter was asked why he presumed to take cff a dis- 
count on an overdue account His reply was: ‘I 
do it on all accounts; and you would be surprised how 
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often it goes through. I make those discounts pay 
my office expenses.” 

If a discount is allowed for early payment, there is 
no reason why interest should not be charged on over- 
due accounts. Let but the trade adopt such a plan, 
and strictly adhere to it, and we should hear fewer 


complaints in the matter of collections. 


SHAKE-UP IN CUSTOMS — SERVICE, 


la is expected that a pretty general overhauling of 

the customs service at the port of New York is 
soon to take place. The first step in this direction 
is likely to be the thorough reorganization of the 
Special Treasury Agents’ office in this city on July 1, 
which will entirely change the character of the work 
done by that branch of the service. The Depart- 
ment’s housecleaning may even extend to the Board 
of General Appraisers, which has long been thought 
immune from upheavals of this character. 

Strong efforts have been made by customs officials 
to maintain secrecy in regard to Secretary Cortelyou's 
intentions on the subject of special agents, but some 
indication of what may be expected was given a few 
days ago when Special Agents Wheatley and Wake- 
man, who were stationed at the Appraisers’ office in 
connection with the recent investigation of French 
chinaware values, were transferred to regular duty 
at the Custom House. These transfers are believed 
to foreshadow a number of changes on July 1 in the 
personnel of the Treasury Agents’ office. 

It may be said that the new organization con- 
templated by Secretary Cortelyou will result, first of 
all, in the Special Agents’ office being made a co- 
ordinate brauch of the customs service, instead of 
being practically an independent body accountable to 
none but the Treasury Department, as at present,

DECALCOMANIES ARE LITHOGRAPHIC PRINTS. 
HE decision of Judge Fischer in the decalco- 
manie transfers case, handed down a few 
days ago, was in favor of the importers, The local 
Appraiser returned the merchandise as ‘‘surface coat- 
ed paper, printed,” and duty was assessed at the rate 
of 3 cents per pound and 20 per cent ad valorem. 
‘The importers claimed that it was properly dutiable 
at the rate of 20 cents per pound, as lithogtaphic 
prints. 

' After quoting a decision of the Supreme Court 
and the fact that the classification of decalcomanies 
as lithographic prints had been uniformly observed 
by the courts, the Board of Appraisers and classifying 
officers for the past thirty years with one exception, 
which applied only to lithographic cigar labels, Judge 


Fischer continues: ‘‘The articles are made on a litho- 
graphic press, printed from a lithographic stone, and 
prepared by a lithographer. We find, accordingly, 
that decalcomanies are in fact lithographic pr.nts.”

An investigation by Secretary Clum, of 

Trenton. the Trenton Board of Trade, has brought 

out the fact that the city suffers from a 

scarcity of skilled labor. This condition: he says, is 

particularly serious in the pottery industry. One 

manufacturer whom he interrogated on the subject 
replied by letter as follows: ; 


‘“‘For some time past we have had to contend 
with a great scarcity of labor, both skilled and un- 
skilled. Itseems to us that with increased factories 
in our town the scarcity of labor would become so 
great that it would be impossible to work anything 
like full capacity. Weare naturally anxious to see 
our town grow up and progress, but we cannot shut 
our eyes to the shortage of labor, and in consequence 
the independence of the labor organizations, resulting 
in the great difficulties which we have to contend 
with in the management of our potteries. We are, 
therefore, compelled to take the stand that we are 
adverse to increasing the ‘industrial enterprises of 
this city until the labor shortage can be relieved.” 


But the Zrades Union Advocate, a local labor 
publication, doesn’t take kindly to the contention 
that this reputed shortage really prevails. In last 
Saturday’s issue it characterized the move as one to 


‘‘flood the streets of Trenton with idle workmen,” and 
insists ‘‘that there are quite enough workmen in the 
city now to satisfy presentneeds.” The Advocate’s 
argument may beall right with regard ‘to some 
industries, but it is scarcely true of pottery manufac- 


ture The restriction placed upon the employment 


of apprentices in this trade has created a situation 


that demands relief.
